It is well 
known that Dr. Fell took great liberties in this re- 
ſpect, in the account of Chriſt-church.” * 
I cannot omit this opportunity of lamenting, 
that Dr. Fell ever propoſed a tranſlation of Mood's 
Engliſh work, which would have been infinitely 
more pleafing in the plain natural dreſs of it's art- 
leſs, but accurate, author. The tranſlation in ge- 
neral, it is allowed, is full of miſtakes; it is alſo 
ſtiff and unpleaſing, perpetually diſguſting the rea- 
der with the affectation of phraſeology. Dr. Fell's 
reaſon for procuring it to be tranſlated, was, that 
a complete account of the Univerſity might be cir- 
culated abroad. But there are many particulars, 
unavoidably ariſing from the ſubject, which read 
ridiculous, and are ſometimes ' unintelligible,” in 
Latin. Beſides, the circumſtantial minuteneſs of 
local deſcription, with which the work abounds, ſo 
intereſting and agreeable to an Engliſh reader, 
and to perſons familiarly acquainted with the ſpot, 
all appear ſuperfluous, inſignificant, and tedious to 
foreigners, A more general and compendious de- 
rail might have been abſtracted from it, and trans- 
lated for the purpoſe of foreign readers; while the 
author's ori "tor Engliſh ſhould have been publiſh- 
ed, in conformity to his firſt idea, not only for the 
_ univerſal convenience, but the more particular and 
Wee information, of his countrymen.“

The Cry in STURBRIDGE Fair. 
W E charge and ſtreightly command, in the 
name of the King of England our Sove- 
reign Lord, and in the name of my Lord Chan- 
cellor of the Univerſity of Cambridge, that all 
manner of Schollars, Schollars ſervants, and all 
other perſons in this Fair, and the precinct of the 
ſame, keep the King's peace, and make no fray, 
cry out at all, ſcreeching, or any other noyes, by 
the which inſurrections, conventicules, or gather-

ing of people may be made in this Fair, to the 
trouble, vexing and diſquieting of the King's leige 
people, or letting of the officers of the Univerſity 
to exerciſe their offices, under the payn of im- 
priſonment and further puniſhment as the offence 
ſhall require. 

Alfo we charge and command, that all manner 
of Schollars, and Schollars ſervants wear no wea- 
pon, to make any fray upon any of the King's 

ple, neither in coming nor in going from this 
air, under the payn of baniſhment. 

Alſo we charge and command, that all manner 
of ſtrangers, that come to this Fair, that they leave 
their weapon at the Inns, that the King's peace 
may the better be kept, and for the occaſion in- 
ſuring of the ſame, under the payn of forfeiture 
of their weapons, and further puniſhment, as the 
offence ſhall require; and that every Innkeeper 
give that warning of his gueſts, at the firſt coming, 
to leave their weapons there, under the payn of 
puniſhment. E: 

Alſo we charge and command, that all common 
women, and miſbehaving people, avoid and with- 
draw themſelves out of this Fair, and the precincts 
of the ſame, immediately after this cry ; that the 
King's ſubjefts. may be the more quiet, and good 
rule may be the better maintained under the payn 
t impriſonment. | 5 
Alſo we charge and command, in the King's 
name of England, and in the name of my ban 
Chancellor of the Univerſity, that all manner of 
Bakers, that bake to ſell, that they bake two loaves 
for one penny, and four. for another, good paſte, 
and boutell, and lawfull ſize, after as grain goeth 
in the market. And every, baker. that baketh to 
ſell, have a mark. upon his bread, whereby it =

be known who did bake that, under the payn of 
forfeiture of his bread. 1 
Alſo that all Bakers ſhall obſerve and keep ſuch 
ſizes of bread as ſhall be given them by the Offi- 
cers of the Univerfity, under the payn of forfei- 
ture of their bread. If it happen any Baker to be 
found faulty in any article appertaining to unlaw- 
ful bread according to the King's laws, that then 
ſuch Baker, after three monitions, ſhall be im- 
prifoned and puniſhed in the pillory according to 
the laws of our Sovereign Lord the King.

aufores :” (which was the ſaying of Joſeph Scaliger) 
in the knowledge of which he would inſtru him. 
A. Spalato came into England in 1616, being 
defirous to live under the protection of King 
James, having before been recommended by Padre 
Paolo. By King James's bounty and care he was 
ſafely conveyed through Germany into England, and 
lodged in Lambeth Palace; Abbot thinking fit to 
retire to Croydon, till either Biſhop Andrews or Bi- 
ſhop Overall had conferred with him. 
The King ſent Biſhop Overall to him, who took 
in his company his Secretary, and commanded him 
to be near him the ſame morning Spalato arrived, 
to hear what paſſed between them. 2 
Alfter dinner, ſome other being preſent, the diſ- 
courſe began about the ſtate of the Church of Eng- 
land; of which Overall having given a large ac- 
count, Spalato received great ſatisfaction, and made 
his proteſtation, that he came into England then to 
live with us in the union and profeſſion of that 
Catholick Religion, which was ſo much obſtructed 
in his own country, that he could not with ſafety 
and peace of conſcience live there any longer. 
Then he added what ſatisfaction he had received 
from the Monitory Preface of King James to all 
the Eſtates and Churches of Chriſtendom ; wherein 
the true antient faith and religion of the Catholick 
Church is ſet forth, and no herterodoxies or novel- 
ties maintained: to the defence of which faith, 
and ſervice of which church, as he had already a 
long time applied his ſtudies, and wrote ten books 
de Republica Eeclefiaſtica, ſo, by the favour of 
Gop, and King James, he was now come into 
England to review and publiſh them; together with 
the Hiſtory of the Council of Trent, which he had 
brought with him from Padre Paolo of Venice, who 
delivered 
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delivered it into his hands; by whom he was chiefſy 
rſuaded and encouraged to have recourſe to the 
King and the Church of. England, being the beſt 
founded for the profeſſion wo true Catholick doc- 
trine, and the freeſt from error and novelties of 
any Church in all places beſides. 

Then they deſcended to the particular points of 
doctrine, and abuſive practices, &c. in all which 
the Archbiſhop agreed with the Biſhop, and ſaid, 
that they were all, either the fond opinions and 
bold practices of private men, or the ungrounded 
conceits and concluſions of the School-men, or the 
Papal decrees of Innocent III, Eugenius IV, and 

other Popes, who ſucceeded them ; but no deter- 
minations or decrees of the Catholick Church. 

He wrote a compendious Hiſtory of his own 
hte in Engliſh, to which he put this Latin title: 
Vitæ mee ab initio, i, e. ab anno 1595, uſque ad 
præſentem annum 1665, brevis enarratio; of which 
I have ſeen a ſmall fragment: the reſt loſt. The 
Engliſh title in another paper is this: A brief and 
true Enarration of the whole courſe of my life, ſet 
forth in the annals thereof from the Year 1595 to this 
preſent year 16--.

SIX, 


HEAR that, of late, there have been great 
complaints made of our Univerſities, for 55 
of what abroad they call Privata Ce that 1 IS .

ſay, that whereas, in ſome forrain Univerſities, the 
Profeſſors (beſide their publick lectures) do pri: 
vately, in their lodgings, inſtruct ſome Colleges 
(as they call them) or ſele& clubs or companies 
(who do defire it, and requite them for it,) in 4 
more familiar way, in this or that faculty, as thete 
is occaſion ; which, as tis ſayd, is wanting in our 
Univerſities, and thence prone a neceſſity of 
erecting an Acaddemy (as they call it, becauſe that 
is a new word, and of a French ſound, better than 
our Academy,) in or near London, to ſupply that 
defect; wherein there ſhall be teachers to inform 
ſuch as "deſire it, in ſeveral parts of knowledge; 
as riding the Great Horſe, ſinging, dancing, in- 
ſtrumental muſick, mathematicks, &c. And this 
the rather, becauſe there 1s (it ſeems) a Gentleman, 
who hath a large houſe or building, with yards 
and other accommodations, which (becauſe rhey 
do not otherwiſe turn to ſo good account as he 
could wiſh) he deſires it may be employed to ſuch 
a purpoſe, 

But this. complaint, (if not from ſome worſe 
principle) muſt needs proceed from a great igno- 
rance of our Academies or Univerſities. For in 
our Colleges (as larger ſocieties) every Tutor, with 
his pupils, is ſuch a private College, as what tl 
complain for want of; whoſe buſineſs is (beſide 
lectures and other publick exerciſes in the College 
at large) to inſtru his pupils (in one or more 
claſſes as there is occaſion) in his private chamber 
or other convenient place, in the ſeveral parts of 
learning, to which they are to apply themſelves, 
directing them what books to read for that pur- 
poſe; explaining theſe authors to them; and rak- 
ing account of their proficiency therein; inſpe&- 
ing their manners and converſation from time to 
Vol. II. D time, 
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time, and otherwiſe taking the care and overſight 
of them. And there is no cauſe to complain for 
want of ſuch a Tutor, if a Gentleman (or his 
friends) be careful to look out for it. And what 
more can we expect from the teachers of this 
Acaddemy ? | 4, 
If it be ſaid that ſome Tutors be negligent, and 
the pupils alſo : it may be ſome are: but they are 
not all ſo. And who can aſſure us that it will not 
be ſo with theſe new teachers? However, there is 
more choice of Tutors here to be had, (and it is 
the learners fault if he do not chooſe well,) than 
can be there; where the choice is, this or none, in 
each faculty. And who can aſſure us that a young 
Gentleman ſhall be there more diligent (when un- 
der no command,) than with us, where he 1s under 
the College diſcipline, as well as that of his Tutor ? 
It may be ſaid, there are in the Univerſity, ſome 
bebauched Gentlemen : and tis too true : But the 
chief cauſe thereof is, they come hither with de- 
bauched principles, which they had learned at 
home, or before they. come; and then we are 
blamed becauſe we cannot help it. But are there 
no Debauchees in London? or, can theſe new 
teachers undertake, that (for the future) there ſhall 
be none ?. And I believe, there is hardly any Uni- 
verſity in Europe, where (notwithſtanding all our 
faults) the Students are in better order, as to their 
morals, than they are in ours © 
It hath been ſaid, I fear, that what by Tutors 
is taught here, is Logick, Metaphyſicks, and 
other the like Univerſity learning; which are not 
the proper accompliſhments of a Gentleman; as 
are riding the Great Horſe, dancing, ſinging, play- 
ing on mulical inſtruments, Jin deny e and 
the like. To which I ſhall anſwer by parts. 
nnn 
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- A gentleman that, in the Univerſity, is well in- 
ſtructed in the true uſe of Logick (however that 
be deſpiſed) and thereby taught to argue ſtrongly, 
to diſcourſe rationally, to diſcover the fallacies of 
an empty flouriſh : and who, from true Metaphy- 
ficks, hath a clear and diſtinct notion of things 
and actions, with their cauſes, connexions, and 
dependance on each other; and is well ſkilled in 
the true principles of Natural and Moral Philoſo- 
hy ; ſhall be able to do his King and Country 
8 60 ſervice (at the Bar, on the Bench, in Coun- 
cil, in Parliament, and managing affairs) than he 
that (without theſe) can ride the Great Horſe, can 
dance, ſing, play, &c. which are things that have 
in them more of the Beau, but leſs of the Man. 
I mention this of the Great Horſe in particular, 
becauſe it is ſuppoſed, that this is the main deſign ; 
the reſt ſerving but to put a good face on this, the 
better to ſet it off, For the Gentleman who makes 
this project, having a Great Houſe, with good ac- 
commodation (he thinks) for a Great Horſe, is 
willing to- make the beſt of it by this Project. 
And if it take thus far, he would not be much 
ſolicitous about all the reſt. And if all the reſt 


were provided for, without this; or the ſcene 


changed and ſeated ſomewhere elſe, not at his 
Great Houſe ; the plot is ſpoiled. ; 
As to all the reſt, dancing, ſinging, playing on 


muſick, &c. (which be rather an hindrance than a 


promotion of other ſtudies, as taking up the time 
which might otherwiſe be better employed,) there 
is no cauſe to complain for want of teachers in the 
Univerſities; for there are dancing maſters, ſing- 
ing maſters, muſick maſters, &c. enough to be 
had, to teach thoſe who are deſirous to learn; or, 
if not in the Univerſities, at leaſt in London; where 
PEN D 2 are 
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are ſtore of ſuch, as good or better than we are to 
expect in his new Acàddemy, out of which the 
learner may make his choice, without being con- 
fined to thoſe whom this Projector ſhall provide

We know that, long ſince, Sir Thomas Greſham 
had a noble deſign, of promoting (in London) an 
union of divers ſorts of knowledge or learning in 
divers faculties, and did endow Profeſſors (at 
Greſham College) to that purpoſe. And why might 
we not expect as great things from that, as from 
this new Project? TH 

You'll fay perhaps, thoſe Profeſſors content 
themſelves with reading lectures, and taking their 
ſalary, without making it their buſineſs to teach 
others: Or, that thoſe Profeſſors are choſen (ſome- 
times) rather for favour, than for their eminent 
{kill in their reſpective profeſſions. Be it ſo : and 


what ſecurity will the Projecter give us, that it 


ſhall not be ſo with his teachers ? or that the Pro- 
feſſors of his Accademy, (if any ſuch be) ſhall be 
more careful than thoſe of the Greſham Profeſſors? 

But, becauſe the Great Houſe, and the Great 


Horſe, make fo great a noiſe in this Project; let 
us a little conſider that. Suppoſe we then (in the 


firſt place) a Great Horſe well managed, (for the 
Horſe muſt be taught, as well as the rider, or elſe 
there will be no ſport;) I ſay, ſuppoſe we firſt a 


Great Horſe to be taught, upon ſuch and ſuch in- 


timations, from the riders hand or heel, ſo and ſa 
to behave himſelf, and, put himſelf into ſuch and 
ſuch. poſtures (that he and the Horſe may under- 
ſtand one another z) we may then expect to ſee 
ſome fine tricks; (as fine perhaps as thoſe of two 
clowns, at a: Carnival, or Chriſtmas Gambole ;) 
and this is what they call, riding the Great row 

| but 
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But if this Gentleman be after mounted on fome 
other horſe (either not taught, or otherwiſe taught, 
ſo that there be not a good underſtanding between 
them,) we may perhaps ſee ſome tricks, but not 
the ſame tricks, on the ſame intimations; but 
rather croſs- purpoſe; the horſe and the man no 
better i Rand each other, than if two clowns of 
different nations (who do not underſtand each 
others language) were ſet to parly together. And, 
after all, this Gentleman, (ſkilled in the Great 
Horſe diale&) ſhall know no better how to ride an 
hackney or travelling horſe, than if he had never 
been ſo mounted. An ordinary groom would as 
well teach him how to ride well and gracefully, as 
this Maſter of the Great Horſe. Riding the Great 
Horſe, as to common travelling, being much the 
ſame as dancing on the ropes, to common walki 

Yet if ſome few Gentlemen be fond of either, (as 

a curioſity z) I am contented that they apply them- 
ſelves to 1 Projecter, for the one; or to the 
Rope - dancer to learn the other. And if the gene · 
rality af mankind think riding the Great Horte a 
N valuable, he will not want cuſtomers to his 
advantage for his Great Horſe, and his Great 
Houſe. But, if it be found not to turn to account 
(as I think it hath happened once already z) he 
may thence make an eſtimate of wiſe mens opinion 
as to this point. 

I could give many inſtances, in our Univerſities, 
of a like nature with what they call private Col- 
leges, or Clubs, by voluntary agreements for par- 
ticular parts of knowledge; and that there is no 
cauſe to complain for want of ſuch. 

It is now almoſt fifty years. ago, chat Mr. Staal 
(a ſkillfull Chymiſt) made it his buſineſs, i in Ox- 
ford, to inſtru ſuch as did deſire it, in the 5 
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of Chymiſtry. That is, when fix, eight, or more 
perſons (of the better quality amongſt us) have 
agreed together for that purpoſe ; he would, with 
them, in a convenient place, go through a whole 
courſe of Chymiſtry : and ſo with one company 
after another from time to time. And the like 
courſe hath been continued ever ſince; by Dr. 
Plot, Mr. White, and others to this time. And a 
convenient Laboratory built for that purpoſe by 
the Univerſity, well furniſhed with furnaces and 
Utenſils for that purpoſe. 
The like hath been done, as to Anatomy, by 
Dr. Muſgrave (while he was in Oxford) and others 
amongſt us ; who, at the requeſt of ſome' perſons 
agreeing to that purpoſe, hath gone through a 
courſe of Anatomy, he their particular informa- 
tion. And there ſeldom happens a publick execu- 
tion of condemned perſons, but that one or more 
bodies are privately diſſected for that uſe. And, at 
other times, the like is performed on the bodies of 
other animals. | 
The like was done as to Botanicks, by Dr. Mor- 
riſon, in the Phyſick Garden, for the inſtruction of 
ſuch as deſire it, in the nature and difference of 
herbs and other plants. r 
And I do not know any part of uſeful know- 
ledge, proper for Scholars to learn, but that, if 
any number of Gentlemen or others deſire to be 
therein informed, they may find thoſe who will be 
ready to inſtruct them. So that if there be any de- 
fect herein, it is for want of learners, not of 
teachers. | 4 
There is, I hear, a great noiſe now made, in 
particular, as to the bufyneſs of Mathematicks ; 
which 1s pretended to be (as indeed it 1s) a good 
| accompliſh 
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accompliſhment for a Gentleman; but not taught 
in our Univerſities. | | | 

That Mathematicks are a good accompliſhment 
for Gentlemen. or others, is very true: But I 
wonder with what face it can be pretended (unleſs 
from great ignorance therein) that they are not 
to be learned in our Univerſities: When it is well 
known, that within fifty or threeſcore years laſt 
paſt, Mathematicks have been more improved in 
our Univerſities, than for five hundred years 
before. 1 1 1 

Tis now above fifty year ſince (upon the aſſwag- 
ing of our civil wars in Engl-nd, and reſettling 
the Univerſity) Dr. Wallis and Dr. Ward (Profeſſors 
of Mathematicks in Oxford) beſide their publick 
lectures, have (in their private lodging) inſtructed 
Gentlemen and others therein (who have deſired it) 
from time to time ; ſome of whom have fince been 
publick Profeſſors therein. And the like hath been 
done by others (his ſucceſſors) ſince Dr. Ward was 
advanced to higher preferment. Beſide which, 
Mr. Caſwell hath now for many years laſt paſt, 
made it his buſineſs (and a good part of his lively- 
hood) to teach Mathematicks to ſuch Gentlemen 
or others, ſingly or by companies: And the like 
hath been done by ſome others; and will be ſo as 
there is occaſion, 10 29091 
And I think it not amiſs here to ſet down Dr. 
David Gregory's method therein, who is, at pre- 
ſent, Savilian Profeſſor of Aſtronomy in Oxford; 
and is very well accompliſhed to perform what he 
doth propoſe. * al

It may be faid, 89 ps, that divers, in and 
willing to learn Mathema- 
ticks, who cannot conveniently go to the Univer- 
ſities for that purpoſe. 
Very well! * there be many accommodations 
in London, for that purpoſe, without going fo far, 


and without erecting this new Acaddemy. 


There is at Chriſt F Church Hoſpital, a Maſter with 
a School endowed, for this purpoſe, founded by 
our late King Charles, and under the inſpection of 
the city of A 

And there was, before, a noble foundation at 
Greſbam College, with Profeſſors endowed for Ma- 
thematicks, and other Faculties, under the like 
inſpection; and with a like proſpect with that of 
the now p 1 New Acaddemy; and may be 
improved, if there be occaſion, to like purpoſes. 

And there are, in London, a multitude of others 
who teach Mathematicks, many of whom are well 
qualified for that purpoſe; of which a learner 
may take his choice. So that there can be no pre- 
tence of want on this account, whether in or out 
of our Univerſities. Unleſs it be thought that a 
French Acaddemy be. a word that ſounds better 
than an 2 Academy or Univerſity. 

But his Great Horſe we had rather want, in our 
Univerſity, than be troubled with it: which would 
have more ſpectators, than riders; to the miſpend- 
ing of time which might be better employed. 

Yet, if any be el irous of learning to ride the 


Great Horſe (and are willing to be at the charge 


of 
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of it,) I am content that they apply themſelves to 
this new Projecter. And the like for tilting, which 
was once in taſhion ; but is now as much neglected 
as that of the Great Horſe. 

Nor would I be againſt it, if ſome other (with- 
out charging the publick) would undertake to 
teach the Miſteries of Hunting and Hawking ; 
which are things affected by ſome Gentlemen. 

And if ſome other would teach the like for 
breeding, feeding, and employing the horſe, the 
cow, the ſheep, &c. 

And yet another for plowing, ſowing, reaping, 
&c. 

And another for threſhing, malting, brewing, 
baking, &c. 

Which are things fit for ſome Gentlemen to un- 
derſtand. 

And the like for the employments of ſmiths, 
carpenters, ſtone-cutters, maſons, and other trades, 
which are things fit to be known; and are of more 
uſe to the publick, than riding the Great Horſe. 

But I do not think it proper, that the publick 
ſhould be charged with erecting Acàddemies, for 
each of theſe ; no more than for teaching to drink 
wine, ale, and coffee. For which, when they are 
in faſhion, there will be teachers enough in parti- 
cular, (for their own advantage) without erecting 
Acaddemies for that purpoſe : And which rather 


ſtand in need of laws for reſtraint and regulation, 


than for encouragement. So that I fee not why 
the Great Horſe may be as well neglected as 


hitherto; and the Univerſities intruſted and en- 
9 (as heretofore) in the Rudyiflg and trach- 
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other uſeful learning. 
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the body, no more than of the mind; and in par- 
ticular they have a good eſteem of riding the Great 
Horſe, * as contributing to a ſure ſeat, and graceful 
air on horſeback. And they heartily wiſh, that 
the inclinations of the Nobility and Gentry did 
effectually encourage it. But when it is pretended, 
that the Greek and Latin tongues, and Mathema- 
tiques, with other Univerſity learning may and 
ought to be joyned to it, and taught in the ſame 
houſe, they cannot but admire the impudence and 
effrontery of the Propoſer ; ſince it 1s very well 
known, that even dancing, fencing, and other ſuch 
exerciſes, as ſeem to have a near relation to riding, 
are not, nor ever were well taught in any Acca- 
demy in France ; but that the perſons of quality 
who go in to an Accademy for riding, are forced 
to learn their other exerciſes of dancing, fencing, 
&c. either before they go to the Accademy, or 
after they leave it. Though in all ſuch Accade- 
mies they haye Maſters of dancing, fencing, de- 
figning, or drawing, Muſick, and Mathematiques, | 
yet theſe are ſo many tricks to draw money from 
the young Gentlemen, when thoſe Maſters are 
neither intended to teach, nor is teaching expected 
from them, at leaſt to any purpoſe, And in par- 
ticular it is notorious, that the Mathematick Maſ- 
ter of an Accademy is never other than ſome im- 
pudent Valet de Chambre, who has been perhaps a 
Campagn or two with his Maſter in the army, and 
can, it may be, copy the draught of a fortifica- 
tion, And it is not to be preſumed, that an Ac- 
cademy here will go beyond their patterns, the 
French Accademies, where there has been ſo great 
care to make them ſerviceable to other things be- 


ſides riding, though to little or no purpoſe. 


If then an Accademy be by the wiſdom of the 
; Gs | | Nation 
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Nation found neceſſary or convenient, let it be at 
firſt intended ſuch as is practicable, that is for rid- 
ing only: At leaft let there be no pretente of 
School or Univerſity learning; ſince by ſuch pre- 
tences, and the impudent underſtandings, and 
mountebank promiſes of the Propoſer, a great 
many unwary and credulous people will be in- 
duced to truſt the education of their ſons to it; 
and not be aware of the miſchiefs of ſuch educa- 
tion, until it be too late, and their {ons irretriev- 
ably loſt.

HE. ftile or name of our Univerſity is, 'The 
Chancellor Maſters and Scholars of the Univer- 
1 of Oxford. Doctors are not mentioned; be- 
cauſe that name was not in uſe till many ages after 
our foundation. It came not in uſe till about the 
time of King Henry IV: And was then firſt ap- 
plied to the Doctors of Canon Law; and after- 
Ward, by degrees, it was applied to other Facul- 
ties. But, before, the name was Magiſter Theolo- 
gie, Magiſter Sacre Pagine, Ac. And, to this 
day, Doctors in all F acuſtics come under the deno- 
mination of Magiſtri Regentes.

The Body of the Univerſity were reputed to 
conſiſt of Seo and their Servants (ſervientes 

ileged Perſons ;) under which 
were compriſed not only Perſonal Servants (ſuch as 
received Livery or Wages of any Scholars,) but 
ſuch Trades or Employments as were ſubſervient to 


Scholars. 


Of theſe, where ſome doubts or tontroverſics 
did ariſe, it was adjuſted by a compoſition in Par- 
liament 18 Edward I, and (by mutual conſent) 


limited to © Clerks (that is Scholars) their Families 


and Servants, Parchment-Sellers, Limners, Writers, 
Barbers, and other perſons of Office or the Livery of 
Clerks; and theſe, in caſe they did exerciſe a trade of 
Merchandije, to be therein taxable with the Dargeyes 
or Townſmen.”

Seal,) 37 Henry VI to extend to, The Chancel-

Writers, Pergamenors, Barbers, the Bell- Ringer

poor Children of Scholars or Clerks within the 
precincts of the ſaid Univerſity ; alſo all other ſer- 
vants taking clothing or hire by the year, half 
year, or quarter of the year, taking at leaſt for the

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the quarter xxd, of any Doctor, Maſter, Gra- 
duate, Scholar, or Clerk, withqut t fraud or mal- 
engin; Alſo all common Carriers, Bringers of 
Scholars to the Univerſity, or their Money, , — 
or any ſpecial meſſage to any Scholar, or Clerk, or 
Fetcher of any Scholar or Clerk from the Univer- 
ſity, for the time of ſuch fetching or bringing, or 
abiding in the Univerſity for that intent; provided 
always, that if any Clerk or Scholar having a Wife 
and Houſhold within the Precincts of the Univer- 
ſity, or any Scholar's ſervant, ſell any open mer- 
chandife by way of merchandiſing ; that, as touch- 
ing ſuch merchandiſing, they be raxable with the 
Burgeſſes of the ſaid Town. Allo it is accorded, 
that if any Scholars ſervant, by livery of hire un- 
der the form aforeſaid, not dwelling in houſhold

We had not anciently (as now we have) Colleges 
for the habitation of Scholars; but Scholars lived 
in hired houſes, amongſt thoſe of the Town. And 
when a Maſter or Tutor hired a houſe, for the uſe 
of himſelf and his Scholars, fuch houſe was wont 
to be called a Hall, and he the Principal of that 
Hall. The number of ſuch Halls being indefi- 
nite, ſometimes more, fometimes fewer, as there 
was occaſion. | 
Any houſe, which had formerly been inhabited 
by Scholars, the Scholars did (by ancient preſcrip- 
tion) claim a right to have the preemption or pre- 
ference to it before any other, And, in caſe of 
competition, the Chancellor to determine who 
ſhould have it for that year: (And hence it is 
that amongſt the ſpecial pleas, of which we have 
cogniſance, that De locatione Domorum is particular- 
ly named :) The Tenant giving Caution (by ſure- 
ties) for the due payment of the Rent; which 
Caution was to be renewed from year to year on 4 
certain day (the firſt day of Michaelmas term.) 
And the Rent to be aſcertained by certain Annual 
Officers (two of the Univerſity; and two of the 
Town) called Taxatores Domorum ; which taxing or 
ſetting the Rent of ſuch houſes was wont to be De 
quinquennio in quinquennium, or ottfier, if there were 


occaſion. The rights or privileges (whatever they 


be) not granted or belonging to Scholars as living 
15 in 
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in Colleges, &c ; but, to Colleges, &c. as houſes 
inhabited by Scholars ; the Colleges, which now 
we have, being accidental to the Corporation of 
the Univerſity; and the confining of Scholars 
now to a certain number of Colleges and Halls 
being extrinſecal to the Univerlity, and by a law 
of their own making : Each College (but not the 
Halls) being a diſtinct Corporation from that of 
the Univerſity. RY 

Before we had ſuch plenty of Colleges as now, 
with Fellowſhips endowed, (where Tutors might 
be had for inſtructing of young Students) every 
Maſter or Doctor in each Faculty, was obliged, 
upon taking ſuch Degree, to be a Regent for ſome 
number of years; that is, to have a School and 
there to read Lectures conſtantly (during his ne- 
ceſſary Regency) tor inſtructing young Students in 
thoſe Faculties; and each Student to be entered in 
ſome ſuch School, under one of theſe Magiſtri 
Scholarum; and after ſuch neceſſary Regency, 
were for ſome longer time Regentes ad placitum; 
and afterwards (except the Doctors in the ſuperior 
Faculties) Non-regentes. And hence it is that the 
collating Degrees is intruſted to the Congregation of 
Regent Maſters, (as being belt acquainted with the 
diligence and proficiency of their reſpective Scho- 
lars, while yet the greater affairs of the Univerſity 
are diſpatched by the Convocatio (or magna Con- 
gregatio) Magiſtrorum Regentium et non Regentium, 

And ſince there hath been a plenty of "Tutors,

Now as to the Juriſdiction of the Univerſity

And (for 
inſtance) according to the Compolition above men- 
tioned of 37 Henry VI (as to the cuſtody. of. the 
peace and puniſhing the breach thereof) * it is 
agreed and accorded, that if the peace be broken 
between any two perſons, if the one is of the pri- 
vilege of the Univerſity, that the correction and 
puniſhment thereof only pertains to the Chancellor, 
according to the Statutes of the Univerſity; And 
if the peace happen to be broken between any twWoũðũ1ũ 
laymen of the Town of Oxenford, or of the Su- 
burbs of the ſame; or elſe between any foreigners, 
or any foreigner and a layman of the Town, that 
then, if the Mayor, Aldermen, Bailifs, or any of 
their Officers firſt arreſt ſuch breakers of the peace, 
that the correction and puniſhment of the ſaid treſ. 
paſs pertain wholly to the ſaid Mayor and Bailits : 
And if ſuch breakers of the peace be firſt arreſted . 
by the Chancellor, Proctors, or any of their Offi- 


cers, that then the correction and puniſhment of 


ſuch treſpaſs pertain only to the Chancellor accord- 
| | ng 
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ing to che Statute of the Univerſity. Provided 

always that if neither party be of the privilege of 

the faid Univerfity, ne no ſuch perſon as is before 
reherſed; that ſnould have the privilege of the faid 

Univerſity, that then the ſuit for the party grieved 

or wronged be had and determined before the 

Mayor or Bailifs of the ſaid Town.” 

The cuftody of the Aſſiſe or Aſſay (as to quan- 
tity and quality) of Bread, Wine, and Beer, or 
Ale, (which had before for ſome little time been 
granted to the Chancellor or Mayor in common, ) 
was (upon a great outrage of the Townſmen on 
the Scholars) 29 Edward III, taken from the 
Mayor, and — ſolely and wholly to the Chan- 
cellor; Which, J preſume, doth extend, as was fo 
reputed, to the icenſing, ſuppreſſing, governing 
and puniſhing the defaults of Bakers, Brewers, 
Vintners, Ale-houſe keepers and other Victuallers; 
(though now the Townſmen, as to licenſing Ale- 
lake do incroach upon us; and Bakers and 
Brewers neglect to take licenſes.) 

— — which, upon broaching each veſſel 
of Wine, the Chancellor was to have a Taſte or 
Aſſay brought him; inſtead of which, they now 
preſent him with a piece of ＋ every year: And 
the like from the Brewers, for each Brewing; in- 
ſtead of which they uſe to make a preſent, once a 
year, to the Clerks of the Market. 

And the like for the Aſſiſe and Aſſay of weights 
and Meaſures; of which —— (or Clerks 
of the M arket) or his Officers, are to take an ac- 
count, allowing and marking ſuch as are juft ; and 


cy what are faulty, appointing others in their 
ead, 


And the Clerkſhip of the Market; with 2 
perquiſites, profits nn of all theſe z and 
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of Regrators, Foreſtallers, incompetent fleſh, fiſh, 
and other fare brought-to marker. | 

And the overſight of the Streets and Payements: 
for which there are annual Officers appointed call- 
ed Magiſtri Vicorum. 

And the Sherif and Underſherif annually 
ſworn to obſerve and maintain theſe privileges. 

As to Cogniſante of Cauſes ; the Chancellor or 


Vice-Chancellor hath a Court ; wherein he judgeth 
of all actions perſonal, wherein a Scholar, or pri- 


vileged perſon, is concerned, except maim and felo- 


ny, (fo by our preſent Charters ; 14 Kic. Il.—2 Hen. 
IV.) as well Ex officio ad ſeflam Regis, as ad ſedtam 
perſone ;, and to proceed ſecundum Legem terre, or 


— Univerſitatis, as he thinks fit; and by 
Eccleſiaſtical cenſures. From which Court yet 
there lies an appeal to Congregation of Regent Maſ- 
ters, and from thence to the Convocation of Regents 
and Non Regents. 


All other Judges, Juſtices and Courts are forbid 


to intermeddle, in cauſes where Scholars or privi- 


leged perſons are concerned, either as  Plaintifs or 
Defendants ; quomodocunque emergunt, and ubivis in 


ANGLIA; And, in caſe they do intermeddle, then 


to ſurceaſe upon Information or Claim of the 
Chancellor or his Deputy, and remit the Cauſe to 


them. 


By a Charter 7 Henry IV, Trials he F elonies 
and Treaſons &c. are granted to the Univerſity 


before their High Steward, or Under Steward, 


(upon the Chancellor's Claim from any other 
Cond upon a Commiſſion under the great Seal. 

y a Charter of 14 Henry VIII, all theſe Juriſ- 
Ped (with ſome others, as holding Court Leet, 
&c.) are granted to the Chancellor &e. in caſes 
where Scholars or privileged perſons are concern- 


ed 
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ed; in all cauſes whatſoever (exceptis Aſiſis et 
Placitis de libero tenemento) licet tangant nos heredes 
woſtros vel miniſtros noſtros quoſcunque ; 2 Henry IV. 
(And without the clauſe of taking a commiſſion 
under the great ſeal to the Steward of the Univer- 
ſity.) With prohibition to others to intermeddle 
and (in caſe they do) to ſurceaſe upon the Chan- 
cellor's claim. 

By a Charter of 11 Charles I, this is interpreted 
to be underſtood of any College, Hal, or other 
Community of Scholars &c, whether incorporated 
or not incorporated; as well as of ſingle perſons. 

Whereas anciently the Town of Oxford was 
governed by a Mayor and Bailifs; it is granted, 
by a Charter of 39 Henry III, to the - Univerſity 
(not to the Town) that (ad pacem et trangquillitatem, 
vecnon ad utilitatem, Univerſitatis Scholarium Oxon) 
there ſhould be four Alderinen and three Aſſiſtants 
(of the more diſcreet Burgeſſes) affociated with the 
Mayor and Bailifs, for ſervices there aſſigned; 
(which being a Grant to the Univerſity, and for 
the advantage of the Univerſity, it may be reaſon- 
ably preſumed, they were at firſt intended to be 
choſen by the Univerſity, as Univerſity Officers; 
though now it be otherwiſe:) their work was for 
cuſtody of the peace, cuſtody of the Aſſiſe, ſcarch- 
ing for Malefactors, diſturbers of the Peace, and 
the harbourers of ſuch; with other things relating 
to Bakers, Brewers, Aſſiſe of Bread, &c. which 
are of the Univerſity's cogniſance. And by the 
Charter of 29 Edward III, the Mayor, Bailifs, 
Aldermen, and others of the Town, are forbidden, 
of themſelves, to intermeddle ; But ſuper his omni- 
bus et ſingulis Cancellario dict Univerſitatis, qui pro 
gempore fuerit, pareant humiliter et intendant. 

The Mayor, Bailifs, Aldermen, &c. with 50 
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more of the principal Burgeſſes (to the number of 


63 in all, according to the Compoſition in Parlia- 


ment 18 Edward J. ) are obliged (at the Mayor's 
entrance into his office, about Michaelmas,) to 
take an annual oath (“ Quod ipſe Major et Ballivi 
conſervabunt libertates et conſuetudines Univerſita- 


tis prædictæ: 1 Juni, 52 Henry III.) to obſerve 
and maintain the Privileges of the Univerſity ; 


which (by Orders of Counſel 17 Eliz.) is adjuſted 


in theſe words; viz. © You ſhall ſwear, that truly 


you ſhall obſerve and keep all manner of lawful 


| liberties and cuſtoms of the ſaid Univerſity, 
-which the Chancellor, Maſters and Scholars of the 


faid : Univerſity have reaſonably uſed, without any 
gainſaying ; ſaving your fidelity to the Queen's 
' Majeſty, ſo help you God.” And to be taken in 


Saint Mary's e And, © without aby ſaving 
of the liberties of the City.” 


And by an Inſtrument under the City ſeal, 15 
May, 31 Edward III, (in part, of "Compenſation 
for the great outrage of the Townſmen on the 
Scholars, 29 Edward III,) they are to pay to the 
Univerſity an Hundred Marks yearly : But, with a 
- = - - + - for ſuch year one, wherein the Mayor 
and 62 Commoners, ' procure a- Maſs at Saint 
Mary's Church, on Saint Scholaftica's day, and 
thereat offer each of them a Penny at leaſt, for the 
ſouls of Scholars and others lain in the great Con- 


fit. Which Maſs (by the Orders 27 Elia.) is 


commuted into a Sermon or Communion, with 
ſuch Oblation, and to the uſe of the Univerſity. 
Of late the uſe hath been to have only the Litany, 
and the Ob lation. 

By a Charter of 2 — W. the Precin&s of 
the Univerſity are thus limited; Eaſtward to Saint 
Bartholomew s Hoſpital, Weltward to Botely ; 

| | Northward 
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Notthward' to Godfow-Bridge ; and Southward to 
Basly Wood. 

But (by a Charter of 37 Henry VI) the Chan- 
eellor may baniſh omnes criminoſas et vitioſas perſonas 
obſtinaces rebelles et incorrigibiles ; and particularly, 
omnes pronubas meretrices et mulieres incontinentes no- 
tabiliter delinquentes, for ten miles; and if they come 
within ten miles to be impriſoned. Purſuant to 
this is the Carting of Whores and Bawds. 

And (by Charter of 14 Henry VIII) the King's 
Pu rveyors, Cataurs, &c. .not to take up grant 
ſions within twenty Miles. 

And (by Act of Parliament) the Abbie 
within five be to aſſiſt in mending the * 
and Bridges within @ mile of Oxford. 

And (by 11 Car. I.) the Anatomy Reader, may 
demand the Body or Bodies of ns executed 
within wenty one miles of Oxford. 

By the Charter of 14 Henry VIII. the Chancel- 
lor of the Univerſity may (under his ſeal of Office) 
appoint a Steward, Under-Steward, and two others 
ſkillful in the Laws, to be Juſtices to hold Seſ- 
ſions of the Peace, and of Goal-Delivery, for 
Treaſons, Felonies, Maims, &c, within the Coun- 
ties of Oxford and Berks (done by Scholars or pri- 
vileged perſons, or by others againſt ſuch,) and 
others not to intormeddle. But this hath never 
been yet put in practiſe. 

Exemptions from Chiminage, &c; and the 
King's Purveyors, &c. within Twenty miles of the 
Univerſity. |

from. And indeed it is very unreaſonable, that 
(when two Corporations live in the Place) the one 
ſhould have liberty to trade, and not the other. 
And, as the Town admit Freemen at their pleaſure 
(without aſſent of the Univerſity ;) the Univerſity 
may (at their pleaſure) admit Scholars or privileged 
perſons, without leave from the Town. 

By an Act of Parliament 13 Eliz. The ſaid 
Charter of 14 Henry VIII. and all other Charters or 
Letters Patents of her Majeſties Predeceſſors (by 
whatever name or names the Univerlity be therein 
called) * be good, effectual, and available in the Law, 
to all . conſtructions and purpoſes,” to the 
ſaid Chancellor, Maſters and Scholars of the ſaid 
Univerſity, and“ their Succeſſors for evermore, after 
and according to the form, words, ſentences and 
true meaning of every of the ſame Letters Patents, 
as amply, fully and largely, as if the ſame Letters 
Patents were recited verbatim in this preſent Act 
of Parliament, any thing to the contrary in any 
wiſe notwithſtanding.” 

An Act of Parliament 26 or 27 Henry VIII. ex- 
empting the two Univerſities (with the Colleges, 
Halls, Parſonages, Vicarages within them) from 
paying Firſt fruits and Teutbs, was diſcontinued by 
the Act of 2 and 3 Phil. et Mar. Cap. 4; [but] is re- 
vived by an Act 1 Eliz. Cap. 4, which revives that 
of 26 Hen. VIII. Cap. 3, which reſtores Fir/t-fruits 
and Tenths to the Crown: In which Act 1 Eliz. are 
ſeveral clauſes which ſalve that immunity of the 
two Univerſities. 

By the Charter of 11 Car. 1. many favourable 
expoſitions and inlargement of former Charters, 
and new Grants are added; as for inſtances,—

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Recogniſance of Cauſes of privileged perſons, 
extended to Colleges, Halls, Societies of Scholars, 
&c. whether incorporated or not.

A Letter from the Hon. L. W. FI NCH to the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, on his accept- 
ing the Wardenſhip of All Souls College, 
Oxford, by the King's Mandate. D 


All Souls, Feb. 1. 1685. 


May it pleaſe your Grace, 


HAD not preſum'd to have given your Grace 
] the trouble of a letter, had not my late indiſpo- 
ition ſo long hinder'd me from paying my perſo- 
nall duty to your Grace at Lambeth. But though 
it has been my misfortune, not to be able to give 
my early attendance on your commands, I ſhall 
not faile, in a very ſhort time, to take a journey on 
purpoſe to implore your bleſſing. | 
A little before that very good man, our late 
Warden, dyed, 1 receiv*d a letter in Kent from a 
great hand at Court, which inform'd me of the 
danger he then was in, and further aſſur'd me, that 
though his ſucceſſor was not yet named, yet that 
it was already determin'd, that his Wardenſhip 
ſhould be diſpos'd of by Mandate, He was pleas'd 
to preſs me to attempt the getting of it, affirming, 
that if I had it not, an actuall Papiſt would; ſo 
that if I had any concern for the well fare of the 
College and Univerſity, he thought I ſtood obliged 
to endeavour the keeping. out perſons ſo unqualifi- 
ed for the ſervice of either. Accordingly I haſten'd 
to London with a reſolution of purſueing this ad- 
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vice, provided I found that it would be a thing 
gratefull to my friends. But I was in a more par- 
ticular manner concern'd to inform my ſelfe how 
your Grace would approve of ſuch indirect pro- 
ceedings. I thought it very improper to appear 
before you, when I was engageing in an affair, 
which if I ſucceeded in, I immagin'd your Grace's 
Prerogative muſt ſuffer ſome ſort of violence; but 
before I proceeded farr, I made it my buſineſs to 
learn, whither, ſince we were in ſuch imminent 
danger of being ſubject to ſtrangers, and actuall 
Papiſts, your Grace would be pleas'd to connive 
at an irregularity, which in other times would be 
intolerable. Accordingly 1 addreſs'd myſelfe to 
my friend Mr. Birch, who gave me the good news 
that your Grace was pleas'd to winke at my pro- 
ceedings, and wiſh good ſucceſs might follow my* 
undertaking ; and further, that my Lord of Eh, 
with ſeverall other eminent Prelates of our Church, 
did not thinke ill of my deſigne. Mr. Birch, I 

believe, can informe your Grace, that I had fully 
reſolved to have withdrawn my ſupplications to the 
King, could I have learn'd they were any way 
diſtaſtfull to your Grace. For as I intended no- 
thing by my appearing 'but the good and ſervice of 
the Church, and College, ſo ſhould I eaſily have 
acknowledg*d my ſelfe miſtaken, and conſequently 
have lett fall all my pretentions, had 1 been diſ- 
courag'd by your Grace, who are the proper judge 
of the well fare of them both, My Lord, when 
I was admitted to the King's preſence in his cloſetr, 
I made it my humble requeſt and petition, that the 
College might elect according to Statute, and for- 
mer cuſtome; and before, preſs'd my Lord of 
Dureſine with more freedome to lay ſo great an ob- 
ligation on us, as to encline the King to leave us 
7 
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to ourſelves ; ſo ſincerely deſirous was I that our 
College might enjoy their right, though ſo much 
to my own private loſs and diſadvantage. But all 
that I could offer in their behalfe made no ſort of 
impreſſion, ſince it was unalterably decreed that a 
Mandate ſhould be ſent down ; ſo that I ran no 
{ſmall hazard of looſeing it my ſelfe, in beſeeching, 
that no one at all might be preffer'd by it. 

My Lord, when I was on all hands egg'd on to 
employ my utmoſt vigour and intereſt to bring my 
buſineſs to paſs, and was told that my ſucceſs 
would not be diſadvantageous to the publick ; 1 
more warmely promoted my applications, which at 
laſt poſſeſs'd me with that Mandate, for which fo 
many particular greate intereſts had ſo fiercely 
conteſted ; and I am not a little pleas'd, that I re- 
ceiv*d it without haveing one difficulty putt to me, 
or any ſort of condition, direct or indirect, offer'd 
me. The direction of it was left wholly to me; ſo 
that in perfect reſpect to your Grace, I took care 
that your Grace's name ſhould not be affix'd to 
the outſide of a paper, whoſe inſide ſo much in- 
fring'd upon your own right and authority. I 
know it was expected above, that upon my come- 
ing down 1 ſhould be immediately poſſeſs'd of this 
preferment; but, the ſtatuteable fifteen days not 
being over, I would not by any means offer that 
violence to the houſe as to urge the Mandate till 
the ſixteenth, when I deliver'd it to the Sub-War- 
den and Fellows, and ſo withdrew ; leaveing them 
to underſtand, and obey the King's commands, as 
they thought beſt for the diſcharge of their due 
and the intereſt of the College; for I purpoſely 
avoided being any way concern'd in their proceed- 
ings, that it might not be ſaid, I putt them upon 
the doing any unadviſcable action. It ſeems the 
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interpretation they made of the King's pleaſure 
was, that | ſhould be immediately admitted; and 
fince they ſent for me for that purpoſe, I could 
not refuſe what they judged abſolutely neceſſary. 
I preſunie the Sub- Warden, as the head of the 
Fellbws at the debate, and being the perſon to 
whom the Mandate was principally directed, has 
given your Grace a full account of their proceed- 
ings, as well as the reaſons that induced them to 
act in this manner. I, being a ſtranger to the whole 
thing, cannot be 1 0 to know upon what 
grounds they went; but ſome of the arguments 
made uſe of 1 ſince underſtand were, That ſince 
the Mandate ran that I ſhould be immediately and 
forthwith elected and admitted to the authority, 
privileges and profits, of Warden of All Souls, all 
ſtatutes to the contrary notwithſtanding, it was 
their opinion, that all ſtatutes were actually laid 
aſide, and that they had nothing to doe but ſuffer 
the place to be taken, Farther, that if they were 
to 1 to a formall election a Lawyer was like- 
wiſe to be nominated; and both being to be ſent 
up to your Grace for your approbation of one of 
them, the King, ſeeing they had left it in another's 
power to ſuperſede the Mandate, by legally con- 
firming another man, would be ſure to give a new 
Mandate to a third over both the others heads, 
and that ſuch one would be likely to be of Mr. 
Dryden's ſort, ſince he ſo lately ſtood ſo fair to 
preſide over them. How ſatisfactory to your Grace 
theſe theire reaſonings are I am not able to foreſee; 
but if they have fail'd on their part, I hope your 
Grace will not lett me ſuffer tor their miſtake, 
ſince as I had no hand in it, ſo J was no way the 
occaſion of it. Dureing the time of my attendance 
at London, as well as fince my being here, I never 
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made one ſtep but I firſt conſider'd whether your 
Grace or the College might ſuffer by any action of 
mine, as I hope my friends at London have truly 
repreſented to your Grace. And when your Grace 
| ſhall be pleas'd to reflect upon the ſincerity and 
' honeſty of my deſigne, as well as my not haveing 
ſtoop'd to the performance of any mean diſhonor- 
able thing, in order to obtain my defire, I hope 
you will vouchſate me your good opinion and ap- 
probation... I ſhall be ſure in a very little time to 
pay my duty to your Grace at Lambeth, and then 
renew the requeſt I am now forced to make at a 
diſtance. In the mean time J humbly beg pardon 
for this trouble, and entreate your bleſſing for

A MEMORIAL 
Relating to the UNIVERSITIES. 


S the diſloyal behaviour of the Univerſities, 
ſince his Majeſty's happy acceſſion to the 
Crown, ſeem to have brought on a neceſſity of 
finding out ſome effectual method of amending and 
regulating them, I thought this a proper occaſion 
to ' offer what, I think, would make thoſe bodyes 
mor 
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more uſeful to the Nation, by the increaſe of learn- 
ing, and augmenting the number of thoſe who 
might haye the benefit of a learned education, as 
well as by bringing thoſe ſeats of literature to a 
better ſenſe * their duty to their King and 
country. _ | 

And the ſubſtance of what J have to offer on 
this ſubject may be reduced to theſe three heads. 

I. By what methods learning and induſtry may 
be promoted in the Univerſities, ſetting aſide all 
party conſiderations. 

II. What force may be neceſſary to cure the. pre- 
ſent diſaffection of the Univerſities. 

III. What gentle metliods may be of ſervice to 
win them over to the Government. 

I. And firſt, by what methods learning and in- 
duſtry may be promoted in the Univerſities ſetting 
aſide all party conſiderations. 

And I look upon the promotion of learning, as 
what would go a great way towards curing or pre- 
venting faction and diſaffection in the Univerſities. 
Since blind zeal for a party, and eſpecially where 
the church and religion are drawn into the cry, is 
the beſt refuge, for men obnoxious on account of 
their ignorance or bad morals, to fly to, to ſupply 
the defect of all other merit.

I. By what methods learning and induſtry may 
be promoted, in the Univerſities, ſetting aſide all 
party conſiderations. 

II. What force may be neceſſary to cure the. pre- 
ſent diſaffection of the Univerſities. 

III. What gentle metliods may be of ſervice to 
win them over to the Government. 

I. And firſt, by what methods learning and in- 
duſtry may be promoted in the Univerſities ſetting 
aſide all party conſiderations. 

And I look upon the promotion of learning, as 
what would go a great way towards curing or pre- 
venting faction and diſaffection in the Univerſities. 
Since blind zeal for a party, and eſpecially where 
the church and religion are drawn into the cry, 1s 
the beſt refuge, for men obnoxious on account of 
their ignorance or bad morals, to fly to, to ſupply 
the defect of all other merit. 

And as ſome of the following methods require 
the authority of an Act of Parliament, there can- 
not be a better opportunity of eſtabliſhing them, 
if they ſhall be thought adviſeable, than when the 
Legiſlature is on other accounts obliged- to conſider 
the ſtate of the Univerſities. 

1. Now the firſt thing I would propoſe under 
this head is the altering the choice of the Heads 
of Houſes.

This method would in a courſe of years break 
moſt College factions, revive diſcipline, and engage 
men, to raiſe themſelves a good character in the 
world, that had any views to a Headſhip. 

2. The ſecond thing I would conſider under 
this head relates to Fellowſhips. 7M te 

Whereas at preſent any one poſſeſſed of a Fel- 
lowſhip continues in it, till he 1s preferred to a 


living of ſuch a value, or marryed (which is often 


done and concealed for many years or till after 
death) and this occaſions many perſons ſpending 
their whole life in a College, without doing any 
the leaſt ſervice to their country, but to their own 
hurt, being generally, as they advance in years, 
over-run with ſpleen, or taking to ſottiſhneſs; 
and by theſe means there is not that ſucceſſion in 
Colleges, which would make thoſe advantages ex- 
tend to greater numbers, it is propoſed ; 

That henceforward none ſhall enjoy a Fellow- 
ſhip longer than twenty years from his being ad- 
mitted actual Fellow; nor any Student of Chriſt 
Church his Studentſhip longer than twenty two 
years from his proceeding Maſter of Arts. 

And though it may not be reaſonable to extend 
this to any already in poſſeſſion of a Fellowſhip, 
or a more advanced age than to be proper to make 
a puſh in the world, yet whereas very few that 
have had a Fellowſhip but five years can be turned 
of thirty, it is propoſed ; | | 

T hat all who have not been Fellows longer than 
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froe years, at the time of paſſing ſuch Act, ſhall be 
incapable of holding their Fellowſhip longer than 
twenty years from the commencement of ſuch Act. 

And whereas too many Fellows live on in the 
Colleges waiting for their turn of a College Liv- 
ing, without endeavouring to improve in learning, 
as depending upon their being able to pals a legal 
examination with the Biſhop : And whereas molt 
Colleges are daily buying in perpetual Advowſons, 
whereby this evil 1s likely to increaſe daily ; and 
whereas by Colleges buying in Livings of greater 
value, Livings of 1201. or 1401. per annum, 
which formerly uſed to take off Fellows, will be 
deſpiſed by them, and come to the ſhare of thoſe 
of lefs learning; it is propoſed; _. 

That the ſtatute forbidding Colleges to buy per- 
petual Advowſons be made more effectual: and 
that every Advowſon bought hereafter by any 
College ſhall be forteited ro the Crown : and that 
every Living, given or bequeathed tor the future 
to any College, ſhall fall to the Biſhop of that 
Dioceſe, in which ſuch living ſhall lie; with this 
condition, that the ſaid Biſhop ſhall be obliged to 

| collate to it fome Member of the ſaid College. 

But at the fame time, for the encouragement of 
the augmentation of poor Vicarages, or erecting 
ſufficient Rectories, where there are now Impro- 
priations in the poſſeſſion of any College, which I 
eſteem a ſolid foundation to the Church and State, 
it is propoſed | 

That any College, that will endow with a ſettled 
maintenance any Vicarage, or Rectory in any Im- 
propriation, of which they are poſſeſt, ſhall con- 
tinue perpetual patrons of ſuch new erected Vicar- 
age or Rectory. | 

1 have met with an objection againſt this ſcheme, 
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as far as relates to encouraging ſome perſons to be 
Tutors in Colleges : that partly by their attending 
at the College to their pupils, they cannot make 
thoſe puſhes in the world that others have time to 
make ; and that partly by being on their pupils 
account pretty much obliged to 5 to Acade- 
U purſue the 
ſtudy of ſome profeſſion; though I do not think this 
of ſuch weight; becauſe the generality that get out 
into the world without the aſſiſtance of relations, 
or by being preferred by the College, do it by 
ſome acquaintance they have formed by being Tu- 
tors; yet to obviate any inconvenience, it is pro- 
poſed 1 | 
That there may be allowed in every College wo 
Tutors to be regiſtered in the College regiſter, as 
ſuch who, upon having actually continued to keep 
pupils, and read to them in perſon for the ſpace 
of fifteen years, ſhall be allowed to continue in 


their Fellowſhips, as if there was no ſuch Act as 


this; and that upon any ſuch regiſtered Tutor dy- 
ing, quitting the College, fulfilling his ffteen 
years, or renouncing any benefit of his being ſo 
regiſtered, another Fellow may ſucceed to the fame 
benefit on the ſame conditions. But that this ſhall 
be no hindrance, but that any other perſon may be 
a Tutor, though without ſuch benefit, as he might 


have been before any ſuch regulation. 


And whereas in this ſcheme of obliging every. 
Fellow to try to get out into the world, there will 


be a neceſſity of their being longer abſent from the 


College than 1s conſiſtent with the reſidence re- 
quired of them by their ſeveral ſtatutes, it is pro- 


poſed ; 


© That fince probably there will be Commiſſio- 
ners appointed to inſpect and alter the Statutes, * 
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they ſhall ſee proper, they may determine what 
reſidence ſhall be neceſſary; and on what occa- 
ſions, and in what employments, Fellows may be 
allowed to be abſent. 

But that no fuch diſpenſations with refidence 
may be of damage, either to the affairs, or diſci- 
pline of the College, it is propoſed; 

That every Fellow ſhall be obliged to take and 
execute the ſeveral offices in the "College, in his 
turn, and to come and perform the ſeveral exer- 
ciſes required of him in the College in his turn. 

And whereas there are ſeveral Fellows, who may 
be deſirous to make a puſh in the world, but not 
having any fortune of their own, and, by abſence 
from che College, loſing what they are there allow- 
ed weekly for their diet; and that on the other ſide, 
Colleges may not be deſerted by the Fellows, reap- 
ing the fame advantages when abſent, as when pre- 
ſent, it is propoſed ; 

That any Fellow, deſiring it, ſhall have leave 
to be abſent from the College fx months at a time, 
ſo as not to excuſe him from any office or exerciſe 
that would come to his turn during thoſe fx 
months, in order to puſh his fortune in the world; 
and ſhall during that time have the ſame allowance 
paid him by the College in money, that he would 
have had a right to in proviſions, if he had been 
reſident all that time, and to all other profits, that 
would have accrued to him during that time. And 
that he ſhall have, if he deſire it, ſuch leave with 
ſuch advantages renewed to him, v. g. ten times, 
but further than thoſe ten times, he ſhall have no 
ſuch advantage during his abſence. 

But becaule it is of ſervice to learning, that a 
good and ſolid foundation of knowledge be laid in, 
before perſons come to be taken off from their 
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ſtudies by the cares and buſineſs of life; and that 
Fellowſhips may not be turned into mere penſions 
for the aſſiſtance of poſſeſſors; it is propoſed ; 

That no Fellow ſhall have any benefit of any 
new diſpenſation for abſence, or any new advan- 
tage, during the abſence he might before have ob- 
tained, in his reſpective College, till full Fve years 
after his being actual Fellow. 

And whereas I find by the diſcourſes I meet 
with, that ſeveral], partly through their ignorance 
of the true ſtate of the Univerſities, partly through 
anger at the Clergy for their unhappy behaviour of 
late years, and partly to prevent, as they think, 
the evil of the Clergy increaſing, as they do be- 
yond what there is employment for, propoſe taking 
away all obligations by the Statutes to go into Or- 
ders, and leaving all Fellows to purſue what pro- 
feſſion they pleaſe; I muſt beg leave on that ſub- 
ject to offer the following obſervations. 

That moſt of our Founders deſigned their ſeve- 
ral Colleges for ſeminaries for the Clergy, in which 
way they may with eaſe be made very ſerviceable 
to the Nation. 

That the too great increaſe of the Clergy is not 
from the Fellows of Colleges; ſcarce one in ten of 
the parochial clergy or their curates having ever 
been Fellows; but from Servitors, Batchelors, and 
others who ſpent but four or five years in the Uni- 
verſities. EA | 

That the ill diſpoſition of the Clergy over the 
Nation is owing to the ſmall ſhare of ſenſe, learn- 


ing, and knowledge of the world, that thoſe per- 
ſons muſt be ſuppoſed to have from their ſhort 


ſtay in the Univerſity, and the- meanneſs of their 
circumſtances, and to the great opinion they have 
of the judgement of the Univerſity, where they 

| did 
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did not live long enough to diſcover, that the ſe- 
nior part of the Univerſity are no ſuch great men 
as they paſs for with the youth: and ſo theſe men 
are duly qualified to be the moſt noiſy and zealous 
tools of faction in the hands of cunning men in 
greater poſts. 445 

That tis feen that the Nobility, and Gentry, 
and other laymen, that come from the Univerſi- 
ties, prove as generally diſaffected to the preſent 
Government as thoſe in Orders, ſo that it 1s not 
the going into Orders that ſpoils men. 

That as only death or marriage vacates a lay 
place in a College, the more were allowed to kee 
out of Orders the ſlower {ſucceſſion would be in the 
Colleges. 

That in thoſe Colleges, where moſt liberty is 
allowed as to Orders, they have ſent out as few 
Fellows into the ſervice of their country, as where 
they were moſt confined. 

That particularly in — . College, where 
there are Faculty places for Law, and 
for Phyſick, of all the Fellows, who have 
been admitted ſince the Revolution, there have 
been but two practiſing Phyſicians, and not one 
Lawyer, befides which the College has ſent out 


——_ n 
. — — — — 


and no other Layman from the Fellows in that 
period. 

That generally ſpeaking, thoſe who have the 
Faculty places get them purely to avoid going in- 
to Orders, and that they may live a more gay life 
without deſigning to follow any profeſſion. 

That on this account they are too often filled by 
the younger ſons of families of good eſtates; and 
were this incumbrance of going into Orders taken 
off, I fear, moſt of the Fellowſhips would gradually 

8 come- 
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come into their hands, to the great detriment of 
learning, by excluding thoſe trom Fellowſhips, 
who really want ſuch an help in their education. 
But however, if it ſhall be thought adviſeable 
to give greater encouragement to Law and Phyſick, 
it is propoſed : W 
- That there might be allowed in every College 
an equai number of Fellows not in Orders, to the 
number of Faculty places allowed by the Foun- 
ders; that out of theſe, as vacancies happened, the 
Faculty places ſhould be ſupplied ; but that no 
rſon out of Orders, not getting into a Faculty 
place, ſhould enjoy his Fellowſhip longer than ten 
years; and that no perſon taking the advantage of 
ſuch diſpenſation ſhould be allowed to continue 


any longer than thoſe ten years, though he ſhould 


betore their expiration go into Orders. 
Ten years would be ſufficient to qualify. them 
for their profeſſion, if they really deſigned, to fol- 
low one; and they might be very thanktul for 
ſuch a term, that was never deſigned them by the 
Founder. And without being barred any advantage 
by going into Orders, the chief uſe that would be 
made of this relaxation would be ſtaying ſo much 
the longer out of Orders without any deſign to 
purſue tome other profeſſions. 

3. The third thing I would propoſe under this 
head is that; Whereas in foreign Univerſities the 
ftudy of the law of nature and nations, has of late 
been very much encouraged, and 1s of great bene- 
fit to mankind, eſpecially to ſuch as deſign for 
publick employments ; and there is no ſuch Pro- 
feſſor in either Univerſity : f ON 

His Majeſty would be gracionſly - pleaſed to 
found ſuch a Profeſſorſhip in both Univerſities ; 
that ſuch Profeſſor might have v. g. 50 l. per, 
. annum 
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annum certain ſalary, and be obliged to read v. g. 
twenty publick Lectures in a year; and to prevent 
ſuch Profeſſorſhip. from turning into a ſinecure, as 
moſt of them are, he ſhould have for every ſuch 
lecture, producing a certificate, under the Vice- 
Chancellor's and Proctor's hands, of the particular 
days when he read ſuch lectures, the ſum v. g. of 
5 1, and be paid for no more than he had read. 

4. In the fourth place I would propoſe : 

Whereas in foreign Univerſities, beſides reading 
publick lectures, the ſeveral Profeſſors go through 
courſes of the ſciences they profeſs, with claſſes of 
youth at hame, upon moderate rates; and though 
what anſwers to this, is done by the Tutors in re- 
ſpect of Claſſicæx Learning and Philoſophy, yet 
ſince no ſuch thing is done in relation to other 
uſeful parts of learning, and eſpecially in relation 
to the great profeſſions, but the youth are to get 
through the upper parts of learning as well as they 
can, without proper aſſiſtance and inſtruction: and 
the want of ſuch help is found too often complain- 
ed of by the Biſhops, in reſpect of the groſs igno- 
rance, in the Scripture and Divinity, in the Candi- 
dates for holy Orders, and would no doubt be 
found the ſame in thoſe who take to the other 
profeſſions, were they to undergo a like exami- 
Nation: AV 6 
That it would tend very much to the advance- 
ment of learning; 3 | 
If there were found out one or more able Di- 
vines in each Univerſity, that were encouraged by 
the Crown, with a penſion of v, g. 5ol. per an- 
num, to go through, at moderate rates from their 
ſcholars, with claſſes at their chambers, courſes of 
ſyſtematical divinity, caſuiſtical or polemical, and 
of che harder places of the Scripture : 


That 
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That the ſame might be done in relation to the 
Civil and Canon Law : 

To the Law of Nature and Nations. 

And I believe 30 l. per annum would be a fut- 
ficient encouragement: to one to go through ſuch 
courſes of Anatomy : - 

The ſame for Chymiſtry "FED 

The ſame for Mathematicks; 

The fame for a courſe of Experiments i in 
Natural Philoſophy. 

And to prevent theſe penſions being paid, and 
nothing done for them; that no ſuch penſions be 
had without proper certificates, that the perſon de- 
manding ſuch penſion, has within the ſpace of ſuch 
a time read to ſo many claſſes. 

II. The ſecond general head is what force may 
be neceſſary to cure the preſent nden of the 
Univerſities. 

What 1 would propoſe here | is, that all violent 
methods, that propole a {ſpeedy cure, can only ex- 
aſperate the evil, and endanger the Government; 
whilſt wiſe, gentle, and ſteady methods, with an 
allowance of time for the cure, can hardly fail of 
the deſired effect. It will prove but a vain expec- 
ration to fancy to do any great matters by a gene- 
ral expulſion of the diſaffected, and filling their 
places with thoſe that are well affected. For there 
muſt be plain proof on this occaſion. of the diſ. 
affection of any perſon to be ejected. And where 
can this be had againſt any tolerable number ? The 
diſaffected will never witneſs againſt one another: 
and the cry againſt thoſe, that are moſt likely to 
come in as evidence, will be, that they ſwear to 
make places for themſelves to ſtep into. 

And beſides eould any great number be ejected, 


where 


where could proper perſons for ſtanding and learn- 
ing be found to ſucceed them ? 


As the behaviour of the Univerſities; for ſhine 
time, is too great a pfoof of the diſaffection of the 
generality there in power; ſince they might, if 
they had pleaſed, have eaſily prevented thoſe diſ- 
orders that have happened there; and part of the 
miſbehaviour of the Univerlities has been wholly 
in matters, that none but the upper part of each 
Univerſity were concerned in ; without ſome care 

taken of them they muſt neceſſarily. way _ 
grow more and more diſaffected. 

As they have the diſpoſal of all Scholarſhips, 
Exhibitions, Fellowſhips, &c. none who ſhew an 
inclination for the Government can hope to ſuc- 
ceed in their pretenſions to ſuch places. And be- 
ſides it has an influence on the Clergy over the 
whole nation, who know they muſt miſcarry in their 
attempts, to get their ſons on foundations in moſt 
Colleges, if their neighbours among the Clergy 
ſend to the Univerſities ſuch a character of them * 
is not liked there. 

And thus the rewards of learning are turned into 
the encouragements of faction. 
And as the whole adminiſtration of che Univer- 
ſities is in the hands of the ſame diſpoſition, they 
are able to oppreſs all the youth, that dare appear 
againſt the general bent of the Univerſities, by 
puniſhing of ſuch youth more ſeverely than others, 
when they commit faults, by diſcountenancing, or 
ſetting aſide the performance of their exerciſes, and 
by keeping them back from their degrees upon 
ſought or plauſible pretences; and this is to moſt 


their direct ruin, in ſome caſes: diſqualifying them 
for getting, or holding Fellowſhips, and in all 


driving 
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driving them out into the world with a ſtain upon 
their characters. | | | 

What will therefore cure theſe evils is the taking 
out of the preſent hands they are in the diſpoſal of 
all preferments, in the diſpoſal of the Univerſities 
in general, or of the ſeveral Colleges and Halls, 
and the eſtabliſhing ſome power that ſhall be a 
ſtanding check upon the exerciſe of all diſcipline 
in the Univerſity : The firſt will take it out of 
their power to encourage the diſaffected, the latter 
will diſable them from oppreſſing the well -af- 
fected. | | 

And I doubt not but the lodging the diſpoſal 
of all preferments belonging to the Univerſities, 
Colleges and Halls, and the power of controlling 
all their acts of diſcipline, as ſhall be found need- 
ful, in a well choſen ſet of Commiſſioners, con- 
ſtantly reſiding in each Univerfity, and inſpecting 
the behaviour, and knowing the characters of all 
their members, will be of much greater ſervice. to 
the Government than any tranſient viſitation ever 
can be. | "Fig | F 
And as there is an entire change in all that are 
not on the foundation in leſs than ſeven years, and 
as more than one third of thoſe on the foundation 
are dead or gone in ſeven years, 1 would hope, that 
within that time, fuch an alteration would be 
wrought in both Univerſities, that no ſuch force 
need be uſed towards them for a longer time than 
that nee 4 

But as the prevailing report is, that much wiſer 
heads are employed in digeſting for an Act of 
Parliament whatever is proper on this head — | 
ſhall not preſume to go any farther on this ſub- 


III. The third general head : what gentle me- 
| thods 
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thods may be of ſervice to win the Univerſities 
over to the Government. 

1. And firſt, I rank under this head whatever 
has been propoſed in the former part of this dif- 
courſe, relating to the encouragement of learning, 
by founding a Profeſſorſhip of the Law of Nature 
and Nations in each Univerſity ; and by promot- 
ing the having claſſes in Divinity, the Civil, and 
Canon Law, the Law of Nature and Nations, 
Anatomy, Chymiſtry, Mathematicks, and the Ex- 
periments of Natural Philoſophy. 

2. If all well affected Tutors would direct their 
pupils as they grow up, and all Noblemen and 
Gentlemen Commoners under their care, that have 
learning enough for it, to go through a courſe of 
the Law of Nature and Nations, as has been pro- 
poſed, and would look over them to ſee what ac. 
vance they made in it: 

I am of opinion, that if youth were thus m 
ſtructed in the ſolid foundations of right and 
wrong, and the true original and defign of all 
government, they would not entirely be perverted 
to notions in politicks, ſo injurious to mankind, 
and ruinous to their country. 

3. With the fame view I could wiſh there were 
fome ſhort and plain account of our conſtitution, 
and the changes it has undergone from the times 
of the Saxons, with a eneral view of our Laws 
well wrote, that well affected Tutors might ordi- 
narily read to ther pupils, at leaſt to Noblemen 
and Gentlemen Commoners. 

4. If penſions of 201. or gol. per annum were 
given to about ⁰eẽʒnty Fellows of Colleges, efpe- 
cially Tutors of learning and worth, to encourage 
them to ſerve the Government with their pupils 
and others :

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20 or 3ol. per annum there with a Fellowſhip 
makes a pretty eaſy ſubſiſtance. 

5. If the Crown by itſelf, or the Great Seals 
would yearly give two or three Preferments, in each 
Univerſity, to well affected perſons of worth, pure- 
ly for being ſuch, 

The Livings need not be more than 120 or 
140]. per annum; or if they were tenable with a 
Fellowſhip they would be very acceptable, if 
worth but 70 or 80 l. per annum. 

6. If the well affected Nobility, Biſhops, and 
Gentry, would look out for well affected perſons 
to prefer, as Benefices fell in their gift. 

7. If to youths of parts in either Univerſity, 
when friends could hardly maintain them, Exhi- 
bitions were given from 10 to 201. per annum, 
till they got into Fellowſhips. 

8. If the Government would pay for youths of 
parts going through courſes of ſuch parts of learn- 
ing, as were proper for them, if they could hardly 
pay for it themſelves. 

9. If the Government would always return in 
each Univerſity two or more perſons, in whom 
they could confide, to recommend proper perſons 
for the abovementioned preferments or bounty. 

And I doubt not but by the encouragements 
juſt mentioned, on which the Government need 
not lay out more than from 1500 to 20001. per 
annum in each Univerſity, with the concurrence of 
the other methods before conſidered, there would 
in a few years be wrought a very ſenſible change 
in the affections of the Univerſities, towards the 
preſent Eſtabliſhment, beſides a great increaſe of 
learning. And I am the more confirmed in my 
opinion, becauſe by proper encouragements, in not 
* years, Archbiſhop Laud turned the Univer; 
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ty of Oxford from Calviniſt to Arminian; which 
ſeems to have been a much harder undertaking 
than what is now intended. | | 
In conſidering the methods, which may be fit to 
be uſed, in order to diſpoſe the Univerſity in gene- 
ral to become by degrees truly and heartily well 
affected to his Majeſty's Government, it may juſtly 
be thought to be more eaſy, (as it uſually happens 
in caſes of this nature,) to obſerve ſuch as are not, 
than to point out ſuch as are, moſt likely to ſuc- 
ceed. It is but too evident, that there is very 
little reaſon to hope, that thoſe members of it, 
who are of any conſiderable age and ſtanding in it, 
and are otherwiſe diſpoſed at preſent, will ever be 
wrought upon by any favours, which might- be 
beſtowed on them. For, beſides that the great 
number of them, if there were no other difficulty, 
would render this impracticable; and that ſuch 
will always be aſhamed to relinquiſh thoſe prin- 
ciples, and quit their intereſt, they have ſo long 
eſpouſed, whatever the grounds have been upon 
which they have eſpouſed them ; and that they will 
be apt to interpret any kindneſs which the Govern- 
ment might ſhew them, to be done rather out of a 
fear of them, as being ſuch a conſiderable body of 
men, that it is neceſſary for it to oblige and court 
them: beſides all this, it is too apparent, that even 
the moſt reaſonable of them, who may be in their 
judgement for the preſent Settlement, would never 
be ſatisfied or contented, unleſs the publick admi- 
niſtration of affairs were wholly clianged, and put 
into ſuch hands, as they have fancied to be fitteſt 
to be truſted with it, and from whom they have 
the greateſt expectations of its being managed ac- 
cording to their humour, | 10 
Since therefore it is viſible, that there is wy 
toe 
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little hopes of gaining ſuch as theſe by kindneſs, 
or indeed by any other means than that which was 
laſt mentioned; and conſequently that the conver- 
fion of moſt of them may juſtly be deſpaired of; 
it is next to be conſidered, what may be fit to be 
done, with hopes of ſucceſs, to hinder others from 
being led by their example, and to influence the 
younger men, who are conſtantly growing up 
amongſt them, and are much more capable of be- 
ing wrought upon and altered for the better. 

It is not to be doubted, but that any effectual 
means which could be uſed, for the better im- 
provement of the Scholars of the Univerſity in 
learning and virtue, would promote in ſome mea- 
ſure this good end amongſt others; that the more 
diligent they were in their ſtudies, in the purſuit 
of uſeful knowledge, (inſtead of amuſing them- 
ſelves with other things which do not belong to 
them) and regular in their lives, the more ſenſible 
they would be of the great happineſs they enjoy 
under the preſent Government, and the more diſ- 
poſed to pay a hearty and affectionate obedience to 
it. Bur ſince this muſt needs be thought to be the 
work of time, and it is doubtleſs expedient, that 
any other ways ſhould be tried, which are fit and 
likely to effect what is deſired ſooner, it is humbly 
conceived that the two following particulars may 
in ſome degree be uſeful to this purpoſe. _ . 

1. The reſtraining that arbitrary power, which 
the Univerſity, in the preſent conſtitution of 
things, (as it has at large been ſhewn before,) may 
exerciſe over its members, beſides the good effects 
it would have, in ſecuring them from being injur- 
ed and oppreſſed by it in their private capacities, 
would make them alſo more likely to be diſpoſed 
to promote the true intereſt of the Government 8 
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all their publick actions. There is nothing which 
ſo much encourages many of thoſe to do otherwiſe, 
who (by reaſon of their being more numerous than 
thoſe who differ from them,) are poſſeſſed of this 
power at preſent ; nothing which ſo much buoys 
them up and animates them to continue in the 
courſe they are in, as their being able, upon any 
occaſion, to triumph and infult over thoſe, whoſe 
principles and practices they do not like, and who 
are always moſt likely, conſidering how much the 
ſpirit of party now prevails, to be the objects of 
their difpleafure. Every ſuch trial of their ſtrength 
which they make, and victory which they gain, 
confirms them in their reſolutions in perſiſting in 
what they have begun. This tends likewiſe very 
much to unite them to their party, and makes 
them more aſhamed and afraid to leave it, though 
they ſhould have a mind to do ſo. Whenever they 
Join together, in any vote or agreement, to inflict 
any unreaſonable cenſures or puniſhments upon 
thoſe they have an averſion to, they are by that 
means more inſeperably linked and attached to one 
another, and leſs free to follow their own reaſon 
and judgement than before. 
And as this arms, and fortifies, and cements to- 
gether, thoſe who are already entered into ſuch 
meafures* as have been mentioned, and diſpoſes 
them to perſevere in them, and purſue them, ſo it 
contributes alſo not a little to increaſe their num- 
bers, by inducing others to joyn with them. It is 
very natural, eſpecially for young men, who live 
together in a body, and converſe with one anather 
very much abour the affairs of it, to love to be on 
the ſtrongeſt ſide, and to be pleaſed and delighted 
with the proſpect and advantages of victory and 
ſucceſs. "This may draw in ſome. Others may be 
7 influenced 
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influenced by the fears and apprehenſions they are 
under of being diſcountenanced, diſcouraged, and 
oppreſſed, or at leaſt contemned and lighted, by a 
prevailing party. And both theſe cauſes may con- 
cur in ſome, to engage them in an intereſt which 
they might not otherwiſe be inclined to eſpouſe. 

If therefore an effectual ſtop were put to the 
exerciſe of the power before mentioned ; if a con- 
ſtant method of relief againſt it, that is, a conſtant 
liberty of appeal from it, to ſome ſuperior juris- 
diction, in all caſes of moment and importance, 
(ſuch as have been already ſpecified,) were eſtab- 
liſhed, in ſuch a manner, as that it might not be 
too difficult or chargeable for the members of the 
Univerſity to have recourſe to it; and that fatis- 
faction might be made them for the injuries they 
had received, by thoſe whom they appealed from ; 
this would weaken and diſable thoſe who have ſo 
much influence over others; they would by this 
means be difpirited and diſarmed, as it were, by 
being deprived of that which keeps up their cou- 
rage and reſolution at preſent : they would not 
then be able to keep their party ſo much together; 
and thoſe, who are conftantly ſucceeding in the 
rooms of ſuch as dye or leave the Univerſity, 
would not have the ſame temprations to joyn 
themſelves to them, nor be ſo much afraid to ſe- 
perate from them and forſake them, and might by 
degrees come to have right notions and ſentiments 
of things, and be very well diſpoſed to promote 
the true intereſt of their country. | 

But whatever be thought of this expedient, and 
the uſefulneſs of it in the Univerſity, to improve 
and increaſe the true intereſt of the government, 
it mult needs be judged abſolutely neecſſary to be 
uſed, to preſerve and continue it as it is, and pre- 
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vent the diminution of it. Whoever conſiders with 
himſelf. the face of affairs in this ſociety at preſent, 
and how liable the loyal members of it are to be 
oppreſſed, 'by that arbitrary power which has been 
afready ſpoken of, will be convinced, that they 
muſt needs be under the greateſt diſcouragements 
imaginable, if they have not a ſure and certain re- 
fuge to fly to upon all occaſions, where they may 
have relief againſt any oppreſſion they may have 
ſuffered. Without fuch a proviſion as this, many 
of them may be hindered by their fears, from 
manifeſting that zeal which otherwiſe they would 
be ready to ſhew, and few others will be induced 
to eſpouſe ſo ood a cauſe, when they ſee they are 
like to ſuffer for it. : | 
2. But the moſt effeftual way to preſerve and 
increaſe loyalty in the Univerlity, which would 
not be liable to any exceptions, and could not be 
complained of as any alteration of the conſtitutions 
of it, would be, that the Government ſhould ex- 
tend its care and Kindneſs, in an eſpecial manner, 
to thoſe Colleges in which honeſt and loyal men 
have any intereſt, in order to cheriſh, and ſupport, 
and ſtrengthen it. And this might be done by be- 
ſtowing Livings ; at firſt perhaps (where it appear- 
ed to be neceſſary, by the repreſentation of thoſe 
who are well affected in any College,) upon fome 
tew of thoſe who are diſcontented, (being men of 
good characters for learning and morals,) in order 
to remove them from thoſe Colleges, till the true 
intereſt in them was become ſuperior to all oppoſi- 
tion; and after that always upon thoſe, (being men 
of the ſame good characters,) whoſe duty and de- 
votion to their Sovereign were well known. 
If this method of rewarding thoſe that were well 
affected, (regard being always had to their learn · 
Vol. II. K ing 
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ing and morals) were ſteadily purſued, ſo that 4 
concern for the publick good might exclude all 
other conſiderations, which too os prevail, in 
preferring thoſe who are known to be diſaffected 
towards it; theſe Colleges at leaſt would become 
ſeminaries, not only of learning and virtue, but of 
loyalty alſo and obedience to the King, and hearty 
affection and zeal for his ſervice; ſince, as faſt as 
any were preferred out of them, others of the ſame 
principles and diſpoſitions would be choſen, in the 
room of thoſe who were removed. ns 
And this would in all likelihood have a good 
influence by degrees upon the reſt of the Colleges, 
in which the younger men would be encouraged, 
by the rewards they ſaw beſtowed upon the loyalty 
of others, to qualify themſelves for them in the 
fame manner. And whenever it ſhould be thought 
fit to extend the like favours to them, which it 
would be ſeaſonable to do as ſoon as they appeared 
to deſerve them, this could not well fail to increaſe 
the number of them, and to make the oppoſite - 
intereſt much leſs conſiderable than it is at pre- 
ene, ** 

But though it ſhould be thought, that the kind- 
neſs, which the Government. might ſhew the loyal 
Colleges, would not have ſo much effect upon the 
others, it is certain it would be of very great uſe 
to the Church and Nation in general. For (beſides 
that it is of. very great importance to them both, 
that the Univerſities ſhould be loyally diſpoſed, 
where youth are educated, and often imbibe ſuch 
principles as influence them ever after, and there- 
tore whatever would tend to diſpoſe them ſo, muſt 
needs be looked upon as a matter of great con- 
cernment and advantage, ) by this means there 
would be a much quicker ſucceſſion of men, and 

more 
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more of them, to be engaged in the ſervice of the 
Church, who would have a good influence upon 
the people, than there could be, by preferring 
others, though of the ſame principles with them, 
who are already employed in that ſervice, out of 
the Univerſity ; ſince every one of thoſe who 
would be removed out of theſe Colleges, would 
certainly. be ſucceeded in them by one like him- 
ſelf, which would not ſo often happen in the other 
caſe. And this would be alſo a great encourage- 
ment to thoſe in the Nation, who are hearty in the 
intereſt of the Government ; when they ſaw, that 
by ſending their children or friends to thoſe Col- 
leges, they ſhould have a very good proſpect not 
only of their being educated in_right principles, 
and being ſoon choſen into Scholarſhips and Fel- 
lowſhips there, but of obtaining likewiſe by that 
means Preferment in the Church. This would 
induce them to breed up more of their youth in 
learning, than they do at preſent, which would 
produce more Scholars well principled, who are 
very much wanted in the Nation; and the advan- 
tages which would hereby accrue to them in their 
families, would animate them to ſhew their zeal in 
the ſervice of their Country, and increaſe the num. 
ber of thoſe that do. 1 1

J have in my cuſtody, an Abſtract or Catalogue 
of above 100 Charters, and Evidences, and an- 
cient Writings ; upon which is indorſed © 13 Jan. 
1619. Charters contained in the leſſer wooden 
Box, which was in the iron Cheſt in the Gatehouſe 
of Durham Caſtle :* they ſeem to be fully abbre- 
viated, and brought into the Compaſs of 12 half 
ſheers of Paper; ſeveral of which are figured or 
numbered, and many of them ancient and very re- 
markable. 

I have alſo an Abſtract of about 500 more, re- 
duced into the Compaſs of 4 half ſheet ſides of 
Paper; amongſt which are ſome very ancient.

All the Priors had a fair Trough-ftons laid upon 
their Tombs ; ſome of Marble and ſome of Free- 
ſtone z and diverſe Gentlemen of good Worſhip, 
out of deſire that they might be buried nigh Saint 
Cuthbert, were buried alſo in the 'Centry Garth. 
Alſo the reſt, as Mr. Racket, Gentleman of wor- 
ſhip, who was buried nigh the Altar door over 
againſt Saint Cutbbert's ſhrine, had a fair white 
Marble Stone above his Tomb, whereon his pic- 
ture, in braſs, in his Coat Armour; and ſword 
girded about him, were curiouſly wrought, and at 
every corner was one of the four Evangeliſts in 
braſs: and there was alſo buried there one Mr.

Biſhop Antony Beak was the firſt that attempted 
to be buried in the Church, to view the ſacred 
Body and ſhrine of Saint Cuthbert ; after which ſe- 
veral other Biſhops were buried there; as appears 
by Davies' Catalogue of them and their Epitaph, 
if true; and, after Prior Forcer, ſeveral of the 
Priors were alſo buried in the Church, by Davies 
Catalogue of them.

Our Anceſtors had diverſe ways to tranſmitt the 
Memory of things to poſterity; as by Inſcriptions,

Seals. 
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1. Council Brevitts, though of no authority in point 
of Evidence, yet for Information are often uſeful ; 
diſcovering to us what ſuits have formerly depend- 
ed; direct to the Records; and often explain their 
[meaning ;] giving us the ſeveral pleadings and 
proceedings therein; with the beſt diſcovery of the 
merit and myſtery of the cauſe. 

Thoſe moſt uſeful are Brevitts upon Ejectments, 
whieh is the common Action now brought at Law 
for the tryal of titles : and therein we have often 
diſcovered the moſt confiderable Titles; the Pedi- 
gree and deſcent of Families, with the private evi- 
dence relating to them ; and we have often the like 
diſcoveries in Brevitts upon Replevins, and ſome 
actions of treſpaſs and other actions; iſſues direct- 
ed out of Chancery. 8 . 

2. Brevitts, Chancery and Equity Cauſes are 
very uſeful, giving an abbreviation of the Bill, 
Anſwer and Depoſitions; the moſt conſiderable 
Cauſe is either beginning or ending in equity; and 
upon them Decrees of Chancery are generally 
drawn up. £ e 

The Attorneyes or Sollicitors, who keep theſe 
Brevitts after the Cauſes are determined, are the 
perſons capable of ſupplying us; particularly thoſe 
of the greateſt buſineſs, they having moſt of them; 
the beſt of them are thoſe 65 have been drawn up 
by the moſt ſkilful Attorneyes. : 

Thoſe at Durham, that have the beft Collections 
of them, are Mr. Spearman, Mr. Mickleton, Mr. 
Gowland, Mr. Maſcal, Mr. Martin. 

Mr. Spearman (their preſent under Sheriff) whilſt 
he was a Practiſer, was concerned in Cauſes of the 
greateſt Conſequence, in his time; and his Judg- 
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ment in abſtracting Titles, and drawing them up, 
with ingenious Obſervations and Remarks upon 
them, is well known in his buſineſs. His brother 
Mr. Robert Spearman, and his Son Gilbert, have 
ſucceeded ; and they alſo have. poſſeſſion of ſuch 
as belong to Mr. C. Mickleton, Mr. Barkes, Mr. 
Lodee, Mr. Brown : Mr. Gotland has a great Col- 
lection of thoſe of his own time, which [were] 
moſtly drawn by himſelf with great Care, Clerk- 
ſhip, and Knowledge: he has collected the moſt 
confiderable that belonged to his Maſter, - (Mr. 


Hawdon,) and ſome that belong to old . Maſter 


Skepper, who was Maſter to Mr. "Hawdon, 

Mr. Maſcall, who ſucceeded in his Father's Buſi- 
neſs, had great practice for many years; [and] has 
both his own and his Father's Brevitts. 

The moſt conſiderable practiſers, that flouriſhed 
in the laſt age, and who, as they ſucceeded in the 
buſineſs of thoſe before them, its probable, poſſeſſ- 


ed themſelves of molt of the valuable Brevitt pa- 


pers, and other Collections, were Jo. Richardſon, 
Chr. Mickleton, Moſes Stepper, William Bartas, 
G. Kirby, C. Howden, Hillons, L: and Cuth ; Ra. 
Adamſon, Thomas Maſcall, An. Lodge. Amongſt 
their papers there are to be found ſome: things of 
very great uſe, and thoſe that have been the moſt 
eminent practiſers, (now living) are Mr. John 
Spearman, Mr. Ra.

Saint Bede, and ſeveral of our following Hiſto- 
rians have taken care to record what were the tra- 
ditional ſtories and opinions of their own times; 
giving us ſome reaſon at the ſame time, that we 


thould not depend W upon them; the in- 


genuity 
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genuity therein may ſerve to excuſe whatever we 


may find that appears incredible; but it might be 


wiſhed that thoſe Authors would have taken the 
pains to have done us ſomewhat beſides their mira- 
culous traditionall Legends. ry 
Cuſtom is no ſmall branch of the Laws of Eng- 
land : how many are there that hold their Eſtates 
by cuſtom. and uſage, which extends itſelf to pub- 
lick right as well as private. Many of our rights 
and liberties, that are not eſtabliſhed by ſucceeding 
Records and other Evidences, were before ſuch 
eſtabliſhment only ſupported by an ancient uſage, 
whici was probably diſputed for want of ſome au- 
thentick Memorial as well as diſuſe ; and if Me- 
morials were taken with care and judgement. it 
might in time, in conjunction with a continued 
uſage, prove an evidence and good confirmation 
of tuch enjoyment, and might prevent many un- 
neceſſary ſuits, | | 

How deſirous ſhould our Gentry therefore be, 
and thoſe eſpecially concerned in publick privi- 
leges, that depend on uſage and bare enjoyment, 
to have an account taken of the ſeveral rights. 
There are few Gentlemen of any buſineſs, and few 
Corporations, Pariſhes, and publick Communities, 
but they are intitled to Commons, Ways, Liber- 
ties, and Privileges of diverſe kinds, by this ſole 
right of a long enjoyment; others intitled to a 
right of exemption from contribution of diverſe 
kinds, and to a right of charging others. 

But beſides the convenience of having a publick 
Memorial taken of theſe things, the general cul- 
toms. of Mannors and Courts, which influence 
the inheritance and property of moſt men, might 
be hereby ſettled and certainly known, There are 
alſo other traditional matters; though they be * 

| o 
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of ſo great conſequence, nor any ways concern our 
right and titles, yet are worthy of being known, 
and produce ſome matter of Curioſity: as the ob- 
ſervation and ſolemnity of ſeaſons, practiſe of the 
age, ſeveral ſtories of Perſons and places, and 
things that have happened and are now reported to 
have been done formerly, and ſeveral things tranſ- 
acted at this preſent time; ſome of them concern- 
ing matters of ſome Conſequence. | 

A good obſervator might even in matters of fact 
remark as much as all our Records, Evidences and 
Hiſtories ſupply us withall. | 

Herein it will be neceſſary to take the aſſiſtance 
of thoſe that are moſt knowing, and have greateſt 
experience in our County ; ſuch as Mr. Rowell, a 
man of Univerſal knowledge in moſt of the pub- 
lick and private affairs, reports and traditions, as 
well of his own as former times; who knows all 
places as well as perſons in the county of Durham. 

The Biſhops of Durham in the Boldon Buke, and 
the Prior and Convent by their Meſanby Buke, en- 
deavoured to aſcertain their ſeveral and reſpective 
rights and privileges : but the commonality as yet 
have taken little care to have a juſt Memorial 
taken of the reſpective rights that have been grant- 
ed to them. 

There are infinite numbers of hiſtorical tranſ- 
actions, as well as remarks in natural Philoſophy, 
and in the ſeveral ſciences relating to our County, 
which methodical hiſtory, rightly divided and diſ- 
py will put them in mind of what they e're 

ave been told; ſome aſſiſtance may be collected 
together, and ſerve to inform us in all parts of 
Learning and Knowledge. 


Records 
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Records at Ro MME. 


If we conſider the Juriſdiction the Pope and 
Court of Rome, had here in ſome temporal as well 
as eccleſiaſtical cauſes of greateſt moment, we muſt 
conclude there are Records, Sentences or Acts re- 
maining there, of the greateſt conſequence, which 
will much illuſtrate the Hiſtory of England. 

In Saint Bede's time, it's very clear they were 
careful to preſerve, in their Archives at Rome, 
Tranſcripts or Enrolments of ſuch of their Rolls 
as were tranſmitted into England; and from thence 
our venerable Saint Bede procured copies of ſuch 
of them as he found neceſſary for his Eccleſiaſtical 
Hiſtory at that time. 9 ' 

The cauſes they handled were numerous; being 
either originally commenced there, or 93 way of a 
peal. The election, and deprivation of all Biſhops, 
Abbots, Priors, and other Eccleſiaſtical Perſons, 
Conſolidation and Appropriation of Churches, Di- 
viſions of Pariſhes, Right of Tythes, and all other 
Eccleſiaſtical cauſes; ſome of which were deter- 
mined at Rome; others here by commiſſion to De- 
legates; but all the 2 tranſmitted there; 
and the Sentences of the Court put in execution 
by way of Roll. 

The moſt of thoſe Rolls relating to the Priory 
of Durbam, we have ſtill preſerved, from the time 
of the Foundation in the Conqueror's time, till the 
diſſolution in Henry VIII; but the reſt are diſperſ- 
ed; and thoſe before the Conqueſt now loſt. 


Ecclęſiaſtical 
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Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory. 


As the Juriſdiction of the Biſhops, before the 
Conqueſt, was annexed to the Juriſdiction of our 
temporal courts, ſo I doubt not, but that the 
Biſhop of Rome, upon appeal, at laſt failed not 
likewiſe to exerciſe ſome temporal Juriſdiction too; 
the great devotion of our Saxen Kings, and their 
obedience paid to the Church of Rome, makes 
this conjecture the more probable: and the ſcarcity 
of the Records and Evidences in thoſe times is no 
ſmall argument to confirm me in it. The defect of 
our Eugliſb- Saxon Hiſtory, the ſmall account they 
give of our Kings, Biſhops, Nobility and Clergy, 
or of the foundation, or eſtabliſnment of the right 
of Churches, many of which we are alſo to trace 
down with thoſe times, induce me to think, that 
the materials to ſupply us with the knowledge of 
them, till are lodged in the Raman Archives, and 
that our Engliſh Hiſtorians have left this part of 
our Engliſh Hiftory thus defective, either for want 
of thought, opportunity, intereſt or ability to 
purchaſe the ſight of theſe records. 1 2494 

One would have thought our Biſhop of - Sarum 
in his late Viſitation, might have given us a re- 
mark of the ſtate of ' theſe Records, and how they 
are preſerved, and how depoſited, But we hope 
Mr. Hanley, if his deſign is encouraged of taking 
a particular view of foreign Libraries, and what 
they have that relate to us, will not omit to make 
a ſcrutiny in their Archives too. 

If our Biſhops and Archdeacons had any thing 
but a delegated Juriſdiction, and if the Pope had 
not a concurrent Juriſdiction, at leaſt might not 
delegate the ſame to others.

VIII 
time, belonged to the Church, and been ſince diſ- 
perſed into ſeveral hands and places throughout 
the Kingdom ; whereof he has found many 1n the 
Cotton Library at London, and the Bodleian Library 
at Oxford; and other our publick Libraries here; 
which he has carefully ſearched with thoſe at Dur- 
ham: but there are ſeveral famous Books that he 
meets with ſome dark account of, but cannot find 
out the Books themſelves ; particularly one which 
uſed to be called Liber Summi vel magni Altaris, 
which was an old Book containing the original 
Endowments of the Church of Durbam, both in 
the Saxon time and ſince the Conqueſt ; which uſed 
to be chained upon the high Altar, and opened 
with a lock and key on ſolemn occaſions, This 
Book, in reſpect of the Charters and Privileges 
contained in it, was ſubſcribed by many of the 
Kings of England, as allo by many Popes and 
Cardinals; and upon "thoſe occaſions been fre- 
quently carried to Rome; and he heard it was now 
in the Vatican or ſome of the other publick Libra- 
ries in Rome; together with ſeveral other ancient 
Hiſtories and Manuſcripts relating to the Antiqui- 
ties of our native place. I queſtion not, Sir, but 
Vol. II. P the 
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the reſpect and affection you ſtill bear to the re- 
membrance of Durbam, and your County friends, 
may incline you to a ſcrutiny about thoſe matters, 
and help to redeem its Antiquities; which I know 
you are capable of; as alſo to ſupply the defects 
of our Durham Hiſtory, which labours under great 
difficulties from the time that Saint Bede writ his 
Hiftory, with the lives of Saint Cuthbert, and the 
Abbot of Garroe and Wearmouth, which was about 
the year - - - till the time of the Conqueſt an. 
1066, For ſince that time, when the Priory of 


Dirham was founded, the Hiſtory may be made 


* * 


pretty perfect from the Hiſtories, Cartuaries, Re- 
giſters, Bulls, Charters, Inſtruments and Records 
that are ſtill remaining at Durham, and the other 
publick Libraries and Offices in England: but 
from the time of Bede till the Conqueſt, our ac- 
count of the ſtare of the Church, of the privileges 
and endowments of Saint Cuthbert-Knights, and 
ple called Halliver folk, together with the 


Foundation of moſt of our pariſh Churches before 


the Conqueſt, and the Bulls made to them in thoſe 
centuries; the accounts of thoſe things I ſay are very 
lame; and my friend knows not how they can any 
ways appear; unleſs the original Bulls, whereby 
they were endowed with thoſe privileges, or ſome 
Entries, or ſome Memorials of them be ſtill re- 
maining and preſerved at Rome. Saint Bede in his 
time was much aſſiſted in compoſing his Hiſtory, 


and his preface tells you what account he received, 


from the Bulls that then remained in the Popes 
Conclaves ; and it is not to be doubted, but there 
are ſtill remaining there [ſome] of greater Antiqui- 
ty, though perhaps of ſome difficulty to find out ; 
bur I ſhall, Sir, think myſelf much obliged to you 
for the beſt account you can get me of theſe mat- 

| ters, 
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ters, or what matters elſe you have there, that gives 
you any light to theſe elder times, or that relate ta 
our Terra Sancti Cuthberti. Could you find any 
Bull before the Conqueſt, about the privileges of 
the Hallivere Folk, and the Creation of that order, 
which ſeems to have been an ancient order of 
Knighthood, inſtituted ad defendendum Corpus Santis 
Cuthberti, it would be a piece of curioſity ver 
grateful to our Northern gentry ; many of which 
derive their deſcent from the Hallivere Folk, and 
would' prove them of the ancienteſt order 
Knighthood now in Chriſtendom ; but the declenſion 
of them [was] about the time of the Conqueſt, as 
Seculars degenerated from the Monaſtick Order. 


The Dean and Chapter of DURyAM: |

Here we have the richeſt Treaſury of antient 
Evidences that are now extant ; perhaps no Church 
of England can ſhew the like, 

Here are an infinite number of Popes Bulls, 
Royall Charters, both from the Kings of England 
and Kings of Scotland, Archiepifcopal Charters, 
Charters from the Biſhop of Durham, as well as 
poſſeſſions and privileges granted and confirmed to 
the Prior and Convent: as grants made by the 
Biſhop to others and confirmed by the Chapter ; 
Charters touching the Archdeacons privileges of 
Durham and Northumberland , grants and confirma- 
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tions of poſſeſſions from private perſons to the 
Prior and Convent ; with the antient Evidences of 
the ſaid Eſtates granted therewith ;. Counterparts 
of grants from the Prior and Convent; multi- 
tudes of Inſtruments and agreements with the 
Biſhops of Durham, touching both the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal and temporal privileges; Leagues with Scot- 
land; the Evidences belonging to ſeveral Families 
and their Eſtates, ſuppoſed to have been lodged 
here for- ſecurity in times of War. And as the 
ſſeſſions of the Prior and Convent were ancient- 
5 very conſiderable, and extended themſelves into 
diverſe parts both of England and Scotland, fo they 
have occaſioned a vaſt Collection of ancient Evi- 
dences relating to all the ſaid places and perſons. 


Theſe are Originals, and all carefully repoſited 
in Archives, in a ſtrong and ſecure Treaſury with- 
in the Cloiſters, kept by the Treaſurer for the 
Dean and Chapter. 


I may date the beginning of them from the 
foundation of the Priory in the time of William 
the Conqueror; from which time the Collection is 
conſtantly ſet down to this very day, ſave the In- 
jury ſome of them have ſuffered by the length of 
time, Rats, Moths, and ſuch like Misfortunes 
incident to Records and ancient Writings. 


To theſe Originals there's an Excellent Repoſi- 
tory ſkilfully compoſed.

How famous it was in the Saxon times appears 
by the Deſcription in Saxon Verſe, of which Mr.

NeviLLE Earl of Weſtmorland's Evidences. 


The conſiderable Eſtate which was poſſeſſed by 
this antient and noble Family, as well within the 
County of Durham as elſewhere: - - - - - - - - 

(They having by Marriage ſucceeded in the Bul- 
mer's Eſtate at Branſpeth, about 23 Henry Il, to 
which the Lordſhip of Raby, with the ſaid adjoin- 
ing Townſhips became - - - united by the 
Marriage of Jabell de Neville to Robert Fitz Mal- 
dred, Lord of Raby, whoſe Son aſſumed the fir- 
name of his Mother de Neville :) I ſay, theſe two 
great and extenſive Lordſhips, out of whoſe ſeveral 
Meſne Manors, Townſhips, Hamletts and free- 
hold Eſtates, were granted to diverſe of their free- 
hold Tenants, before the time of the attainder of 
that great Earl in the Reign of Queen Elizabetb, 
mult needs ſure produce a multitude of Grants, 
Charters, Records and other Evidences. 

Theſe two Lordſhips were originally as large as 
the reſpective pariſhes of Branſpeib and AP 3 

> whic 
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which comprehend a confiderable part of the 
County Palatine : and the many grants, that have 
been made thereout, do partly appear by the Ex- 
tents and ſurveys made of thoſe Lordſhips, and of 
ſeveral Lands held thereof; the Copies of which 1 
have now in my Cuſtody. 

The antient Evidences of this noble Family I 
have made ſtrict inquiry after; both becauſe they 
may be of great uſe to the ſeveral perſons who now 
enjoy the ſeveral parts of the Eſtate, and for that 
J find this Family were intruſted with the Cuſtody 
of ſome of the Evidences and Charters, relating 
to the privileges of the County in general; parti- 
cularly that notable Charter of privilege from 
King Jobn to the Hallivere Folk; as appears by 
the reference from the Copy thereof entered in one 
of the Cartuaries of the Dean and Chapter ; and 
which I find was afterwards produced in Parlia- 
ment againſt the Biſhop upon P diſpute that hap- 
pened about his privileges in the - - Henry VI 

I have ſearched for them in the Remembrancer's 
Office for the City of London, the ſaid Eſtates be- 
ing granted to the City by King Charles the firſt; 
as alſo the Evidences now belonging to Sir Henry 
Bellafiſe ; but neither of them have the ancient 
Evidences ; nor can 1 underſtand that my Lord 
Barnard (the Poſſeſſor of Raby) has any of them. 

One bag of them I lately found out in the Aug- 
mentation Office, amongſt which there were ſome 
very ancient : its probable many more of them 
may be found there; Mr. Maddox, one of the keepers 
of the Records of the faid office, having, in his late 
Treatiſe, obliged us with Tranſcripts of others of 


them, for their Curioſity, which he had met with 
elſewhere. | 
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Yet it ſeems that at that time of the Attainders 
of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, and for ſeveral Years 
after, ſome of the antient Evidences of the ſaid 
Eſtates were not in the hands of the = - - - - -: 
for when the ſaid Eſtates were poſſeſſed under 
King James the firſt's grant to King Charles the 
firſt, when he was prince of Wales, I have in my 
Cuſtody a writing intitled, © Remembrances for 
the Noble Prince his Highneſs's ſervice within his 
Caſtles, Manors, and Lordſhips in the County 
Palatine of Durbam :” on the backſide whereof is 
indorſed, Things propounded by Mr. Richardſon 
to be redreſſed in the Biſhoprick of Durham, Fe. 
1619:” and under the ſaid Indorſement is writ 
further, Mr, Emerſon is appointed by the table 
to certify his opinion and knowledge in theſe par- 
ticulars, and what he conceiveth moſt fit to be 
done therein, 25 Feb. 1619.“ | 

The eighth Article of which ſaid writing is as 
follows, viz. 

8. That ſome preſent courſe might be taken to 
examine who have the Cuſtody or keeping, or 
otherwiſe have in their hands and poſſeſſions any 
old Charters, Writings, Evidences and Court- 
Rolls concerning the ſaid Lands, or any part 
thereof, as namely, the Executors of Sir Georpe 
Trevill, Knight, (who had the keeping of Raby 
Caſtle) the Executors of Jobn Allen; Henry and 
Ambroſe Maiſon, who were Officers at Barnard 
Caſtle; the Executors of John Ewbank of Raby ; 
Mr. Witham Clopton, (whoſe Father was Receiver, 
and himſelf after him, of his Majeſty's Rents there) 
and the Executors of one Fobn bufly and Ferrard 
Burthead, (who were Stewards of the Courts of 
Branſpeth,) and many others that may be diſcover- 
ed to that purpele. 


Q.. © That 
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9. That all the Stewards and Clerks of theſe 
Courts within theſe Mannors, may ſhew all the 
Court Rolls ard Books, remaining in their Cuſto- 
dy, that perfect Inventories may be taken thereof; 
whereof one part may remain with his Highneſs' 
keeper of Records; and that hereafter every Clerk 
may provide a fair Book, therein to enter all their 
proceedings at their Courts, which may be examin- 
ed by the paper Rolls, by his Highneſs's Re- 
membrancer; as alſo a Book to be made, being a 
Call Book of the names of all Freeholders, - - - - 
- - Suitors of all ſorts at their Court leets ; that it 
may appear to Succeſſion, who do owe ſuit and 
ſervice at thoſe Courts; for they have been uſually 


kept in looſe papers. 


Nor do I find by the Brevitt, in the Cauſe upon 

the great diſpute betwixt the Prince and Biſhop, 
touching the Juriſdiction and privilege claimed by 
the Prince under the grant of James I, that there 
is therein any references to the antient Evidences, 
or where they remain, though the ſame is compoſ- 
ed by an ingenious hand, with learned remarks on 
behalf of the Prince upon the Biſhop's privileges 
and antient grants; and the arguments uſed by 
the Biſhop's Council to ſupport the ſame. 


Earl of RicuMonD's Evidences. 


The Earls of Brittany and Richmond, who had 
all Richmondſbire granted to them by William the 
Conqueror, and enjoyed the honour of Richmond, 
till the ſame came to the Crown tempore Hen. VII, 
granted and parcelled great part thereof into Ma- 
nors, Towndhipe, and Farmholds to be held of 
the ſaid Honour by diverſe Services. "wok 
3 1 
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The deſcription of the ſeveral Manors and 
Townſhips within the ſaid Honour appears by 
Doomſday Book; and how the ſame was granted 
from the ſaid Earl to ſeveral perſons, and after- 
wards from one to another, till the time of King 
Edward I. appears by the Book called Kirkby 
Queſt tempore Edw. I. 5 

The Copies of the part of Doomſday Book and 
Kirkby Queſt, relating to the ſaid Honour, are alſo 
entered in a Manuſcript in the Cotton Library, in- 
titled, Regiſtrum Honoris de Richmond, in which is 
alſo entered Copies of ſeveral Grants, Inquiſitions 
and Records relating to diverſe Lordſhips within 
the ſaid Honour: It's a noble Manuſcript and 
curiouſly writ ©; and yet I am informed by Dr. Hut- 
ton, that he has ſeen another Copy of it at York, 
which is much finer. ; the one of theſe I take to be 
the ſame Book, which is referred to [in] the ſurvey 


of the Honour of Richmond, and Lordſhip of Mid- 


dlebam, taken 16 Ja. I. now remaining in the 
King's Remembrance Office in the Exchequer, by 
the name of the Book by ſome called Doomſday 
and others. | 


HitToN's Evidences. 


Tuis being one of the ancienteſt Families we 
have in England, which takes its name from their 
Eſtate at Hilton or Hiltons Caſtle within this County 
(whereof the family is ſtill poſſeſſed) have Evi- 
dences, whereby to derive their pedigree down for 
about ſeven Generations before the Conqueſt, 

The Anceſtors of the preſent Baron Hilton, were 
not only Barons to the Biſhop of Durham for the

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Eſtates held of him, within this County, but we 
find that Robert de Hilton, one of the Anceſtors of 
the ſame Family, in 23, 24, 25 Edw. I. had Sum- 
mons of Parliament amongſt the Barons of this 
Realm; and Alexander de Hilton had the like Sum- 
mons in the 6 and 9 Edw. III: and the Name and 
Title of Baron is ſtill to this day continued down 
and appropriated to the Heirs of this antient 
Family. 
Their Eſtate was anciently very great, viz.

JARROE and WEARMOUTH. 


The Evidences remaining of theſe ancient Mo- 
naſteries are to be ſurveyed amongſt thoſe in the 
Cuſtody of the Dean and Chapter ; they having 
been united to the Priory of Durham from the 
time of the Foundation, and enjoyed as Cells to 
the ſaid Priory; thele two Monaſteries were 
founded and endowed by King Egfred, about the 
year 674; ſome of their originals and ancient 
Charters being ſet forth by Bede who was - - - -, 
and Monk of the ſame Monaſteries, in his Hiſto- 
ries of the lives of. the Abbots thereof. By the 

| | 1 | ass 
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Saxon grants are now loſt; and no wonder they are 

ſo, if we conſider the ſtate to which theſe ancient 
Monaſteries were reduced by the Pagan Danes ; 
and the poor condition which the Monks — 2 — 
found them in at the time of the Conqueſt. 


 ConveR's Evidences. 


This ancient Family, deriving its deſcent from 
Roger de Conyers, who came into England with Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, an. 1066, being anciently 
poſſeſſed of ſeveral Lordſhips within this County, 
viz. Houton, Norton, Duidſball, Holme, Hangue, 
Biſhopton, Sokeburn, Griſeb, and Stainton, has been 
all along famous and honourable for their Service 
to this County, true to the Intereſt of the Biſhops 
of Durham ; ſo [were] the Conyers Barons of the 
firſt rank, they holding Sateburn by the Tenure of 
meeting the Biſhop of Durham in the middle of the 
River Teaſe, upon his firſt acceſſion to the Biſhop- 
rick of Durham, and preſenting him with a faulkon 
1 token of his Jur. Regal. within the County Pa- 
atine. 

Of this Family there are ancient Evidences. I 
find in their pedigree references to ancient Charters 
made to them by Biſhop Villiam. There were 
anciently differences betwixt the King and Biſhop, 
touching the Guardianſhip and Cuſtody of the 
heirs of this Family, by having Eſtates that were 

held of the King as well as the Bifhop. | 
There were alſo ſeveral ancient Records, which I 
have ſeen, relating to them; but doubtleſs the 
chief Antiquities of this family are to be ſearched 
for amongſt the Evidence now poſſeſſed by the

preſent owners of the Eftates. 
"EEE 22 Bowzs 
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Bowes Evidences. 


Tris ancient Family, which Cambden tells us, 
takes it name from the Town of Bowes within the 
Honour of Richmond, have been the poſſeſſors of 
ſeveral conſiderable Eſtates within this County, 
which are now branched out into ſeveral hands, 


Streatham and Cleatbam, Barnes, Thornton. 


Sir William Bowes, in his Evidence room at 
Streatham Caſtile, is ſaid to have a good Collection of 
ancient Evidences, and his Anceſtors Sir H. Bowes 
regn. Eliz, Sir Talbot Bowes, in the Reign of King 
James I, having been much concerned in publick 
affairs, and frequently made a Commiſſioner, in 
Commiſſions awarded in behalf of the King, much 
employed in the Country buſineſs, and another of 
the Family delighting in matters of Antiquity, 
particularly Heraldry, doubtleſs there may be 
found amongſt them many remarkable Curioſities, 


The Evidences of Barnes and Rybopp were for- 
merly kept in an Evidence Room in 4 in York- 
Hire, the ancient ſeat of one of the branches of 
the Family of Bowes ; for in the yea 
upon diſputes which happened with the Rector of 
Biſhop Wearmouth, touching the Tythes of Barnes 
and Rybopp, there were then found in the ſaid Evi- 
dence Room ſeveral antient acquittances, touching 
the 2 of Barnes and Nybopp, which were made 
uſe of in the ſaid Suites. | 

But this Eſtate of Barnes and Rybopp falling into 
the hands of one Haddock, by Marriage with the 
Siſter of the laſt heirs male of the ſaid Barnes? 
Family, who being an ignorant illiterate perſon, 

| diminiſhed 
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diminiſhed and conſumed the ſaid Eſtate, and moſt 

robably the Evidences of it; for though they 
have of late been moſt induſtriouſly ſearched after, 
by an ingenious perſon Mr. Anthony Ettrick, the 
preſent owner of a moiety of Barnes, under his 
Fathers purehaſe from the ſaid Haddock, and by 
Mr. Jenkins, the owner of the other moiety, oc- 
caſioned by a Suite with the ſaid Dr. Gray, Rector 
of Biſhop Wearmouth, touching perſons Cloſes, 
and the true and ancient model of Barnes and Ry- 
hopp, yet they do aſſure us upon their Oaths, that 
the ancient Evidences are all loſt : however the 
pains that has been taken by Mr. Ettrict, in giv- 
ing us the Succeſſion of the Rectors of Biſhop 
Wearmputh, from the beginning of the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, as allo the ſeveral owners of 
Barnes from the ſame time, with remarks relating 
to the title of the ſaid Eſtate, will give us a good 
light towards making a further diſcovery. 


TINMOUT R. 


T x1s Monaſtery, in the Saxon times, was deſtroy- 
ed by Hingron and Hulba; and the Monks burnt in 
a little Church thereabouts, to which they retired: 
the Body of King Offer, (the King and Martyr) 
which was preſerved in this Monaſtery, occaſions 
its being endowed with great poſſeſſions. The 
Priory of Durham claims this Church of 7 inmouth 
as granted to them, | 

But Robert de Mowbray, Earl of Northumberland, - 
prevailed againſt them, and granted it to the Mo- 
naſtery of Saint Albans, to which it was afterwards 
accounted a Cell. 
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HrxXnaAM. 


Hers we have the relicts not only of an ancient 
Monaſtery, but of an Epiſcopal See in the Saxon 
time, | 
The Biſhoprick of Durham, viz. Int. Tine and 
Teaſe, then was comprehended within Hexham Dio- 
ceſe, and if the Charters and Evidences of that 
See, or the Monaſtery of Hexham had been till 
perſerved, we might probably have found amon 

them ſeveral relating to the Churches at leaſt with- 

in the Biſhoprick. | 
But theſe all periſhed by the barbarous Danes: 
the See being quite extinct till it became united to 
Durbam Dioceſe. _ | 
As to the Evidences belonging to the Monaſtery 
of Hexham, after the Conquelt, I find a Charter 
made by King Edo. I, confirming their poſſeſſions ; 
which recites, that all- their Evidences had been 
burnt by an Invaſion of the Scotts, in 25 Edw. I. 

But its probable after that fire ſome of them 
again were reſerved ; for that I find an Inſpeximus 
of one of them made about ten Years afterwards, 

which I found upon the Tower Roll, and happens 
at this Day to be of great uſe, in a cauſe wherein 
Jam at preſent concerned for the Right Honour- 
able the Earl of Derwentwater. . 

There is alſo an ancient Ledger Book, purely 
belonging to the Prior and Canons at Hexham, 
which appears to have been writ, anno 
which is now kept at Hexham, and commonly call- 
ed the Black Book of Hexham; in which Book is 
contained an account of their poſſeſſions and of the 
Boundaries of ſome of their Lands, &. 


KyPYER 
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KyPVYVER HosPITAL. 


This Hoſpital, founded by Biſhop Ranulpbus, 
anno 1112, had the towns of Caldicotes Clifford, and 
Tveſtone Hunſtanworth, Aymundeſton, Froſterly lands 
in Epplingoton Hottleworth, Quitlelys and Stonelys, 
Claxton, Berneccrock, Soutcroft in Giles gate, Crun- 
crock with Altonſied, and the Wood called the Frig, 
tythe of Clifton, portions of tythe in Newbottle, 
Houghton, Refhop Eaſington, Seggefield,  Schireburn, 
Queringdon, Newton, Ceſter Waſhington, Boldon, 
Clivedon, Cwycham, Ripton, and Derlington, one 
Sheave of Corn out of every plough land of the 
Biſhops Demeſnes, and of Holford, the tythes of 
all the Biſhops grounds, newly reduced to tillage 


by Biſhop Hugh, quarter for thraves of Corn in 
Bedlingtonſbire. 


TOWER. 


In the Tower of London are ſeveral Conveniences 
for keeping of Records, eſcheat Bundles. 

An Alphabetical Kalendar, called the Book of 
Names, containing the Names of all thoſe who had 
Offices or Inquiſitions after their Death. 

Seven Kalendars of Eſcheators Bundles; con- 
taining the Names of the perſons that died and 
had the Offices found with the poſs: and other In- 
quiſitions of like nature, viz. one for each of theſe 
ſeveral Reigns, Hen. III. Edw. I, II, III. Hen, 
IV. and V. Hen. VI. Edw. IV. 

Seven Books of Heirs, declaring their Heirs, 
and Ages, and ſometimes their wives, with the 
Counties wherein they had any Lands; One pro 

W * tempore, 
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tempore, Hen. III. Edw, I, II, III. Ric. II. Hen. 
IV, and V. -- 

Five Alphabetical Kalendars, or County Books, 
containing the Manors or Lands found in the ſaid 
Offices or Inquiſitions, viz. one for each of theſe 
Counties, Eſſex, Lincoln, Bedford, Berks and Buck- 
ingham. 

The like Book for the Counties of Somerſet, 
Dorſet, Devon, and Cornwall, but not Alpha- 
berically. | 

Three Kalendars, 1 collefted out of the Old 
Rolls, called Carte antiquæ, V. Dale. 2 of the 
Rolls. of King Jobn, 3 of Hen. III. 3 from the 
firſt till fourth of this reign. A Kalendar of all 
Grants of Inheritance from the Crown before Ric. 
III; or fo ancient as there are any Records here; 
which with the like were tranſmitted hither out of 
Chancery, [or 1.

Of the Books uſed in Churches and Mo- 


naſteries, &c. here in EncLanD before 
the Reformation. 


By J. Lewis, Mens iter of Margate. 


LEGEND; in which were written the 
Leſſons to be read at Mattins, which were 
ſometimes taken out of the Canonical Scriptures 
and Apochrypha; at other times from the Sermons 
or Homilies of the Fathers, and the Lives of the 
Saint, As theſe laſt were * admired by the 
common

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common people, ſo it ſeems as if in proceſs of time 


this book contained nothing elſe but theſe roman- 
tick and fabulous tales of lying wonders. In the 
inventory of the Juellys of the church of Cran- 
broke in Kent, taken 24 Henry VII, anno Domini 
I 509, it is called Sanforum Legentts. Of theſe there 
ſeem to have been two different books. One enti- 
tuled Legenda aurea Jacobi Januenſis ex ord. prædi- 
cat, Hiſtoria Longobardica : impreſſa Pariſiis per 
Udalricum Gering, Martinum Crancum et Mi- 
chaelem Friburger. anno Domini 1475, prima Sep- 
tembris. Another called Nova Legenda Angliæ im- 
preſſ. Londini, anno Domini 1816. Of theſe Lives 
we have the following character given by a Cardi- 
nal of the Romiſo Church . Hiſtoriz Sanctorum 
quædam tam incultæ, et tam ſine delectu ſcriptæ 
habentur — ut nec autoritatem habere videantur 
nec gravitatem.” Our learned Mr. Wharton thus 
deſcribes them; — Fabulous Legends which in 
this reſpect only differed from the fables of the an- 
cient Heathen poets, that they were more incredible 
and leſs elegant,” To the ſame purpoſe Melchior 
Canus, Dolenter hoc dico potius quam contu- 
melioſe' multò a Laertio vitas Philoſophorum ſeve- 
rius ſcriptas quam a Chriſtianis vitas Sanctorum 
longeque incorruptius et integrius Suetonium res 
Cæſarum expoſuiſſe, quam expoſuerunt Catholic, 
non res dico Imperatorum ſed Martyrum, Virgi- 
num, et confeſſorum. Noſtri enim plerique, vel 
adfectibus inſerviunt, vel de induſtria quoque ita 
multa confingunt, ut eorum me nimirum non ſo- 
lum pudeat, ſed etiam tædeat, Much the fame 
complaint of the manner of writing theſe Legends 
or Hiſtories of the Saints is made by Ludovicus 


Fran. Quignenii Præſat, Breviario Romano, & 
Vives 
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Vives d, « Que de iis; Apoſtolis, Martyribus, &c. 
ſunt ſcripra, præter pauca quædam, multis ſunt 
commentis fœdata, dum qui ſcribit affectui ſus 
indulget, et non quæ egit divus, {ed quæ ille egiſſe 
eum vellet exponit, ut vitam dictet allimus ert.

Legenda nova Angliz, ſeems to have been compoſe

II. The FesTivar.; fo called bickbſe it gave 
an account of all the Feſtivals of the year, with a 
Sermon upon each Feſtival. ' The prologue tells 

us, That for the help of ſuch Clerks this book 
was drawn to excuſe them for default of books, 
and by ſimpleneſs of cunning; and to ſhew unto 
the people 2 the holy Saints ſuffered and did 
for Gobp's ſake; and for his love; fo that they 
ſhould have the more devorion in Gop's Saints, 
-and with the betrer will come to the Church to 
ſerve Go, and pray his Saints of their help.“ 
Theſe Sermons were in Engliſb. It may'nt, per- 
haps, be improper to tranſcribe a part of one of 
them, to ſhew the way of preaching in uſe here in 
the times of Popery, and with what juſtice Dr. 
Wiclif, and his followers, called it © © a ſerving of 
fables, chronicles, and leſings, a preching - fables 
and flattering leſings to deceive the people in 
faith and good life, and robb them of their world] 
goods, & c. Thus then they entertained the pec 
Ple, with the moſt trifling tales and inſipid ſtories: 
Four men ſtale an Abbot's ox to their larder “. 
The Abbot did a ſentence, and curſed them: So 
three of them were ſhriven and aſked mercy. The 
fourth died, and was not aſſoiled, ati had not for-

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giveneſs. So when he was dead the ſpirit went by 
night, and feared all the people about, that none 
durſt walk after ſun- down. Then as the pariſh 
prieſt went on a night with Gop's body to houſel * 
a ſick man, this ſpirit went with him, and told 
him what he was, and "Sy he went, and prayed 
the prieſt to go to his wife, that they ſhould go 
both to the Abbot, and make him amends for his 
treſpaſs, and ſo to aſſoil him, for he might have 
no reſt, And anon the Abbot aſſoiled him, and 
he went to reſt and joy for evermore.” 1 
III. An AnTirHoNER ; fo called from the An- 
thems it contained; though they were not the 
whole of it. Since beſides them there were in this 
book the Invitatories, Hymns, Reſponſes, Verficles, 
ColleAs, Chapters, and other things pertaining to the 
chaunting of the canonical hours. Two of theſe 
books, Sir Henry Spelman tells us, coſt, in the year 
1424, twenty fix Marks, or 171. 65. 8 d, a great 
ſumm in thoſe days. But, I ſuppoſe, theſe books 
were the dearer on account of the ſong or muſical 
notes which required both ſkill and care to tran- 
ſcribe. In the inventory of Juellys of the Church 
of Cranbroke are reckoned no fewer than five Anti- 
J IV. AGA DATE or GRAIL, ſo called from the 
Gradales contained in it. This book ought to have 
had in it, The office of ſpringling holy water; the 
deginnings of the Maſſes, or the offices rie, with 
the verſes Glory be to Gop on bigh , the Gradales, 
or what is gradually ſung after the Epiſtle ; the 
Hallelujab and Tra#s, the Sequences, the Creed to be 
ſung at Maſs, the Offertories, the Hymns Holy, and 
Lamb of God, the Communion,  &c. which relate 
to the choir at the ſinging of a ſolemn Maſs.” 
Give the Sacrament.

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V. A Ps ALTER, or Sawter, or Pſalm- book. 
VI. A TRopERVY, or book of Sequences. It was 


called in Engliſb a Toper, and was a book on which 


they uſed to Wear: — © * r attulit in curia mea 
quendam Toper, et juravit ſuper illum.“ 

VII. An Oxpix AL; in which was ordained the 
manner of ſaying and ſolemnizing divine offices, 
This book ſcenis here in England to have been 
called the Pye: the reaſon of which has been vari- 
ouſly gueffedl. The compilers of our book of 
Common Prayer thus repreſent it: * That the 
number and hardneſs of the rules of it, and the 
manifold changings of the ſervice was the cauſe 
that to turn the Breviary only was ſo hard and in- 
tricate a matter, that many times there was more 
buſineſs to find out what ſhould be. read, than to 
read it, when it was found out.” The like com- 
plaint had been made before by Cardinal Fran. 
Quignomus : © ® Accedit tam perplexus ordo, tam- 
que difficilis precandi ratio, ut interdum paulo mi- 
nor opera in requirendo ponatur quam, cum inve- 
neris, in legendo.“ 

VIII. A Missat, or Maſs-book; in which is 
contained the order of celebrating Maſs ; With the 
proper Maſſes of particular Saints. 

IX. A Manvuar : ſo called becauſe it was al- 
ways at hand. In it were contained all things 


which concerned the miniſtration of the Sacraments 


and Sacramentals: * as © The bleſſing of ſalt and 
water; the ſprinkling of holy water at Eaſter; the 
bleſſing of the birad on the Lord's ay ; *

the vigil of Eaſter; the order to make a Catechu- 
men; the bleſſing of the Font; of Baptiſm; of 
the Purification of Women; the order of Matri- 
mony ; the ſervice of Pilgrims; the bleſſing of a 
Knight's new ſword ; the bleſſing of meats on Eaſ- 
ter day ; the bleſſing of fleſh, cheeſe, butter, eggs 
or Paſchal cakes; the bleſſing of new fruits; a 
bleſſing for all things whatſoever you pleaſe ; the 
bleſſing of ſeed ; the bleſſing of apples on Saint 
James the Apoſtle's day; the blefling of the alms ; 
the bleſſing of the ſhield and ſtaff for a Duel; the 
bleſſing of weak or ſore eyes; the bleſſing of a 
ſhip ; the bleſſings of the table, and graces; the 
ſervice of thoſe who are to be ſhut up in Monaſ- 
teries, &c. the Prefaces; the canon of the Maſs 
with the rubric ; the bleſſing of the Paſchal lamb, 
of eggs and herbs on Eaſter day; the order for 
viſiting the fick ; the extreme unction; the com- 
mendation of ſouls; the rubric of the vigils of the 
dead; the vigils of the dead; the pſalms to be 
chaunted at the commendation of fouls, the Maſs 
for the dead; the Burial of the dead; the bleſſing of 
the tomb; the Maſs of the holy croſs ; the Maſs of 
the bleſſed Marie; the epiſtle and goſpel of the 
Trinity; the Maſs of the Holy Ghoſt; the con- 
firmation of children; the bleſſings of all eccleſi- 
gans | aſtical 
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aſtical things; a bleſſing for all things; a bleſſing 
of a bell; Compotus, or certain rules according to 
the ſmall computation of the Reman Church, with 
many other documents; the manner of ejecting or 
ſeperating the unclean leprous from the clean ; the 
form of a will; the form of letters teſtimonial of 
the publication of banns.” Lyndwood tells us that 
under this title of Manual, are contained thoſe 
things which are uſed in Eccleſiaſtical Proceſſions, 
whenſoever they are made; ſo that alſo a Procęſſio- 
nal book may be called a Manual. So we find it in 
the preſent Roman Ritual, that the order of Proceſ- 
ſions is a part of it: But there is nothing of Proceſ- 
ſions in the Manual of which 1 have now given an 
account. | 
Out of theſe two books has been compoſed, 
ſince the Reformation, a little portable book in 
uarto with the following title: Miſſale parvum 
pro Sacerdotibus in Anglia itinerantibus. Ordo etiam 
baptizandi aliaque Sacramenta miniſtrandi et Officia 
quædam Ecclefiaſtica rite peragendi. Anno M. D. C. 
XXII. 
X. A BREVIARY. This book is ſaid to have 
been, at firſt, only the Rubric of the ſeveral Of- 
fices : and the name indeed imports it to be a ſort 
of abridgment or compendium, But whatever it 
was at firſt, its now a large book, divided into 
four parts according to the four ſeaſons of the 
year; viz, Pars Hiemalis, Pars Verna, Pars Aſtiva 
and Pars Autumnalis, This its largeneſs is owing a 
good deal to the prodigious encreaſe of Holy days, 
tor all which there are diſtinct Offices and Le- 
gends, beſides thoſe for the ſeveral Sundays 
throughout the year. We are told by Pope Pius V, 
in his Bull, prefixed to this book, that it was firſt 
of all conſtituted or compiled by the Popes Gela- 
> 029194 Y 2 Aus, 
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Aus, and Gregory I. and reformed by Pope Gregory 
VII, when by length of time it had ſwerved from 
the antient inſtitution. Pope Clement VII encou- 
raged Cardinal Fran. Quignonius to reform it after 
the form of the antient Fathers, ſo as to enlarge 
the Leſſons taken out of the Holy Scriptures. 
How much it needed ſuch a reformation may be 
concluded from what the Cardinal ſays of it, and 
what indeed Pope Pius owns in his Bull to be 
true; that ** paulatim a ſanctiſſimis veterum Pa- 
trum inſtitutis diſcederetur:“ or in the Pope's 
words, that ** diuturnitate temporis ab antiqua in- 
ſtitutione deflexiſſet: that by degrees and length 
of time it had been altered from its ancient inſti- 
tution. The Cardinal particularly inſtances in the 
manner of reading the Holy Scriptures, and the 
Hiſtories of the Saints, which are appointed to be 
read for Leſſons on-Feſtivals. As to the firſt he 
obſerves, ** That the books of Holy Scripture 
uſed antiently to be read through at ſtated times 
of the year; whereas now they were leit off being 
read when they were ſcarce begun : or that com- 
monly when any book of the Bible was begun, at- 
ter three or four chapters were read out, all the 
reſt were unread.” Then as to the Stories of the 
Saints, he ſaid, ** That ſome of them were ſo rude, 
and written with ſo little care, that they were not 
only of no manner of credit or authority, but very 
filly and ridiculous, and fitter to provoke laughter, 
: than to make men ſerious.” The Cardinal added, 
| That the order of the book was ſo perplexed, 
and the manner of praying by it ſo difficult, that 
ſometimes little leſs labour was required to find 
that out, than to read it when it was found.” He

therefore, at the earneſt entreaty of the Pope, ap- 
plied his utmoſt diligence to put this book into a 
better method, He took particular care, that all 
the . Scriptures ſhould be read over once a year, 
and the whole Pſalter once a week : The Verſicles, 
Reſponds, . and little Chapters, he omitted, as 
making the ſervice too tedious and laborious ; for 
the ſame reaſon he quite left out the office. of the 
Virgin Mary, and ſuch Hiſtories of the Saints, as had 
been introduced by the particular raſhneſs of ſome 
perſons, and which were no way equal to Fold he 
retained either for probability, or gravity : ſince 
theſe: were taken out of approved Latin and Greek 
Authors, and were now written a new by the Car- 
dinal in a more correct ſtile, and diſpoſed by him 
throughout the year. By theſe means the Cardinal 
reckoned the Ereviary, thus reviewed, had theſe 
tollowing advantages above that in uſe. 1. They 
who prayed by it had more ſkill and knowledge in 
the Holy. Scriptures. 2. The book was more uſe- 
ful and expeditious, on account of the great ſim- 
plicity of its order, and its brevity. 3. The ſtories 
of the Saints were ſo written, as not to have any. 
thing in them that could give offence to any ſeri- 
. ous and learned perſons who heard them read. 
Pope Paul himſelf acknowledged, that ſome were 
enticed by the appearance of a more commodious 


Office, to betake themſelves to the ſhortneſs of this 


New Breviary. 

Pope Clement, who had entreated the Cardinal to 
make this review, dying before it was finiſhed, it 
was ſo far approved of by his ſucceſſor Paul III, 
as to be publiſhed by his command. But by a 


Bull of Pope Pius V, 1368, was this New Breviary, 


as it is there called, taken away and aboliſhed, and 
all other Breviaries publiſhed by Biſhops in thet, 
dioceſes, 
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dioceſes : who had their Uſes and proper Offices, 
it being a part of the epiſcopal Office to provide 
the Liturgy in their ſeveral churches. But now, it 
ſeems, the Pope claimed a power paramount to 
them; and aſſerted that it was very decent, that 
there ſhould be in the church of Go but one 
manner of finging, and one rite of 1 
Maſs, and that every where all ſhould obſerve an 
embrace the things delivered to them by the Holy 
Roman Church, the Mother and Miſtreſs of the 
een de rope 
This book ſeems to have been called here in 
England a Portuaſs, and Portal; * Sir Jobn Saun- 
ders, Prebendary of Wingham, and Parſon of Dim- 
church, and Vicar of Aſh in Kent, by his will dated 
1509, bequeathed to the Chapel of Richborough, 
dependent on the church of 4f, one Portuis print- 
ed, with a Maſs- book, which was Sir Thomas the 
old Prieſt's. Sir Robert Car Prieſt in the pariſh of 
Feverſham, by his will dated July 16, 1526, gives 
to Sir Thomas Porche a Portal. * In the barbarous 
Latin its named Portiforium. Out of this book 
was compiled another with the following title: 
Horæ diurnæ Breviarii Romani.

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XII. CHARTULARIUM, A Chartulary ; ſo called 
from the Charters it contained. It was a book 
wherein were Tranſcripts or Copies of the evi- 
dences relating to the eſtate - of the Religious 

Houſes, &c. as of the Charters of our Kings 
either by way of Grant, or Confirmation of the 
Grants of others; of the Donations of private 
perſons, and the Archbiſnops confirmations of 
them; of the Popes Bulls, and their definitive 
ſentences, concerning the diſputes ariſing about 
their lands and tithes. This book was likewiſe 
called a Leiger book, perhaps from the French e- 
guer to bequeath : The gifts and eſtates bequeathed 
ro the Monaſteries, Hoſpitals, &c. being here re- 

iſtered. It ſeems likewiſe to have been called a 
Coucher, which was a general Regiſter book. 

XIII. A MaxTyRoLoGy, Calender, or Journal; 
in which were regiſtered the names of thoſe to 
whom the Religious granted their Letters of Fra- 
ternity, * Ac etiam nomen veſtrum f Martirolo- 


gio Capituli noſtri, ob perpetuam rei memoriam, 
ſpecialiter intituletur.“ 


Moſt of theſe books are thus d in * an 
Act for aboliſhing and putting away diverſe books, 
&c.” 3, 4 Edw. VI. c. 10. Auipboners, Grailes, 
PE: Manuals, Legends, Pies, Portuaſſes, 
Primers, Ceuchers, Journals, Ordinals. To which 
are added in the Act, 3 James I. c. 5. Roſaries, 
Lady Pſalters and Catechiſmes. 

Roſaries and Lady Pſalters. * They conſiſted of 
150 Ave Maries and fifteen Pater Noſters, which 
, are ſaid to have made together fifreen parts of an 
ordinary Crown, and are to be repeated once a

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week by every one who is admitted into the fel- 
lowſhip of the Holy Roſarie, who is to contem- 
plate the fifteen divine Myſteries of Jeſus Chrift, 
and of Marie his Mother, each of them in the ſe- 
veral parts of the foreſaid Crown or Roſary; of 
which Myſteries the five firſt are called Gaudious; 
the ſecond five Dolorous; and the third five Glori- 
ous, Father Peter de Medrano tells us, that the 
Roſary is therefore called a P/alter, becauſe the 
number of 150 Ave Maries agrees to or is the ſame 
with that of the 150 Pſalms of David: and pre- 
tends, that the rite or ceremony of reciting the 
Marian Roſary, had its beginning from the firſt be- 
ing of the Church, and took its riſe from the 
Apoſtles, out of obedience to the Virgin Mary her- 
ſelf : though he owns, that the more ſolemn feſti- 
val of our Lady of the Roſary had its original 
from a famous victory obtained over the Turks at 
ſea in the time of Pope Pius V, October 7, 1571. 
Beſides theſe I find mention made of the follow- 
ing books. | 
1. An Ob/equial or Benedictional; which, I ſup- 
poſe, Sa the forms of the profeſſion of obe- 
dience made to the Pope by Patriarchs, Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops, Abbats, &c. and of the Bene- 
dict ions uſed on this occaſion. _ 
2. A Diurnal, perhaps the ſame with the Journal. 
3. A Confeſſional, containing the rules to be ob- 
ſerved in hearing and making Confeſſions. 
4. A Book of Homilies, perhaps of the ſame na- 
ture with the Feſtzval, . 
5. An Obituary, in which were regiſtered the 
deaths of the Abbats, Priors, &c, |

Of che VESTMENTS in uſe in the Church of 
ENGLAND before the Reformation : 
By the ſame. 


I. FT\HE Pxincirar VesTMENT. This is the 
firſt mentioned by our Canoniſt Lyndword 
of thoſe Veſtments, which were to be found or 
provided at the charge of the Pariſhioners : and 
was to be uſed, as he informs us, on the principal 
Holy-days.” It was a Cope made cloſe on both 
ſides, and open only at the top and bottom; ſo 
that when the prieſt had occaſion to uſe his hands 
he took up the Cope before. This garment was 
richer or ' ther than ordinary, being ſometimes made 
of gold tiſſew, of purple or crimſon velvet, &c. 
as we find by the Inventorys we,have of the Jewels 
of pariſh churches in thoſe times of ignorance and 
ſuperſtition. Under this Principal Veſtment, on 
ſuch principal days, the Prieſt wore 
II. A CnasuBLE or CHEsIBLE, which in the 
Pontifical is called the Sacerdotal or Prieſtly Veſt- 
ment, as if it was peculiar to that Order. Lyndzwoed 
tells us, that it was “called a Chefble *, becauſe like 
a little cottage it covered all the man.” It was a 
Cope ſhorter than the principal Cope, and not 
cloſe as that was, but open on each ſide; ſo that 
the Prieſt who uſed it had the free uſe of his hands. 
On the fore and hind part of it there was a large

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fon calls a Tunicle; being a garment with ſleeves

Croſs, It was worn at Maſs, not only by the 
Prieſt, but by his aſſiſtant Deacon and Sub- deacon; 
only with this difference, that the Prieſt's Cheſible 
was rounded at the bottom, whereas the Deacon's, 
&c. was ſquare. This garment was likewiſe called 
a Planet, to diſtinguiſh it, I ſuppoſe, from the 
Cheſible worn by the Deacon, &c. This che Ex- 
planation of the Garments, wherewith the Prieſt is 
habited during the time of Maſs, calls the upper- 
moſt Veſtment, and obſerves, that it expreſſes or 
te ſignifies the purple garment the ſouldiers put on 
Jzsus CHRIST, Mark xxv, and the heavy croſs 
alſo that CHRIST carried on his bleſſed ſhoulders 
to Mount Calvary.” But our Biſhop Chriftofer/on © 
calls the Twnicle the upper Veſtment. which the 
Prieſt putteth upon him laſt of all, and which,” he 
ſays, © repreſenteth the purple robe, &c.“ | 
III. A Darmarie. The Veſtment worn by th 
Prieſt at Maſs under the Chaſuble. It was a fort of 


Tunic, and, very probably, what Biſhop' Gbriſtafer- 


like thoſe of a Night Gown, and ſo long as to 
reach down to the feet, and girt round the waſt 
with the Surcingle. niir 

IV. A Tune, which was ſomewhat ſhorter chan 
the DaLMaTic, and was worn by the Sub deacon, 
when he attended on the Prieft at Maſs. _ 
V. A Cops for the Quire. This was of the fame 
form, with the Principal Ve/tment, or belt: Cope. 
Lyndword obſerves, that this garment “ was worn by 


the Prieſt in the Quire out of Maſs-time, when he 


performed or celebrated divine Offices there, eſpe-

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cially when he miniſtered incenſe at the Altar, or 
ſaid the Collects there.“ To this Cope, he fays, 
_ were theſe following Appendices : 

The Auer or AmeEss, which the Prieſt wore 
on his head. It had a crofs embroidered on that part 
of it which came over the Prieſt's forehead. Of 
what it was made, whether linnen or woollen, 1 
don't know, but in our Canons of 1572, it is 
called the Gra- Amit, which looks as if it was 
made of woollen cloth. In a Popiſh book called 
a Manual of devout prayers, &c. its decribed to be 
* a linnen cloth which the Prieſt pulls over his 
face, and faſtens in his neck .“ It ſignifies, fay 
they, who explain the ceremonies of the Maſs, 
„ the Rag of linnen wherewith the Jews blinded 
CHRIST our Saviour in mockery, when they imote 
and buffered him.” 

2. The SURCINGLE, called alſo Cingulum cintIo- 
rium. This Lyndewood repreſents as white, but of 
what materials it was made I know not. It was 
twiſted as a rope, and knotted at each end with 
taſſels. The name of Surcingle ſeems to have been 
given to it on account. of its being tied over the 
Dalmatic, or Tunicle, It repreſents, the explainers 
of the ceremonies of the Maſs fay, the Whip 
wherewith CuyrIsT was beat by Pilate.” | 

3. The ManieLe or FLANNEL is a ſtrip of 
innen or Glk embroidered with croſſes, and fring- 
ed at one end; which the Prieſt at Maſs twiſted 
about his left arm. The Heathen Prieſts, when 
they ſacrificed, uſed to wear on their left arms, like 
our cooks, a napkin to wipe away the ſweat occa- 
ſioned by their labour in killing and flaying the 
beaſt, and. burning its fleſh on the altar, In imi-

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tation of them thoſe Chriſtian Elders, who fancied 
themſelves ſacrificing Prieſts, wore this Maniple, 
though it ſerved them more for ornament than for 
uſe. The explainers of the ornaments uſed at the 
holy ſacrifice of the Maſs tell us, that this Mani- 
ple or Flannel figureth the Rope, wherewith the 
2 did bynde our Saviour JEsvs when they 
rought him before Annas.” 

4. A STOLE, is a broad piece of white linnen, 
or of ſilk fringed at both ends, and ſometimes 
embroidered with Croſſes, worn by the Prieſt 
about his neck over the Tunicle, ſo that it hung 
down before to the middle of the leg. Sometimes 
it was croſs'd upon the Prieſt's breaſt, ſo as not to 
reach much lower than his knees. The. Greeks 
called it Orarium ; and they who explain the myſ- 
tical uſe of theſe ornaments tell us, that “the 
Stole, which the Prieſt putteth about his neck, re- 
preſenteth the cord or rope, wherewith our Savi- 
OUR was bound, when he was beat with whips.” 

By all which it appears, that theſe four laſt, 
though mentioned by Lyndwood, as appendices of 
a Cope which was worn in the Quire or Chancel 
out of Maſs-time, or when Maſs was not celebrat- 
ed, are part of the Maſs-habit. Accordingly they 
are all mentioned in the preſent Roman Miſlal, 
among the directions for the Prieſt's dreſſing him- 
ſelf when he is to celebrate or ſay Maſs ©. Firſt, he 
puts on the Ami, then the Albe, which he girts 
with the Surcingle; after that he puts the Maniple 
on his left arm, then fits the Stole about his neck, 
and laſt of all takes the Planet or Chaſuble. 

VI. An Albe or Aube, fo called from its being 
made of white linnen, was a garment made full 
and gathered about the neck like a Surpleſs, only

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the ſleeves were cloſe at the hands, like thoſe of 
a Night-gown, or gathered like a ſhirt-ſleeves. On 
them were {quare flaps, as likewiſe at the bottom 
before and behind to ſignifie, as the explainers of 
theſe rites tell us, © the four nails driven into 
CnrisT's hands and feet.” The Rubric in the 
Maſs-book orders it to be adjuſted, when its put 
on, as that it ſhould * flow equally, or all round, 
a finger*s breadth or therabouts above the ground.” 
VII. A SurPLEss, ſo called becauſe worn over 
the Pelles, the ſkins or furs with which the Monks 
and Prieſts were habited, is an Alb, with large 
open ſleeves, that hung down almoſt to the border 
of it. Ir uſed to have a Crucifix embroidered on 
the back of it, and to be laced round the neck 
and ſleeves. For which reaſon the firſt Engliſb Li- 
turgy orders the Prieſt to wear a plain Albe or Sur- 
pleſs. Every pariſh was ordered to have three of 
theſe Veſtments ; viz. one for the Prieſt, Deacon, 
and Sub-deacon. | | 
VIII. A RocgEr; which differs from a Surple/s 
and Albe, in that it is without ſleeves, and is or- 
dered to be worn by the Clark that miniſters to the 
Prieſt, or by the Prieſt himſelf, when he baptizes 
and wants to have his arms at liberty and diſen- 
cumbered. 
Theſe were Veſtments, which by Archbiſhop 
ArundePs Conſtitution, A. D. 1305, the pariſhi- 
oners of the ſeveral pariſhes were to find at their 
coſts and charges. But by the Inventories of the 
Church Jewels at that time we find there were be- 
ſides all theſe Hoods, which were worn by the 
Prieſts over their Surplices. Theſe were lined and 
furred, according to the degree, I ſuppoſe, of the 
perſon who wore them. By whom theſe were 
found it is not ſaid : but they not being to be 
provided 
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provided at the coſts of the pariſhioners, they muſt 
have been either bought by the Prieſts, or be the 
ift of ſome devout benefactor. | | 
All theſe Veſtments above mentioned in general, 
and in particular, Gop was invoked to © purifie;

HE love of Hiſtorical Fruths which you 
ſhew yourſelf to have, and the willingneſs 

you expreſs to © convey into the world any facts, 
if they are truly and ſufficiently atteſted; and 
not accompanied with rancour arid ſpite,“ encou- 
rapes. me to ſend you the following Remarks. 
Among other inſtances of rhe hatred of the late 
Biſhop Burnet concerved in the minds of ſore men 
this is one; the publiſhing an Advertiſement, in the 
Evening Poſt No. 2254 ; wherein we have notice 
given us, that in ſuch pages of Mr. Collier's Eccle- 
fiaſtical Hiſtory, Vol. II, as are there mentioned, 
the Biſhop's ** miſtakes, defective reaſonings, and 
partialities” in his I and II Volumes of the Hiſtory 
of the Reformation are plainly diſcovered : and 
that theſe ©* miſperformances” of his are * appa- 
rent and undeniable.” This, I ſuppoſe, the Ad- 
vertiſer thought to be the ſhortett way with the 
Biſhop, and a moſt compendious method of de- 
ſtroying his credit and reputation.

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Mr. Colljer's ſecond Volume here referred to was 
publiſhed long enough before the Biſhop's death 
for his Lordſhip to peruſe.

ave this character of it, that ** the learned Writer 
Ends his Hiſtory often in his way, - but 
deſigns all through to ſet ſuch Remarks on his, as

ral were delated for teaching and learning the Ten 
Commandments, Pater Noſter, Ave, and Creed in 
Engliſh, and were forced to abjure their doing ſo to 
have their liberty. Why were they to © abyure,” 
it their learning the Ten Commandments, &c. in 
Engliſh was no crime? I dont find that Mr. Collier 
offers to aſſert, that there was at this time any 
Tranſlation of the Ten Commandments, &c. into

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Engliſb allowed of by the then Church of England. 
What Tranſlation there was of them ſeems to have 
been made by that famous Reformer, Dr. Jobn 
Wiclif. Now by a Conſtitution of Archbiſhop 
Arundel any who read any little book or Tract of 
John Wiclif, without its being firſt examined and 
approyed by one of the Univerſities, was decreed 
and ordained to ſuffer as a promoter of ſchiſm and 
hereſy : in other words, this was © enough to bring 
them to the ſtake.” As ro what Mr. Collier adds, 
That the Lollards ſtruck at the fundamentals of 
the Church, and had very dangerous opinions 
both with reſpect to faith and property ;” whatever 
truth there may be in the former part of the cen- 
ſure, if by Church he means the then Church of 
England, there is none in the latter, as Mr. Collier 
would have known had he kept to his matter; 
Juvat integros accedere fontes. | 

P. 19. C. 2. Mr. Collier refers to Anthony Har- 
mar, whom he calls “ a learned Remarker, as ob- 
ſerving, that what the Biſhop ſays of the Religious 
in his Hiſtory, Part I. pag. 22. is a very hard cen- 
ſure upon a whole Order of men.” But that this is 
no falſe cenſure is plain from the writers quoted by 
the judicious Biſhop Sanderſon, ad Populum Ser- 
mon. IV, who gives this character of the Monks, 
&c. © Evil beaſts, flow bellies, ſtall- fed Monks 
and Friers who by their ſenſual wallowing 
in all eaſe and idleneſs, and fulneſs of bread, and 
(the fruits of theſe) in abominable and prodigious 
filthineſs and luxury, became as Proverbs and 
By-words in the mouths and pens of men of all 
ſorts.” The Biſhop has not run a greater length 
of ſatyr than this, upon the inſignificancy and miſ- 


behaviour of the Religious. Its reporting a falſe

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< refers to the reign of King Edgar, for the Monks 
ſettlement here in "England, His Lordſhip only re- 
fers to thoſe days for the beginning of the increaſe 
of Monkery here.

1. that the leading Churchmen thought all in- 
novation dangerous, and that the fundamentals of

Page 104, Col. 1. Mr. Collier inſults the Biſhop 
for his calling Crom well's office of © Vice- gerent and 
Vicar- general two different places;“ affirming they 
« were held by two different commiſſions, and not 
recollecting his miſtake when his | Lordſhip: met 
with CromwelPs commiſſion for Vicar-general. . But 
there is this to be ſaid for his Lordſhip; that it 
appears by the King's commiſſion to thoſe whom 
Cromwell had deputed to be the King's commiſſa- 
ries, under him, that Cromwell was ſtiled Vice: ge- 
rent, Vicar general, Special and Principal Com- 
miſfary and Official. Now its plain from Lyndwood 
that Vicariorum generalium poteſtas differt ab Of- 

ficialium Principalum poteſtate.” Why might not 

then the power of a Vice-gerent differ from that of 
a Vicar-general? The Act 31 Hen. VIII, c. 10. 
appoints the Vice-gerent to fit upon the ſame 
Form that the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ſitteth on, 
and above the ſame Archbiſhop, Biſhop Stilling- 
fleet ſeems to have thought the offices of * 
an 
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and Vicar-general two different offices: Thus he 
expreſſes himſelf: By virtue of this Act 26 Hen. 
VIII, c. 1. Cromwell was made Vice-gerent and 
Vicar-general, for both are in the ſame commiſ- 
ſion,” And yet it appears that Cromwell was ſum- 
moned to Parliament by the title of the King's 
Vicar general in Spirituals. As to the, Biſhop's 
% meeting with Cromwels Commiſſion for Vicar- 
general,“ it does not appear that his Lordſhip ever 
met with it. Mr. Collier very roundly affirms, that 
<« jt 1s ſtill extant,” and refers to a copy of it in his 
Collection. But beſides that what we find there is 
only a piece of a Commiſſion, Mr. Collier himſelf 
calls it“ King Henry the eighth's Commiſſion in 
allowance of the deputation made by Cromwell Vi- 
car-general.” 055 

Page 108. Col. 2. Mr. Collier accuſes the Biſhop 
of ſaying, thzr © about the end of the eighth cen- 
tury the Monks poſſeſſed themſelves of the greateſt 
part of the riches of the Nation, — the beſt part 
of the ſoil of England.” But this 1s very foul miſ- 
repreſentation. The Biſhop's words are“ about 
the end of the eighth century the Danes began to 
make their deſcents into England, and made eve 
where great depredations; and finding the Monks 
had poſſeſſed themſelves, of the greateſt part of 
the riches of the Nation, they made their moſt 
frequent inroads upon theſe places where th 
knew the richeſt ſpoyl was to be found.” I hele 
words of the Biſhop, fairly conſtrued, cannot 
be underſtood preciſely of the time when the Danes 
began to make their defcent, viz. 750, or as others 
write, 754, 870. Theſe deſcents of . theirs con- 
tinued till 1009 : during which time our Hiſto- 
rians aſſure us, that they did plunder many of the 
Monaſteries, and take from them a great many 
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valuable things, both in Gold and Silver, to wit, 
Croſſes, Chalices, and Candleſticks. See the Saxon 
Chronicle. What the Biſhop ſays of the Religious 
having the beſt part of the ſoil of England,” is 
in his preface to the Second Volume of his Hiſtory; 
where his Lordſhip writes of “the Diſcovery of 
the Impoſture of purgatory,” which muſt refer to 
the time of the Reformation ; when Biſhop Saun- 
derſon tells us, they were Lords of little leſs than 
one half the Temporalties [Lordfſhips, &c.] of the 

Kingdom.” 
Page 109. Col. 1. Mr. Collier calls the Biſhop's 
ſaying, that the tranſlation of the Scriptures into 
the Vulgar tongue, continued till the ſtate of 
Monkery roſe : And then, when they engroſſed the 
Riches, and the Popes the Dominion of the World, 
it was not conſiſtent with theſe deſigns, nor with 
the arts uſed to promote them, to let the Scriptures 
be much known,” a ſevere accuſation and attempts 
to diſprove it. But how? Why by ſhewing what 
nobody denies, that the Holy Scriptures were 
tranſlated into the Saxon tongue. But is it not a 
notorious fact, that afterwards they were read in 
the Churches in Latin, and the people denied the 
uſe of them? Can Mr. Collier ſay that the Scrip- 
tures were tranſlated into the Engliſb ſpoken after 
the Conqueſt, till Dr. Wiclif undertook it, viz. 
above 300 Years? No; its a juſt obſervation made 
by Mr. V barton, that the means of greater 
knowledge were ſtudiouſly hidden from the people, 
the ignorance of the Laity was ſo advantageous to 
the intereſt of the Clergy.” Inſomuch that we are 
aſſured by Richard Fitzraugb, Archbiſhop of Ar- 
magh, 1357, that he had “ ſent 3 or 4 of the Rec- 
tors of Pariſh Churches in his Dioceſe to Oxford, 
and that they were forced to return back to their 
own 
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own Country Ireland, becauſe they could not buy or 
have a Bible to uſe, or any other Books of Divini- 
ty; they being all bought up by the Friers, &c.“ 

Page 170. Col. 2. Our learned Church Hiſto- 
rian accuſes the Biſhop of miſreporting Bonner,” 
becauſe his Lordſhip intimates he was of the“ Po- 
Piſh party,” when he took out the King's Commil- 
fion for his Biſhoprick, 1339. Fox,” our Hiſ- 
torian ſays, © has given ſeveral inſtances to prove, 
that Bonner, till the Fall of Cromwell, was a zealous 
promoter of the Reformation, which is likewiſe 
afterwards confeſs'd by the Biſhop ;” who ſays of 
him, Hiſtor. part I. p. 299, Now Bonner began 
to ſhew his nature. Hitherto he had acted another 
part. For being moſt extremely deſirous of pre- 
terment, he had ſo complied with Cromwell and 
Cranmer, that they had great confidence in him.” 
Juſt as 7obn Duke of Northumberland acted in the 
next reign, Does Mr. Collier himſelf really believe 
that ever Bonner was not of the Popiſh party, or 
that bond fide, and by principle he was a © zealous 
promoter of the Reformation?“ 

Page 173. Col. 2. Mr. Collier ſays of the Biſhop 
that he cenſures our Hiſtorians without proof.“ 
Becauſe his Lordſhip ſays, * ſome of our own 
writers deſerve a very ſevere cenſure who write, that 
the Abbots of Glaſtenbury, Reading, and Colcheſter, 
were attainted of high Treaſon for denying the 
King's Supremacy :* for which his Lordſhip gives 
this reaſon, which one would think was a 
one, that the whole Clergy, but moſt particular- 
ly the Abbots, had over and over again acknows- 
ledged the King's Supremacy.” But there's na 
ſuch thing as the Biſhop's pleaſing Mr. Collier. But 
a few pages before he blames the Biſhop for miſre- 
preſenting and W charging the Religious 
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as conſtant oppoſers of the Reformation, when they 
had made a general renunciation of the Popes 
Supremacy.” 
But now the tables are turned, and we are told 
that © peoples opinions alter ſometimes, and Con- 

ſcience and Courage improve,” for a proof of 

which he inſtances in Gardiner, who had“ ſolemn- 
ly renounced the Pope's Authority, but notwith- 
ſtanding all his diſclaiming, there were violent pre- 
ſumptions that he had ſecretly reconciled himſelf 
to the Pope.” To which inſtance he might have 
added that of Frier Foreſt, one of the Obſervant 
Friers, who, its ſaid, declared that “he tooke the 
- Oath with his outward man, but his inward man 
never conſented thereunto.” Rare examples of 
% Conſcience and Courage improving!“

Page 220. Col. 2. Mr. Collier, in expreſs contra- 
diction to the Biſhop, who had ſaid, that the 
Privy Councils Authority had been raiſed fo high 
by 31 Hen. VIII, c. 8, that they were impowered 
ſufficiently for diſplacing” the Lord Chancellor or 
putting him out of his Office, affirms, that “ if 
the Privy Council had no other warrant to ſupport 
their proceedings than this Act, *tis pretty plain 
they exceeded their Authority : The Statute,” he 
lays, © relates only to proclamations z and it is 
i 4 expreſsly 
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expreſsly provided, that the words, meaning and in- 


tent of this Af be not underſtood, &c, that by virtue 
of it any of the King's liege people, &c. ſhould have 
any of his or her Inheritances, lawful Poſſeſſions, Of- 
fices, Liberties, Privileges, Franchiſes, Goods or Chat- 
tels taken from them.

Highneſs with the advice of his Honourable Coun- 
fell, could not diſpoſſeſs a Lord Chancellor of his 
Office, or that the Office of a Lord Chancellor was 
an Office of Inheritance. But for this I refer my- 
ſelf to thoſe who are learned in our Laws. 
Page 247. Col. 1. Mr. Collier oppoſes the learn- 
ed Dr. Hammond to the Biſhop, as of a different 
ſentiment” from his Lordſhip ; who affirmed, that 
« it is certain that confeſſion to a prieſt is no where 
injoined in the Scripture.” Of this I ſhould have 
taken no notice was it not one of the places referr'd 
to in the Advertiſement ; it being nothing to the 
Hiſtory of the Reformation, what the Sentiments 
are of Dr. Hammond or Biſhop Burnet.

Col. The Biſhop is chaſtiſed for giv- 
ing © a reafon that is not ſtrong enough to *

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Aſſertion.“ The Aſſertion is, that in the . pri- 
mitive Church there was no obligation to confeſs 
ſecret Sins.” The Reaſon given by the Biſhop 
for this Aſſertion is, that all the Canons were 
about publick ſcandals.” Does Mr. Collier deny 
this ? or does he produce any Canon obliging men, 
&c. to. confeſs their ſecret Sins, make a diſcovery 
of their Lives, open their minds, and lay even 
their thoughts before a Prieſt? No. How then 
does it appear that. there was in the Primitive 
Church any obligation. to confeſs ſecret Sins ? 
Why Mr. Collier ſays, ** They who confeſſed private- 
ly were ordered to do open penance.” But by what 
Authority were they ſa ordered, if all the Canons 
were about public Scandals? The words quoted 
by Mr. Collier don't prove this Aſſertion of his;

Surely Men and Women 
may abſtain from the Communion for a time, and 
yet not do. public penance, Mr. Bingham aſſures 
us, that as to private crimes they laid no neceſſity 
upon the Conſciences of men, to make either pub- 
lic or private Confeſſion of them to any beſides 
God, to qualify them for the Communion.” 
Page 248. Col. 1. Mr. Collier tells us, that the 
Biſhop. . ſomewhat miſtakes matter of Fact,“ in 
reporting, that at the time of the Reformation 
there was © a total diſuſe of all publick Cenſure:“ 
and proves it by Fane. Shore's doing public penance 
in King Edward V time, Then he obſerves that 
Heylin gives a different aceount from that of the 
Biſhop of the reception of the New Communion 
Book. The Biſhop had ſaid that © it was received 
over England without any oppoſition.” HFeylin tells 
us, that in Obedience unto the Lords of the 
Council's. commands, to cauſe the ſaid Book to be 
delivered 
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delivered to every Parſon, Vicar, &c. as all the 
Biſhops did not perform their parts alike, ſo many 
Pariſh. Prieſts, not being willing to advance ſo 
good a Work, laboured to diſaffect the people to 
the .preſent Government. And to that end it was 
endeavoured in their Sermons to poſſeſs their Au- 
ditors with an ill opinion of the King.” But the 
Biſhop obſerves that complaints were brought 
of Gardiner, that he did ſecretly detract from the 
King's proceedings, and that the Popiſh Clergy 
began generally to have it ſpread among them, that 
though they had acknowledged the King's Supre- 
macy, yet they had never owned the CounciPs Su- 
remacy.”

Page 262. Col. 1. The Biſhop is charged with 
« a miſtake in affirming that the Engliſb Clergy 
were not by any vow precluded from Marriage. 
To prove this, the Biſhop obſerves, that © the 
Rites of the Roman Pontifical did not oblige them 
to cœlibate. The words were, Wilt thou follow 
Chaſtity, and Sobriety ? to which the Subdeacon 
anſwered Iwill. But that there was no ſuch Queſ- 
tion or Anſwer made in the forms of the Ordina- 
tion of the Engliſh Clergy.” What now does Mr. 
Collier ſay to this? Why that © by a Canon of the 
Council of Wincheſter held under Lanfrank, thoſe 
who were ordain'd Prieſts or Deacons had a form 
reſcrib'd them for renouncing Matrimony.” And 
is not this a demonſtration that the Exgliſß Clergy 
were 6bliged at their ordination. to profeſs Chaſti- 
ty?

torian of Opinions, not of Faiis, Mr. Collier has a 
mind to let us know that his opinion 1s, that an

Whereas Mr. Collier ſays, immediately after Cran-

toral ſtaff put in his hand, and the Chalice with 
Bread in it, for the Prieſt,* ſome of the Conſecrat- 
ing, and Ordaining Ceremonies,“ But he comforts 
himfelf with this conſideration, [P. 7. C. 1. ] that 
he “can better afford to be ſomewhat miſtaken 
than the Biſhbp: : for granting him right in this 
remark, he is plainly wrong in all the reſt.” How 
true this is, let any, one judge who conſiders what 
has been ſaid of Thomas Becket. But as if it was 
the deſign of providence by permitting Mr. Collier 
to Yonder as he does, to teach him humility, he 
miſtakes even after reproving the Biſhop, and in- 
ſpecting the Book, or an Ser of the record.“ 
Let him look once more: Hell And chat gde Cha- 
lice with the Bread in it,“ is not one of the © ordain- 
ing ceremonies”. for a Prieſt. The words of the 
Rubric are: * The Biſhop ſhall, deliver to every 
one of them the Bible in the one hande, and the 
Chalice,, or Cup with the Bread in the other hande, 
and ſaie.“ It ſeems taken from the Roman Ponti- 
Vor. II. D d fical 
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fical de Ordinatione Preſoyteri : Where the Biſho 
is thus repreſented : © Tum tradit cuilibet ſuccel- 
ſive Calicem cum vino et aqua et patenam ſuperpoſi- 
tam cum Hoſtia.”

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| The earlieſt Viſitation in the Library of the College of 
Arms is that of Worceſterſhire, Berks, Oxon, Wilts, Gloucefter- 
ſhire, and Staffordſhire, by Benolt, Clarencieux, in the year 
i528—9g; and the lateſt Commiſſion of Viſitation bears date 
the 13th of May, 2 Fames II, 1686. This Commiſſion was 
granted to Sir Henry Saint George, Clarencieux, and authoriſ- 
ed him to viſit his Province, from time to time, as often, and 
when, he ſhould think-meet and convenient for the ſame. In 
conſequence of this Commiſſion Sir Henry began his Viſitation 
on the 8th day of Fuly, 1686. In 1687 he viſited the Wards 
of Billingsgate, Caftle Baynard, and Cornhi/l, and afterwards 
regiſtred ſome Pedigrees which bear date ſo late as the years 
1700, 1703, and 1704. | 
When the Powers of the Curia Militaris, or Earl Maſial's 

Court ceaſed, by reaſon that no Conſtable of England was ap- 
pointed, the Officers of Arms could no longer maintain their 
authority, enforce their commands, or puniſh delinquents : 
ſo that Commiſſions for Viſitations which had been occaſion- 
ally granted from che 2oth of Henry VIII, to the year 1686, 
were no longer applied for.

The Paſſion for preſerving and authenticating Pedigrees 
and armorial enfigns continued ſomewhat more than a centu- 
ry.

fIn the Harleian Library, No. 3967, are pedigrees of De- 
vonſbire Gentry by Hugh Cotgrave, Richmond herald, with 
additions by R. Brooke. No. 4278 is a parochiale 1602, and 
inquiſitions 9 Edward II. 


Sir William Pole, of Shute, in this county, bart. high-ſheriff 
of Devon, ult. Elixabeih, wrote, with great judgement and 
faithfulneſs, “a Deſcription of Devonſbire, of which the 
late John Anſtis, Eſq; had a tranſcript written in his own 
hand, and ſold amongſt his other MSS, at public auction in 
1768. Dr. Milles cauſed a copy to be taken from this tran- 
ſcript, which is now in his poſſeſſion. Sir William left alſo 
a very large folio of deeds and charters, arms and pedigrees ; 
and an account of Knights fees, 31 Ed. I, and the charters 
of the abbey of Newnham in Devonſhire. This volume was, 
not many years ago, in the poſſęſſion of Thomas Carew, of 
Crocombe, in the county of Somer/er, Eſq; 


Prince alſo mentions a thin volume of arms of the Devon- 
Hire gentry, drawn with a pen by the ſame author. This, I 
preſume, is different from a MS. of Devonſbire pedigrees, by 
him, now in Qgeen's College Library, Oxford, which ſeems 
to be only a rough draught of the hiſtory of their deſcents. 
Another folio, mentioned by Prince, contained ſeveral collec- 
tions, charters of the abby of Torr, &c. His parochial anti- 
quities of Coliton were alſo in the hands of Mr. Anſtis. Other 
MS. collections by him and his ſon Sir John, who made ad- 
ditions to the Deſcription of Dewon, were loſt during the civil 
wars; nor does it appear what is now become of the reſt. 
(Prince's Worthies of Devon. p. 506.) 


Foſeph Holland, native of this county, was an excellent 
herald, genealogiſt, and antiquary, as ſeveral things of his 
writing in the herald's office ſhew ; among theſe is a very 
long parchment-roll, with arms of the nobility and gentry of 
Devon before and to his time, made 1585. There alſo goes 
about a folio MS. of his, containing thoſe of Devon, Somer/et, 
and Cornwall, (Ath. Ox. vol. I. p. 521. See allo p. 519. 
Introduction to the firſt Vol. of the Archzologia, note l.)

The original copy of this viſitation now in the College of 
Arms, is a great curiolity, being one of the firſt that was 
figned, each pedigree being certified with the wretched ſcraw], 
or mark (for many of the Gentry could not write) of the re- 
preſentative of the family. Beſides the pedigrees, Glover, 
whoſe taſte for antiquities led him to notice every thing cun- 
ous, collected all the church notes, returns of the Gentry that 
had been made at various periods, from the time of Heu Il. 
to his days, and extracts of deeds and other records ſerving to 

iuſtrate the deſcent of property in the county. 5 


At the beginning of the laſt century Richard Gaſcoigue, of 
Bramham-Biggin, Eſq; a gentleman of ancient deſeent in this 
county, made great collections of its antiquities. He was 

fecond ſon of George Gaſcoigne, of Olabunſ, Eſq; (by Mary 
Stokeley) who was ſixth ſon of Jobn Gaſcnigne of Parlington, 
Eſq; anceſtor of the preſent Sir . Thomas Gaſcoigne,: of that 
place, bart. 1778. He was an intimate friend of Camdem's, 
who calls him an accompliſhed antiquary. Fifteen volumes 
of his MSS. in quarto came into Vincent's poſſeſſion, and were 
given with the reſt of his valuable library by Ralpb Sheldon, of 
Beoley, Eſq; 1684, tothe Herald's office, where they now re- 
main, bearing the numbers from Vincent 400 to 415 incluſtve. 
In one of theſe volumes he has written this note, A cata-

Some Account of the antient Altars in the 
| Chapel.. | 


HERE were eight Altars; viz. the High 
Altar, ſix in 7 Nave of the Chapel, and 
one in the Veſtibule. | 

The High Altar is particularly ſpecified in the 
Book containing the Expences of the Building of 
the College; and in all probability was very richly 
furniſh'd. It was either incomplete in the begin- 
ning of the ſixteenth century, or was then rebuilt; 
for Coldwell Biſhop of Norwich in 1504 left a legacy 
of gol. to the College circa ædificationem ſummi 
Altaris.“ 

As to the ſix Altars in the Nave, + Nei is an 
antient Indenture concerning them among the Ar- 
chives made about the latter end of the fifteenth 
century. 22

A Letter to Mrs, WesT, Sc. on the Edu- 
cation of her Son. 


OUNG people do not ſee far; and, what is 
worſe, they are not to be adviſed by thoſe 

who do: They will not be the better for our ex- 
perience. I ſay to myſelf very frequently, what 
wou'd I give to be twenty again, with the know- 
ledge of the world which 1 have now ?-—Your Son 
is at that age, and my knowledge is at his ſervice; 
why cannot we together produce what I figure to 
myſelf poſſible were I at his age ?—He has no for- 
tune; — I mean ſcarce enough to keep himſelf 
clean, unleſs in retirement, which I know (though 
perhaps he does not) he will never chuſe,—What 
then can be done ?—My caſe and his were much 
the ſame, — I had but ſmall expectations of for- 
tune, and perhaps pretty good parts. Theſe re- 
commended me to the beſt company; or, in plain 
Engliſh, they were pleaſed, I was flattered. What 
then? Why, ſays my poor Father, (who was an 
excellent Mathematician, but who knew no more 
of the World than his Son,) My Boy ſhall qualify 
himſelf for the Grande Monde, and he ſhall get in- 
to great places, and fo forth.— l] was therefore put 
to Italian, French, and every thing that is called 
modern polite Literature ; and with the improve- 
ments of Dancing, Fencing, Riding, Drawing, 
Fortificarion, Heraldry and Muſic, and what not, 
I was to be made as fine a Gentleman as any living. 
Poor miſtaken Man! Inſtead of giving me a Pro- 
feſſion, any knowledge that was uſeful, or abſolute- 
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ly neceſſary to mankind, I was to be furniſhed only 
with the ſuperfluities of lifez and, without a for- 
tune, was to be brought to live as if I had one, 
and to create a reliſh, a habit of living, which, if 
1 did not ſucceed, muſt make me miſerable. Few 
people, all agreed, of ſmall fortune, were ſo fit 
for foreign employments. I was now ſhut up for 
two years, and, by the direction of a very great 
and wile man, was recommended to read Engliſh 
Hiſtory, that of Europe in general, Domat, Gro- 
tius, Pufendorf, &c; very dry, but neceſſary au- 
thors; and laſt of all, — folio Volumes of Trea- 
ties. The next thing was to find a Patron. — This 
was got very eaſily done. My great friends were 
not uſed to hear me ſpeak of wanting employ- 
ments. They liked my "Wit and my Odes, How- 
ever they kept ſmiling on for —— time, till my 
Father's pocket grew low, and dreſs and chair hire 
became too expenſive. Luckily a Patron was 
found: one who underſtood what wit wh parts 
were, and excelled himſelf in that way; but he 
well knew that was not enough. I was therefore 
to convince him that I had more material furniture 
in. my head. I ſucceeded in this too, from the 
Pains I had taken in thaſe two years. We went 
abroad together; his own weight in the world, his 
2 virtue and goodneſs, & c, gave me rea- 
n to expect all the advantages that could attend 
ſo flattering a beginning in publie buſineſs. What 
hindered ? Why the commoneſt thing in the world; 
my Patron was turned out, and conſequently Mr, 
Secretary was to ſeek for another. With better 
luck than ordinary, in two years more another was 
found ; Envoy at the ſame Court. Two or three 
great mens recommendations procured me his Ex- 
cellency's fayour; and my little boat was {ct afloat 
ahgain. 
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again. The gale was proſperous, the. weather fine 
for a whole twelvemonth, (an age I can aſſure you 
for human affairs.)— What's the matter? Why a 


mighty ordinary matter the Envoy died. Thele - 


changes aſtoniſhed me, I was a young man, and 
did not think that people were to die or be turned 
out; but my Father was older, and might have 
heard that ſuch ſtrange things do ſometimes hap- 
pen. What was to be done now? No money, and 
my former Patron in diſgrace! Friends that were 
in favour not able to ſerve me, or not willing to do 
it; — cold, timid, careful of themſelves, and in- 
different to many whoſe diſappointments had made 
them leſs agreeable. (For want of ſucceſs you muſt 
know, is a fault in the eyes of moſt men, though 
it be owing to accidents ever ſo foreign to your 
own merit.) In this condition, i. e. in want of 
every thing but a fine coat and laced ſhirt, (the - 
remains of former luxury,) I languiſhed on for 
three long melancholy years ; ſomerimes a little 
elated ; a ſmile, a kind hint, a downright promiſe, 
dealt out to me from thoſe in whom I placed ſome 
filly hopes, now and then brought ſome little re- 
freſhment, but that never laſted; and to ſay no- 
thing of the agony of being reduced to talk of 
one's misfortunes and one's wants, and the baſeſt, 
loweſt of all conditions, the ſlavery of borrowing 
to ſupport an idle uſeleſs being; my time for thoſe 
three years was unhappy beyond deſcription, In 
this wretched ſituation, retired eighteen miles from 
London into an obſcure village, in debt to Taylors, 
Butchers, Bakers, and Chandlers ſhops — one fine 
morning I received a letter from a School-fellow, 
that he had the day before kiſſed the King's hand 
tor a very great Employment, and offering me the 
beſt place in his gift, Gueſs at my joy and 3 

| tude ; 
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tude; I cannot expreſs it any more than my grief, 
except by the tears which are now in my eyes, be- 
cauſe that friend is now no more, —He overlooked 
my unfitneſs in the Law ;—he gave me the beſt 
place in his diſpoſal. Once again I forgot that men 
were mortal. His youth, and my own, I imagin- 
ed, promiſed us riches and pleaſures for many years 
to come; It was permitted that he ſhou'd die too, 
You and your Son too well know the ſequel of my 
Hiſtory.— I mean only to make him ſenſible, that 
without the knowledge of ſomething which man- 
kind cannot be without, no wit, no parts, no 
friends, nor patrons can ſecure him from want, and 
the terrible conſequence of it Contempt. He can- 
not eaſily ſet out in life with more hopes of ſucceſs 
than I did. He may be more fortunare, but it 1s 
ten thouſand to one that he is not, And what led 
me into this particular way of thinking at preſent 
is, that ſuppoſing the Law ſhould not pleaſe him, 
I was imagining if Sir R lived, he might poſ- 
ſibly become Secretary to ſome Miniſter at a fo- 
reign Court, But even this cannot be obtained 
without the neceſſary knowledge I have been ſpeak- 
ing of; as troubleſome, as diſagreeable to the full 
as the Law of England, and as remote and diffe- . 
rent from Wit, Poetry, and thoſe purſuits with 
which he has too long amuſed, or rather abuſed, 
his good parts. Now my intent was to ſhew him 
that ſuppoſing all this, he wou'd not be in half fo 
eaſy, ſo comfortable a condition to a man of ſenſe, 
who knows what this world is, as if he was in a 
three pair of Stairs Chamber at the Temple in a 
way of getting 200l. a year. If he thinks my 

cafe particular, he does not know, (as how ſhou'd 
he ?) what paſſes about the Court : where, beſides 
the changeableneſs of things, there 1s not one * 
e 0 
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of any kind, for which there are not five hundred 
competitors ; many of whom are as well or better 
qualified than he can be theſe two years, let him 
{ſtudy never ſo hard. In ſhort, all places are from 
the accidents which I have related, ſo extremely 
precarious ;—the attendance about them fo mean 
and unmanly ;—refuſals and delays are ſo inſup- 
portable; and the loſs of them, when obtained, fo 
dreadful ro one who has not a good foundation in 
his own fortune, that he muſt be weak who wou'd 
propoſe ſuch a purſuit to a friend, ——It is for this 
reaſon that I have troubled you and him with this 
account of my miſtakes, that I may deter him from 
falling into them ;—that I may uſe this one effort 
more to convince him that any Profeſſion is infi- 
nitely better than a thouſand Patrons. God 
knows how zealous I am for his ſucceſs in the 
world, and how grieved I am when I recolleR, 
that he is now near twenty two and has not read 
one book, ſince he left Eaton, for which he, or his 
family, will ever be the better as long as he lives. 
I love him, dearly love him, and therefore 
theſe pains, and this plainneſs help me to do him 
good, — Deſire him to add my years, my experi- 
ence, to his own good parts, and I will, with m 
life, anſwer for his ſucceſs. But tell him that his 
parts will be his ruin, if he will not ſubmit them 
to the conduct of thoſe, who have gone through, a 
good part of the road of life to him utterly un- 
nown,—and therefore dangerous. 0 
See how far my love has carried me. I will 
not be ſo full of words again ſoon. Gop knows 
they come from a heart moſt ſincerely, moſt anxi- 
ouſly diſpoſed to do all ſort of good in my power, 


to you and your children.

« F N November 1759 he (Mr. Blackftone) publiſhed 
Ia new Edition of the Great Charter and Charter 
of the Foreſt ; which added much to his former re- 
putation, not only as a great Lawyer, but as an ac- 
curate Antiquarian, and an able Hiſtorian. It muſt 
alſo be added, that the external beauties in the 
printing, the types, &c. reflected no ſmall honour 
on him, as the principal Reformer of the Clarendon 
Prefs, 80 whence no work had ever before iſſued 
al, in thoſe particulars, to this.” 

« This publication drew him into a atrevety 
with the late Dr. Lyttelton, then Dean of Exeter, and 
afrerwards Biſhop of Carlifie : The Dean, to affiſt

HE Dean of Exeter exhibited a very antient 

. parchment Roll, containing the two Great 
Charters of 9 Hen. III. viz.. Carta de Lib*”, et Carta 
U de Foreſta. This Roll had been exhibited ſeveral 
0 years ago to the Society before they were incorpo- 
fated, when M. Folkes, Eiq; : was Preſident, and 
was then unanimouſly adjudged to be an Original; 
but being communicated as /uch to Dr. Blackſtone 
of Oxford, when he was compiling his Hiſtory of 
Magna Carta, this Gentleman, it feems, declined 
the publication of it, upon an opinion of its being 
a Copy only, and gives the following account of it 
in a marginal note at p. xlvij of the Introduction to 


his work.

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ce The Editor has been favoured with the colla- 
lation of a very curious and apparently cotempo- 
rary Roll, containing both the Great Charter, and 
of the Foreſt, of the 9 Hen. III, which formerly 
belonged to the Abbey of Hales Owen in Shropſhire, 
and is now in the poſſeſſion of the Rt. Hon. Ld. 
Lyttelton. But as the plan of this Editzon was con- 
fined to Charters which had paſſed the great Seal, 
or elſe to authentic Entries and Enrollments of Re- 
cord, under neither of which claſſes Ld. Lyttelton's 
Roll can be rank'd, its various Readings were 
forced to be omitted.“ | 

The Dean of Exeter therefore, though inclined 
to pay great regard to this very learned Gentleman's 
opinion, yet as it differs ſo much from the opinion 
of the late Mr. Folkes, and other very judicious 
and able Antiquaries, who pronounced this Roll 
an Original, has ſubmitred it again to the inſpection 
of the Society, together with ſuch reaſons as weigh 
ſtrongly with him to think, that this Roll is 
not a Copy bur an Original, and conſequently that 
its various readings ought all to have been inſerted. 
in Dr. Blackſtone's work, as well as the remarkable 
_ paſſage he has cited from it in p. 51. in the margin. 

The Dr. allows the Roll to be cotemporary with 
the Magna Carta of 9 Hen. III. And indeed there 
is no one the Dr. obſerves, that is acquainted with 
antient Records and MSS but muſt perceive by the 
form of the letters, the abbreviations, &c. that it 
was wrote in that age. The Roll having belonged 
to Hales Owen Abbey is no flight evidence of its 
being an Original, though the great Seal at this 
time is not appendant to it, (which is the ſole ob- 
jection Dr. Blackftone makes to its Authenticity.) 
The method of promulgating antient Statutes, the 
Dean obſerves, was not only to tranſmit authentic 
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copies of them to the Sheriffs of Counties, but alſo 
to the ſeveral Cathedrals and great Religious Houſes 
| throughout the Kingdom. Agreeeble hereto we 
find the chief of thoſe which Dr. Blackſlone has 
N printed as Originals, come out of Durbam Cathe- 
N dral and the Abbies of Glouceſter and Lacock; not 
to mention that which the Dr. takes notice of as 
having been formerly in the poſſeſſion of Sir Na- 
| I thaniel Powel, which came from Bartel Abbey in 
f Suſſex. Mr. Tyrrel alſo, in his Hiſtory of England 
| ſpeaks of an original Magna Carta «x Hen. III, at 
| that time repoſited among the Archives of 'the 
Church of Saliſbury, though not now to be found 
there, as the Dean is informed. 
The Dean farther obſerves that the Convent of 
Hales Owen was founded by King John, or rather 
by Peter de Rupibus, Bp. of l incbeſter, to whom 
that Prince gave the great Lordſhip of Hales on 
purpoſe to found and eſtabliſh an Abbey there, 
as is expreſſed in the Grant. From hence he in- 
fers that it ſeems, very unlikely that the Bp. of Win- 
ton, who was Chief Juſtice of England in the g of 
Hen. III, the very year when this Roll bears date, 
ſhould not lodge an Original Copy of the Great 
Charters in a Convent under his own immediate 
protection, when others that were not ſo, as La- 
cock, Battel, &c. were furniſhed: with them. 
Ihe laſt and moſt cogent reaſon which the Dean 
. offers, and what puts the queſtion almoſt out of 
doubt is that another Skin of Parchment appears 
evidently. to have been racked to this Roll, the 
threads with, which it was ſewed to the Roll remain- 
ing to this day. As the two Charters are quite 
complete on the, Roll, what poſſible uſe could ano- 
ther Skin of Parchment be of, but to- contain the 


great Seal?

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This circumſtance alone weigh'd ſo ſtrongly, he 
informs us, with two of the Judges now living (Mr. 
Juſtice Noel and Mr. Baron Lloyd) to whoſe in- 
ſpection he had ſubmitted this Roll, that they both 
declared, if its authenticity had been litigated be- 
fore them in a Court of Juſtice, they ſnould have 
judged it an Original and not à Copy. 
The Society returned Thanks to the Dean 
of Exeter for his very learned and curious 
Communication, and expreſſed great Satis- 
faction in the Proofs adduced by him of the 
Authenticity of this Roll.

N June g, 1961, the Right Rev. and very 

learned the Biſhop of | Carliſle (then Dean 
of Exeter) commmunicated to the Society a Vindi- 
cation of the Authenticity of a Parchment Roll; 
which belonged formerly to the Abbey of Hales 
Owen, and contains the Great Charter and Charter 
of the Foreſt of 9 Hen. III. And as this was com- 
municated to Mr. Blackſtone, when he was prepar- 
ing his Edition of thoſe Charters in quarto, which 
— publiſh'd at Oxford A. D. 1759, his Lordſhip 
infers, that the various Readings of this Roll ought 
to have been inſerted in that Edition; as Mr. Black- 


ſtone 
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fone was miſtaken in ſuppoſing it to be only a co- 
temporary Copy, and not an Original. 

After ſo ſerious an appeal to the learned in An- 
tiquities, Mr, Blackſtone, would think himſelf want- 
ing in that reſpect which he owes to the Society 
and his Lordſhip, if he did not either own and 
correct his miſtake in the Octavo Edition which is 
now preparing for the preſs, or ſubmit to the So- 
ciety's judgment the reaſons at large upon which 
his ſuſpicions are founded, He hath rather choſen, 
perhaps injudiciouſly, the latter. 

His Lordſhip, to prove the Authenticity of the 
Roll, has vouched the Opinions of the late Mr. 
Polkes, of two of the Judges, and of this learned 
Body in its favour. So far as Authority can or 
ought to extend, in deciding a point of Learning, 
Mr. Blackſtone acknowledges this argument to be 
quite unanſwerable: Bur he has been taught that 
no Authority, however weighty, thould pur a ſtop 
to the ſpirit of enquiry; and he believes that a clo- 
ſer examination of the inſtrument in queſtion, than 
is uſual upon public exhibitions, might have fur- 
niſhed a few obſervations tending to a contrary opi- 
nion. 

His Lordſhip is pleaſed to ſuggeſt, that the ſole 
objection which is made by Mr. "Blackſtone to the 
Roll's Authenticity, 1 is becauſe the great Seal is not 
vt appendant to it, Mr. Blackftone made no ſuch 
objection : he declared his opinion that this Roll 
never had paſſed the great Seal, but did not ſub- 
Join any reaſons; and the contents of this paper 
will ſhew that he had other and ſtronger objections. 
Nor could he indeed, conſiſtently with himſelf, 
have relied on fo trifling an argument; having cited 
in his Introductory Diſcourſe many Charters as 
clearly authentic, to which no ſeal is now remaining. 


His 
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His Lordſhip obſerves that the method of pro- 
mulgating antient Statutes was not only to tranſmit 
them to the Sheriffs of Counties, but alſo to Ca- 
thedrals, and the great Religious Houſes ;—that moſt 
of the original great Charters now extant belon 
to Cathedrals or Abbeys ; and that the Abbey 
of Hales Owen had as fair a title, as any, to be ho- 
noured with an original great Charter, ſince that 
Convent was founded by Peter de Rupibus, Biſhop 
of Wincheſter, and Chief Juſtice of England in the 
gth of Hen. III —the very year when this Roll 
bears date. r 

The method of promulgating Statutes, by tranſ—- 
mitting them to Religious Houſes, is perfectly 
new to Mr. Blackſtone, He knows it was uſual to 
ſend them to the Sheriffs, to be proclaimed in their 
County Courts ; and he is aware that by the ſtatute 

entitled Confirmatio Cartarum, 25 Edw, I, the 
* Charters of Hen. III are commanded to be ſent to 
all Cathedrals, and read twice a year to the people: 
which fairly accounts for the Charters that were 
found in Cathedral Churches. And, as for thoſe 
that have been diſcovered in one or two Monaſte- 
ries, they were probably depoſited there for ſafe 
cuſtody. by ſome ſpecial concurrence of circum- 
ſtances ; as. was manifeſtly the caſe at Lacock, whoſe 
Foundreſs's Huſband, the Earl of Saliſbury, was 
Sheriff of Wiltſhire in the 9 of Hen. III, and, as 
ſuch, had poſſeſſion of the Charter there found, 
which is endorſed as belonging not to the Monaſ- 
tery of Lacock, but to the County of Vilts at large, 
ex depaſito Militum Wilteſcire. | 

The Abbey of Hales Owen was therefore not en- 
titled to the cuſtody of an Original Charter, mere- 
ly upon the general footing of being à great Keligi- 
aus Houſe ; nor can Mr. Blackſtone allow he parti 
| cular 
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cular probability of tranſmitting an Original to 
that Convent on account of the relation it bore to 
Peter de Rupibus, as its Founder. In the firſt place 
he apprehends, that in the gth of Hen. III, the 
date of the preſent great Charter, this Prelate was 
not Chief Juſticiary, but Hubert de Burgh, who 

witneſſes the Charter as ſuch ; as appears from all 
the Originals, and even from the Hales-Owen Roll. 


Nor, according to Spelman and Dugdale, was he 


ever Chief Juſtice in the reign of King Hen. III, 
but only, for a very ſhort time, in the reign of 
King Jobn; and during that period, by his mal- 
adminiſtration in his office, (according to Ralph de 
Coggeſbale and the Annals of Waverley) was one 


cauſe of the Barons? Inſurrection. And, fince ſome - 


clauſes of King Jabn's Charter were perſonally 
pointed at him, and others of King Jobn's and King 
Henry's were intended to curb the exorbitant power 
of his Office, he was not probably over anxious to 
perpetuate thofe memorials of his own miſconduct. 

His Lordſhip obſerves that the two Charters are 
quite complete on the Roll; and yet another Skin 
appears evidently to have been ſewed to the bottom 
of it, the threads ſtill remaining at this day; and 
then aſks, of what poſſible uſe could another Skin 
of Parchment be, but only to contain the great 
ſeal? And this circumſtance is relied on as a moſt 
cogent. reaſon, in favour of the Rolls Authenticity. - 
But herein Mr. Blackftone has the misfortune to dif- 
fer with his Lordſhip, and to think it a deciſive. 
proof, or at leaſt a very violent preſumption, that 
this Roll never paſs'd the great Seal. For he will 
venture to affirm, and appeal to the experience of 
the Society, that no inſtance can be ſhewn of a Slip 
of Parchment being tack'd on to another Skin, 
merely to hold the Label of the great or any my 
e 
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Seal; (which might be then taken off at pleaſure, 
and faſten'd by the ſame operation to another 1n- 
ſtrument ;) but the Label of the Seal always paſſes 
through the ſubſtance of the Skin, whoſe authority 
it 1s meant to atteſt, 

He will not dwell on the very ſingular circum- 
ſtance, that two diſtin Charters ſhould be written 
on one Roll of Parchment, in order to fave the 
King's Wax, by ſealing them with a ſingle Seal. 

But he cannot help obſerving how uncommonly 
the Charter of the- Foreſt concludes, ſuppoling it 
an original inſtrument ; viz, © Teſtibus ſupra no- 
minatis,” without mentioning either names, time, 
or place. This is uſual enough in Capies, but every 
Original and every Inſpeximus of this Charter, which 
Mr. Blackſtone hath hitherto ſeen, have the date at 
full length, and the names of the witneſſes ſub- 
joined; who though ſo much alike as might eaſily 
miſlead a copyiſt, are by no means numerically the 
ſame with thoſe which are ſet to the great Charter; 
ſince the Biſhop of Saliſbury is a witneſs to one and 
not to the other of thoſe Inſtruments. 2 

But then it is aſked of what poſſible uſe could 
another Skin of Parchment be? A queſtion that 
admits of no very difficult ſolution, The truth of 
the matter ſeems to be, the that Roll in diſpute 1s 
only part of a Statute Roll begun (as the hand 
writing ſhews) in the reign of King Henry III, and 
intended to contain a Collection of Acts of Parlia- 
ment, with the two famous Charters at their head, 
and to be carried on from time to time, by ſew- 
ing freſh parchment at the bottom when the upper 
part was full. Such Rolls, of a conſiderable length, 
continued down in different nand-writings, were 
frequent in Religious Houſes ; and very many of

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them are preſerved in the Britiſh Muſeum, the Bod- 


leian, and other publick Libraries. 

There yet remains another principal reaſon that 
induced Mr. Blackſtone to conſider the Roll as copi- 
ed; viz : its extreme inaccuracy, which, in many 
places totally obſcures the ſenſe. A few ſpecimens 
of which are the following. In Ch. 8. of the Great 


Charter, for © aut reddere nolit cum poſſit,” the 


Roll reads © vel reddiderit nolit cum poſſit.” In Ch. 
26. for © brevi inguiſitionis, the roll has it © breyi 
adguiſitionis. In Ch. 36. for“ Si quis—ſuper hoc 
convincatur,” the roll reads © Si quis—ſuper hoc 
commoveatur.” In the atteſtation, for the Earl of 
« Hertford,” the Roll reads © the Earl of Hereford,” 
though another Earl of Hereford appears within 
five names after wards. In the Charter of the Foreſt, 
ch. 14, inſtead of © chimmagium,” or way money 
(a term well known in the Foreſt-Law) the Roll 
ſubſtitutes © chuignagium,” more than once, a word 


without any meaning at all. Theſe capital miſtakes, 


among others, the effect not of hafte but of abſolute 


ig norance in the tranſcriber, occaſion'd the Editor of 


e Charters to deem with lefs reverence of this 


Roll, than he finds was expected of him. But 
though he could not be induced to believe it an 


Original, yet he thought it in many reſpects curi- 
ous ; and cautiouſly avoided expoſing its blemiſhes 
to view, till forced to this public explanation,

Letter from the Biſhop of ST. As aH to Mr. 
Dodwell: Relating to Matters of Fact at 
the end of King James IId's Reign, parti- 
tularly the pretended Birth of the Prince of 


Wales, | 
95 Nov. 9. 

| Moſt dear Sir, 

T was far from my thought that your deſir- 

ing me to go on with my Chronology was out 
of deſigne to divert me from writing any thing that 
might ſatisfy your conſcience, as you feared con- 
viction, or were unwilling to receive it. For tho 
I know you are not infallible, and I verily believe 
you are in the wrong in thoſe matters wherein I 
differ from you, yet knowing what I do of the 
riches of your minde, and the poverty of mine, I 
had reaſon to fear I ſhould but confirm you in your 
errour by the weakneſs of my endeavours to con- 
vince you of it. I muſt leave it to God, who I 
truſt, will conſider the ſincerity of your heart, and 
will ſet you right in his good time. But that you 
may underſtand me aright in what I have ſaid of 
your deſiring I would go on with my Chronology, 
that I thought it might be like my engaging Mr. 
Poole on the work of his Synopſis : I will tell you 
the truth of that matter, and pray judge what rea- 
ton you have had to make ſuch a conſtruction of

my words. Mr. Poole had no great ſtock of learn- 
ing, but was a man of extraordinary induſtry, and 
had begun to employ it in writing things againſt 
the Church ; wherefore being his friend, and hav- 
Ing a compaſſion for him, as being one, that, be- 
lieved, had very honeſt intentions, I endeavoured 
to divert him from that ſort of ſcribbling by which 
I knew he would hurt himſelf, and 1 feared he 
might miſlead other weak people: And withall 1 
defired he would employ his great induſtry on that 
which might be uſefull to the Church. For all 
theſe purpoſes together I could not find a better 
way than to engage him on that work. You can. 
not imagine I did this for fear he ſhould convince 
me by his writings, &c. nor did I mean any ſuch 
thing by thoſe words that were brought you from 
me. I thought you might be willing to do the 
ſame friendly office for me, that I did for Mr. 
Poole, that is, to divert me from ſcribbling, and to 
turn me upon that which might be uſefull. I am 
{till of opinion that that was ſome part of your in- 
tention. 

You are pleaſed to ſay, that though not my book, 
yet my opinion underwent a public cenſure in 
Biſhop Burneti's Paſtoral Letter. I crave to tell 
you again I have not read the book, nor do cer- 
tainly know why it was burnt. But as far as I have 
heard it was, becauſe he made this to be a con- 
quered Kingdom. Was that my opinion? + let nay 
one judge by my laſt ſection. 

You are pleaſed to go on further with this mat- 
ter and to tell me, that if I will be true to my own 
principles I am obliged to defend this poſition, that 
the event of war is an argument of right. I never 
was of that opinion, nor ever writ or ſaid any thing 

that

that can oblige me to defend it as far as I know; 
but you tell me that of war [even unjuſt] the event 
is an argument of [an antecedent] right. This you 
force me to defend, becauſe J make war an appeal 
to Gov. I do not make it ſo; but J find it has 
been always ſo accounted. Well, ſay you, the ap- 
pellants put it ro Gop to judge who has the right 
on his ſide. Moſt certainly the aggreſſor does ſo, 
for he is properly the appellant, and the defendant 
mult anſwer him, unlefſe he will yield the cauſe. 
But then, ſay you, the event of the war muſt be a 
judiciary deciſion of Gop, touching the right of 
the cauſe, It is true it mult paſs for ſuch among 
men. V# victis. He that has the worſe muſt pay 
damage and coſts, there can be no end of war other- 
wiſe. But upon this you put a very material queſ- 
tion : you aſk me, how can you queſtion whether 
it be a right and infallible deciſion (I ſuppoſe you 
mean in caſe the event of war be a conqueſt) if 
Gop be the judge, whoſe mind be ſignified by it? 
To this I have anſwered in ſeveral ſections of that 
pamphlet. Firſt I ſhowed S. 43, that when the 
cauſe of war is certainly unjuſt on his ſide that 
makes the conqueſt, then whether this conqueſt 
gives a right is doubted by Lawyers and Divines. 
Secondly, §. 44, that there is no doubt when the 
caule is certainly juſt, Thirdly, $. 45, if a doubt- 
ful cauſe is enough for the Prince in poſſeſſion. 
Next you aſk, how can your whole argument 
from conqueſt ſatisfy our conſciences of the con- 
querors right, if the conqueſt itſelf be not to be 
taken for Gop's judiciary determination. I fay it 
is to be taken for Gop's judiciary determination in 
two caſes: firſt & 46, if there be but a doubtful 
cauſe of war when the conqueſt is made, the peo- 
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ple ought to be ſatisfied with it. Secondly & 47, 
that they ought much more to be ſatisfied when 
there is a certain juſt cauſe. 1 have given you not 
only reaſon for this, but have backt it with the 
judgment of our beſt writers; particularly Biſhop 
Andrews, Dr. Sanderſon, and Biſhop Bramball: you 
may ſee their words if you pleaſe, p. 59. They 
ſay all the ſame that I mean, only they word it bet- 
ter, and it 1s no ſmall confirmation to me, to ſee 
that I am wholly of their opinion. 

It is my unhappinels indeed that I do not write fo 
as to be well underſtood, for otherwiſe when I had told 
you, that thoſe Biſhops of De/iderias's, that turned 
over to Charles the Great, could not do it accord- 


ing to my principles, you would not have told me 


in your next letter, that I ſhall not make them pre- 
cedents. If 1 had written plain, you would have 
ſeen there was no danger of this. 

Next you come to matters of fact, whereof I 
may make bold to fay I know more than you do, 
though I ſubmit to you in every thing elle. You 
ſpeak as if the Prince of Orange had no other cauſe 
of war than the making of the Prince of Wales. I 
ſhall ſpeak of that aftefwards. But at preſent, I 
muſt tell you there were other cauſes of war, and 
thoſe were once judged ſufficient, I will not ſay by 
yourſelf, but by thoſe for whom you had a great 
deference. I ſpeak of Archbiſhop Sancreft and the 
reft of the fince deprived Biſhops, as many of them 
as were in Town this time ſeven yeer were certain- 
ly of that opinion. For firſt, when upon notice of 
the intended invaſion King Fames ſent for them to 
declare their Abhorrence of that invaſion, they told 
him they could not do it, for the Prince might 
have a juſt cauſe of war for what they knew. "wn | 

ne 
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he would have had them at leaſt to have declared a 
Diſlike of the invaſion. But even for that they de- 
fired to be excuſed, Afterward, upon the Prince's 
landing, the King commanded them to compoſe a 
Form of Prayer; fo they did, but without putting 
in one word for ſucceſs of either ſide. Afterwards 
when the King had withdrawn himſelf, and upon 
che firſt notice of that, all the Lords that were in 
Town botk Spiritual and Temporal met together 
at Guild-Hall, when the Archbithop fat at the head 
of them, it being agreed that a Letter ſnould be 
drawn by three or four of their number, and 
that they ſhould all ſett their hands to it, and four 
ſhould go with it to the Prince, the Brſhop of EA 
was one of them that drew up the Letter, and that 
attended the Prince with it. They all ſett their 
hands to it without ſhewing any ſcruple. And the 
effect of the Letter being to thank the Prince for 
their deliverance, and to haſten to him to London: 
this I think was as great a teſtimony as they could 
— give of their opinion of the juſtice of his 
cauſe. 

For the matter of the pretended Prince of Wales; 
when the Prince of Orange was come, King James 
gather'd all the witneſſes he could to prove the 
child was born of the Queen's body. There was 
one poſitive witneſs for that; but ſhe was a Popiſo 
midwife, that never was at any of the Queen's 
childbirths before; all thoſe that ſerved here before 
in that office were kept away, or not fent for; on- 
ly this woman being a ſtranger, and one of no con- 
ſideration, was brought thither for this purpoſe, 
firſt to take the child out at the pretended delivery, 
and now at the taking of the depoſitions to ſwear 
| ſhe had it out of the Queen's body. All the other 
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witneſſes ſwore no other things but what might be 
as true if the child were ſuppoſititious, as if it were 
the Queen's natural child: only there muſt be a 

reat many mock ſhews of the things which they 

wore that {key ſaw ; but no doubt there would be 
ſuch to give credit to a ſuppoſititious child. In ſhort, 
taking all the depoſitions together, I dont believe 
a jury of Gentlemen would have given an inherit- 
ance of 1000/ a yeere from the next undoubted 
heir to a child, whoſe birth had been doubted of, 
and proved no otherwiſe than by theſe depoſitions. 
But of a crown there muſt be an undoubted heir : 
he that is not that is no heir: or elſe Gop deliver 
us from being an hereditary kingdom : a doubtful 
heir is a ſeed of war to all generations. 

But between you and mee I could tell you 
enough to putt this matter out of doubt; I could 


tell you enough to ſatisfy you that the Queen had 


no child birth, when this child was brought into 


the world: all was but meer fraud and deluſion. 


But you ſay, why was there not ſo much as one 
croſs examination, either to weaken their proofs, or 
to prove the contrary ? The anſwer is plain from 
what I have written. There was but one witneſs 


that knew any thing, and care was taken ſhe ſhould 
not be croſs examined; for before King James 


went, ſhe was ſent over into France, and the Queen 
went likewiſe for fear of being aſk'd any queſtions. 
The King for his own part ſeem'd to have an ap- 


prehenſion that he might be aſk'd queſtions him- 


ſelf. I know not whereunto elſe to aſcribe it, that 
he, who heretofore wanted not courage, as he 
ſnew'd upon many occaſions, yet ſince this has been 
cowardly to a proverb, You have no doubt heard 
what haſt he made in Ireland from the Boin to Wa- 


terforg 
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terford in ſome 24 hours, and from thence over into 
France. | 
You aſk, why that matter was not brought be- 
fore the Parliament? The reaſon is plain in the act 
of ſucceſſion. The preſent King does not pretend 
to an hereditary right. He had the right of a con- 
quelt over King James, which being confirmed by 
conſent of the nation, the ſame that they conſent to 
the making of their laws, this gives him a lawfull 
right to the monarchy. I ſay it in the words of 
Dudley Diggs in his book that was printed at Oxford 
in defence of Charles I, againſt his rebels, Be 
pleaſed to read pag. 58, 59. of my pamphlet you 
will ſee the ſame ſaid more at large. I ſay this to 
the King was a ſufficient title, and the Queen and 
Princeſs Anne had their rights ſettled by the a& of 
ſucceſſion. | | 
They were all ſatisfied with this : of the people 
ſome will never be ſatisfied : others are as well as 
they care to be. To either of theſe ſorts of people 
the examination would be uſeleſs. To the reſt it 
might probably do more harm than good. To prove 
the affirmative of this child's birth, the depoſitions 
before mention'd ſhew that it is impoſſible. To 
prove the negative is never required in any court. 
It 1s enough if there be no proof of the affirmative: 
but for this there might be ſuch colours as would 
diſturb the minds of weak people. Put [the] caſe 
two or three witneſſes bribed with French money 
ſhould come in and ſwear as they that hired them 
ſhould direct; the doubts that might be raiſed in 
peoples heads by their perjuries might embroyle us 
and our poſterity more than you or I are able to 


imagine. | 


But why did the Prince of Orange pretend that 
this ſhould be examined in Parliament? Pray when 


or 
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or where did he nd it? Never but in his De- 
claration. There indeed he did inſiſt upon this to 
have the witnefſes examined, and that frighted 
them away. The Queen and her midwife are gone. 
Did the Prince of Orange ever pretend to examine 


any other witneſs, or did he pretend to examine 


any witneſs ſince they are gone ? I aſk it becauſe of 
your words concerning Mr. Afton, who, you ſay, 
was cutt off for providing farther evidence. My 
dear friend conſider the account that you are to 
give to God for your words as well as actions. You 
affirm an accuſation of the worſt ſort of murder 
againſt them to whom you owe truth, if no other 
duty. And this is untrue to my certain knowledge 
not to refer you to his triall, againſt which you 
have no objection that I know. I muſt tell you 
that Mr. Afton ſent for me tuo daies before he 
died. I was with him ſome houres, morning and 
evening, and I think he told me his heart. He 
faid he was going into France for money that the 
Queen ow'd him, and thoſe letters of treaſonable 
matters were thruſt upon him by his friends. He 
knew not what was in them, but if he might have 
his life he would be a faithfull ſubje& to their 
Majeſties. But not a word of the child. I could 
tell you much more, but I am tired, and the poſt

1. That to give the deſign (from the beginning) 
a general reputation among all ſorts of perſons, 
their Lordſhips will be pleas'd to patronize it ſo 
far, as to have it undertaken at their ſpecial com- 
mand, and carry'd on under their immediate di- 
rections.

. without a Name to Biſhop Stillingfleet, at 
whoſe Diſpoſal it was then ſaid Sir Thomas 
Winford Cook's 10,000/. was Left. 


My Lord, 


AVING no better information, I truſt to 

common farae, that your Lordſhip is left the 
wiſe diſpoſer of a very conſiderable charity, to be 
employed in the founding and endowing ſome 
College in one of the Univerſities, for the pious 
uſes of learning and religion. If this report (my 
Lord) be true, I heartily congratulate the piety 
and prudence of the benefactor, in repoſing 10 
great a truſt in ſuch honourable and faithful hands, 
Did I know the particular uſes were already aſſign- 
ed, I would ſay no more; but upon preſump- 
tion, that the ways and methods are reſigned up to 
your Lordſhip's great diſcretion, I humbly beg 
leave to offer my requeſt that your Lordſhip would 
conſider, whether Providence has not given this 
fair opportunity to ſettle a foundation for the main- 
tenance of Clergymens' ſons, in a diſtinct ſociety 
within themſelves; that among the ſchools of the 
Prophets, there may be one peculiar College for 
the ſons of the Prophets. The reaſons with all 
ſubmiſſion might be ſuch as theſe: 
3E2 I, The 
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I. The ſons of Clergymen ſeem generally born 


to a more than ordinary inclination to letters, and 
the better deſerve ſome public helps and aſſiſtances 
to cheriſh and promote that uſual bent, and im- 
pulſe of nature. I need not ſuggeſt, that the qua- 
lity and condition of parents does commonly tranſ. 
mit an hereditary genius to their iſſue. Hence the 
deſcendents from our Nobility and Gentry derive 
their innate ſpirit of gallaniry and honor. Hence 
the breed of mechanics and labourers have ſeldom 
a capacity that aſcends above their fountain head, 
And by the ſame courſe of nature Scholars and Di- 
vines are often. as happy in propagating their own 
| likeneſs, and leaving heirs with the legitimate cha- 
racers of more than ordinary wit and parts. I 
might appeal to many inſtances in the Corporation 
of Clergymens' ſohs eſtabliſhed by King Charles II: 
and, I remember, I once knew a ſon of your Lord- 
ſhip's in Oxford, who in my opinion was a good ex- 
ample of this truth. | 
II. As the ſons of our Clergy ſeem to inherit 
a better portion of abilities and parts, ſo may 
they be juſtly thought diſpoſed to the ſounder prin- 
ciples of zeal for religion, and hereditary affection 
to their mother- church. That many perſons of 
ſcholaſtic education are ſo looſe in their opinions, 
and fo indifferent in their notions of ſacred things 
and men, this ſeems one ſort of original fin: they 
took the evil tincture from their Lay- parents diſ- 
poſition, and being born and bred in families, ei- 
ther atheiſtical and prophane, or ſchiſmatical and 
diſaffected, they bring from home thoſe prejudices 
which turn and ſtain their future ſtudies. Whereas 
thoſe who are the immediate offspring of ſerious 
and ſound Divines, may be early ſeaſoned with 
good principles, and build hopetully on the right 
| tounda» 
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foundation of their fathers laying. Hence were 
there one particular College for the ſons of Cler- 

ymen in all human probability it would ſoon af- 
ford a ſet of men, that would be the more ſingular 
advocates of religion, and the more profeſſed de- 
fenders of the doctrine and diſcipline of our Eng- 
gliſb Church. 

III. As the ſons of Clergymen may be juſtly 
thought more adapted to learning and to ortho- 
doxy; ſo I am too ſure the condition of their 
friends does more eſpecially require the benefits of 
charity for the good education of them. For the 
legal maintenance of the Clergy being for their 
own lives, and that generally bare competence 
does not enable them to make ſuch proviſion for 
their children, as is commonly made by the Laity 
of all degrees. And what a diſcouragement is it, 
that while many of the poorer Clergy indulge the 
inclinations of their ſons by breeding them to a 
good competence of ſchool- learning, when they 
ſhould remove them to the Univerſity, they can- 
not there ſupport them; and ſo out of neceſſity 
divert them to mean and unſuitable employs. Eſ- 
pecially, if ſuch lads are left minors, their fathers 
bleſſing dies with them, and they are thrown upon 
an uncharitable world with hopeful parts, and no 
dependence. | 

IV. The enemies to our bleſſed Reformatidh are 
well known to charge this odium upon the marri- 
age of our Clergy ; that their numerous iſſue are 
often expoſed to neglect and want, and ſo bring a 
reproach upon that function to which they were re- 
lated; whereas the celibacy of Prieſts would at 
leaſt have this political effect, that they could not 
burden the nation by leaving families deſtitute and 


Poor. Now nothing would ſooner ſtop the * 
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of theſe adverſaries, than to ſee a new reformed ſe- 
minary founded and endowed for the ſons of our 
Engliſh Clergy, by whoſe ingenuous education and 
competent {upport the Proteſtant Religion would be 
more firmly entailed to poſterity, and the Son of 
Prieſt would be as honourable in this nation, as it 
is ſcandalous abroad. ; 

V. Many pious and charitable perſons of our 
own communion have been ſenſible, there is no 
greater object of charity, than the families which 
the poorer Clergy leave behind; and upon this 
motive, there have been many ſuitable proviſions 
made for the Widows of deceaſed Miniſters. But 
ſure a College for the ſons would be of larger ex- 
tent in doing good, than an Hoſpital for the mo- 
thers. For one fon being ſo provided, might by 
degrees be able to provide for a whole family, or 
at leaſt to encourage and aſſiſt them in their other 
honeſt ways of living. 

VI. It can ſcarce be imagined, what a life and 
ſpirit it would put into all the rural Clergy to hear 
of ſuch a noble and magnificent project. For tho? 
very tew of them might ever come to any actual 
benefit by it, yet the hopes and expectations would 
extend to all. It might poſſibly have ſome effect 
upon the more creditable matches of young Di- 
vines; their children to be born capable of ſuch 
proviſion might be one argument to excuſe the de- 
fect of better ſettlement. It would however com- 
fort and relieve the thoughts of many a Parion and 
Vicar, charged with a numerous family, to flatter 
himſelf, that one of his forward boys might come 
at leaſt to be a member of the Clergy-College, and 
ſo rife to a capacity of helping all the reſt. It would 
excite the Clergy to a ſtrifter guard upon their _ 
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lives and converſation, when the preferment of a 
ſon might depend much upon the father's character. 
It might encourage them to the prelerving and aug- 
menting their Libraries when they have the pro- 
ſpect of tranſmitting them to a child, that will un- 
derſtand them. It may have a great many good 
conſequences, and above all other ways and means 
may in time wipe off that contempt of the Clergy, 
which has been the ſin and ſhame of this latter 
age. | 
I have often, my Lord, wondred, that none 
of our public ſpirits have yet fell upon this obvious 
act of charity. If the Roman Prieſts were in a ca- 
pacity of thus delivering down their names from 
generation to generation, can we imagine, that 
thoſe who are ſo factious for their ſeveral orders and 
degrees would not quickly raiſe Seminaries, and 
whole Academies for their own offspring, and even 
endeavour, as of old, to ſettle the Prieſthood in 
their proper tribe of Levi. You, my Lord, that are 
ſo well acquainted with the primitive conſtitution of 
all churches, well know, that before Popery de. 
faced the eſtate of our Z#ng/ifþ Church the Pa- 
rochial Rectors were moſt often ſucceeded . by 
their own ſons: and it is a ſuperſtitious part ot 
the Canon law, that there now wants a diſpenſa- 
tion for it. But I was ſaying, my Lord, I won- 
der that no-wealthy member of our Church ever 
yet thought of thus providing for the educa- 
of Clergymens ſons, I do not know there is 
(atleaſt in Oxford) one Fellowſhip, Scholarſhip, or 
ſo much as Exhibition appropriated to the mainte- 
nance of a Miniſter's ſon, as ſuch. But perhaps, 
my Lord, this noble work of charity has been pur- 
poſely reſerved by Providence for your Lordſhip to

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be the author or adviſer of it. How would ſuch a 
beneficence raiſe you a monument above all your 
immortal Writings ! how would this age praiſe you 
in the Gates, and how would poſterity call you 
bleſſed ! |

ExTRACT from Dr. BRAD “Ss Hiſtorical 
Treatiſe of Cities and Burghs or Boroughs *. 


Page 1. 


S AAC CAU SAB ON in his Comment upon 

Strabo and others, will have the Greek nige 
and the Latin Burgus to be the ſame, and the latter 
to be derived from the former, and ſo to ſignifie, 
a Tower, a Caſtle, or City. He adds, that the 
Thracians and Macedonians pronounced the word 
Buey@r inſtead of Nnvgyoy. 

Cluverius in his Germania Antiqua, (F. 89, go.) 
contradicts Cauſabon and aſſerts Burg to be a pure 
German word, and that it ſignifies, The Placing or 
Situation of many Houſes together, which was 
called a Vicus, or Street, or rows of Houſes cloſe 
to one another. Not that every Vicus, Street or 
Congregation of Houſes was a Burg, but ſuch only 
as were the head or chief of ſome Country or Na- 
tion ; as BATENBURG was the chief Town of the 
Batavi, &c. And further notes, that the word in 
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its moſt ancient ſignification denotes an Incloſure or 
Hedge, which was otherwiſe called Tun or Tuyn, in 
the ſame ſenſe as we anciently uſed Tun, or Ton, 
and now do Town, and the Scots Tune : Which 
by the French are rendered Fourg or Bourgade. To 
this purpoſe (Ibid.) Luitprandus (who lived about 
the Year 940,) ſpeaking of the Burgundians, ſays, 
« Ipſi Domorum Congregationem quæ Muro non 
„ clauditur Burgum vocant;“ They called a Con- 
gregation of Houſes which were not incloſed with 
a Wall, a Burg: That 1s, it was a great Town, 
not walled about. | 

Du Freſu in his Gloſſary agrees with Cluverius, and 
ſays, the Latins, French, and Germans, at firſt, cal- 
led Numbers of Houſes joined together Burgs, 
from whence their great Towns had the ſame Name, 
and that afterwards many Towers and Caſtles were 
built for the ſecurity of thoſe Towns againſt the at- 
tempts of Enemies, which were alſo called Burgs, 
which is proved by the termination of many Ger- 
man Towns in Burg; and therefore aſſerts the word 
to be rather French or German, than Greek, . 

Wendelin in his Salic Gloſſary of Atuatic Words, 
informs us, that Bergh or Berg ſometimes ſignified 
Receptaculum, a place of Receit, as in Mallo-bergem, 
a word derived from Mallus or Mallum, a Conven- 
tion for the determining of Law Caſes, and Berg 
the Houſe or place where it was kept. So in the 
Laws of the Lombards, (Lib. 2. Tit. 45. c. 27.) 
Volumus utique, ut Domus a Comite, in loco 
e ubi- Mallum tenere debeat, conſtituatur, ut prop- 
e ter Calorem Solis, et pluviam publica utilitas 
* non remaneat.” We will, that a Houſe be built 
by the Earl where the Mall or Afſizes ought to be 
holden, leſt the public benefit be hindered or put 
off, by the heat of the Sun, or Rain. Alſo in the 
Vo L, II. 3 F Capitu- 
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Capitulars, (Lib. 3. Tit. 57.) © Ut in loco ubi 
« mallos publicos habere ſolent, tectum tale con- 
« ſtituatur, quod in Hiberno et Eſtate obſervatum 
« eſſe poſlit : We will, that in the place where 
ublic Malls or Law-Conventions ought to be 
| $awy there may be ſuch a Root or Covering pro- 
vided, as they may be holden Winter and Sum- 
mer: in this ſenſe Hierberg is now an Inn, or 
Houſe of common receit : which was at firſt a 
place of receit for Soldiers, (from Here an Army, 
and Berg as before) and ſet upon the public Raman 
ways. Whence the ſame Author explaining the 
word Berg, ſaith, that in the compoſition of Mal- 
berg, &c.

HE laſt weeke was a buſy weeke with me, ] 
and the weeke afore that, was more. I would | 
gladly have writt unto yow, but could find no time: | 
yet I hope yow had the relation of Sir Walter Raw- a 


leigb's death; for fo I gave order, that it ſhould be 
brought unto yow. I was commanded by the Lords | 
of the Counſayle to be with him, both in priſon 
and att his Death, and ſo ſett downe the manner of 
his death as nere as I could; 'there be other reports 
of itt, but that which yow have from me is trew; 
one Craford, who was ſometimes Mr. Rodeknight's q 
pupil, hath penned it prettily, and meaneth to putt | 
It to the preſſe, and came to me about it, but I { 
heare not that it is come forth. The ſumme of that, 1 
which he ſpake att his death, yow have, I ſuppoſe, ö 

already: when he never made mention of his of- 
fence for which he dyed, namely his former treaſon; 
but only deſired to cleare himſelf of new Imputa- | 
tions, there mentioned; privately he told me in | 
priſon, that he was charged to have broken the 
peace with Spaine, but he put that, he ſayd, out of | 
the count of his offences: ſaving that he heard, | 
. the King was diſpleaſed att it; for how could he = 
IN | breake | 
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breake peace with him, who within theſe 4 Years, 
as he ſayd, tooke diverſe of his Men, and bound 
them backe to backe and drowned them? and for 
burning the towne, he ſayd it ſtood upon the King's 
owne Ground, and therefore he did no wrong in 
that. He was the moſt fearleſſe of Death that ever 
was knowen; and the molt reſolute and confident, 
yet with reverence and conſcience. When I begann 
to incourage him againſt the feare of Death, he 
ſeemed to make fo light of itt that I wondred 
att him, and when I told him, that the deare Ser- 
vants of Gop, in better Cauſes then his, had 
ſhrunke backe and trembled a litle, he denyed not, 
but yet gave Gop thanks, he never feared Death, 
and much leſſe then, for it was but an opinion and 
Imagination, and the manner of death though to 
others might ſeeme greevous, yet he had rather 
dye ſo then of a burning fever: with much more 
to that purpoſe, with ſuch confidence and cheere -

Mr. Henderſon happened, concerning Epiſcopacy and 
Church Government, to bis Majefty's everlaſtin 
Honour, Bur ſuch was the horrid Perfidy of thoſe 
treacherous Scots, that, inſtead of the expected 
Safety of his Majefty's Perſon, Judas like, for 
money (though a far greater Sum) ſold and deliver- 
ed their Sovereign Lord and King into the hands 
of his Engliſb Rebels, who by this means had, un- 
der God, a power to reſettle the Kingdom's peace: 
but they were blinded to their own deſtruction 
and having taken the Lord's anointed in their Pits, 
they now uſed him as they lifted, carried him whi- 
ther they pleaſed, and indeed treated him no other- 
wile than as their Priſoner; for with a ſtrong Guard

One of Col. Treton's: men rid 
in our Company from Netzlebed to Slow, and ſeeing 
me give mohey alwaies at the Guard, aſked him if 
his Maſter were not one of the Lords of the Par- 
liament, he anſwered noe, his Maſter was of the 
lower Houſe. After we were paſſed Maydenbead 
and Slow, we turned out of the Road towards Ux- 
Bridge, and there paſſt another Guard at the water, 
in the ſame manner we had paſſed the former. Af- 


ter we had paſſed Uxbridge, at Mr. Teaſdale's Houle, 


a Taverne in Hillingdon, we alighted and ſtayed: to 


refreſn ourſelves, betwixt ten and eleven of the 


Clocke, and there ſtayed 2 or 3 houres, where the 


King was much perplexed, what courſe to reſolve 
upon, London or Northward. The conſideration 
of the former Vote, and the apparent danger of 


being diſcovered at London, moved him to reſolve 
at laſt to goe Northward and through Norfolke 


where he was leaſt known, and there to ſtay till he 


had ſent me againe to Mountrell, to heare what he 


had done with the Scots, reſolvinge abſolutely, that 
if the Scots would not ſend him an aſſurance under 
their hands, of ſuch conditions as he expected, he 


N 
would 
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would rather caſt himſelfe upon his Enugliſb, then 
truſt them, and wiſhed me to bringe their hands to 
him, or if there were danger in that, to ſee all 
their hands to ſuch Propoſitions, as they agreed to. 
About 2 of the Clocke, we tooke a Guide towards 
Barnet, reſolvinge to croſſe the Roads into Efſex ; 
but after we were paſted Harrow upon the Hill, I 
told the Kinge, if he were not knowne much in 
St. Abon's Road, it was much the neerer way to 
goe through St. Albox's, and thence towards Roy/- 
ion, which he approved of, and ſo paſſed through 
St. Albon's, where one old Man with an Halberd 
aſked us, whence we came, I told him, from the 
Parliament, and threw him fix pence and ſo paſſed. 
Afrer we had ridd a mile, a Gentleman well horſt 
came gallopinge after us verie faſt, which put us in 
ſome doubt, that we had been diſcovered in St. 
Albon's, but they tow turninge aſide, I turned my 
horſe to meete him, and ſaluteinge him, found him 
verie drunke, and foe to avoid his Company, turn- 
ed up another way, till he was paſt, and after went 
to Wethamſteed 3 Miles from St. Albon's, where we 
lodged that night, and nexc morninge tooke horſe 
at day breake, and went towards Baldocke : and as 
we rid upon the way, it was reſolved, that I ſhould 
goe directly away towards Southwell, and the Kinge, 
and Mr. Aſbburnbam towards Norfolke, and to ſtay 
at the White Swann at Downham, till I came back 
to them, So at Graveley, the Kinge gave me a 
little Note to Mountrell, wherein he expreſſed his 
departure from Oxford, and deſired him to make 
an abſolute Concluſion with the Scots, and if they 
would give ſuch aſſurance for honourable Condi- 
tions for him, as ſhould ſatisfie him (concerninge 
the particulars, whereof the Kinge had given me 
Inſtructions) then he would come to them; If 2 * 
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he was reſolved to diſpoſe otherwiſe of himſelfe 
upon my returne, I came to Southwell next morn- 
inge, and acquainted the French Agent with theſe 
particulars, who upon Thurſday night told me, they 
would condiſcend to all the Demands, which the 
Kinge and Mountrell had agreed to make to them, 
before Mountrell came from Oxford (of which 
Mountrell told me the Summe) but would not give 
any thinge under there hands. I deſired to avoid 
miſtakes, that the particulars might be ſett downe 
in writinge, leaſt I ſhould afterwards be charged 
with makinge a falſe Relation, and ſoe he ſett the 
Propoſitions downe in writinge. * 


(1) That they ſhould protect the Kinge in his 
perſon and in his honour. = . 
(2) That they ſhould preſſe the Kinge to do no- 
thinge contrarie to his Conſcience. 
(3) That Mr. Aſbburnbam and I ſhould be pro- 
tected. e e 

(4) That if the Parliament refuſed, upon a 
Meſſage from the Kinge, to reſtore the Kinge to 
his Rights and Prerogatives, they ſhould declare 
for the Kinge, and take all the Kinge's Friends in- 
to there protection. And if the Parliament did 
condiſcend to reſtore the Kinge, then they ſnould 
be a meanes, that not above 4 of them ſhould ſuf- 
fer baniſhment, and none at all death. 

This done, the French Agent brought me word, 
that the Scots ſeriouſly proteſted the performance of 
all theſe, and writt a little Note to the Kinge to 
accept of them, and ſuch ſecurity, as was given to 
him, in the Kinge's behalfe. + 

' I came to the Kinge upon Friday night, and re- 
lated all, and he reſolved next morninge to goe to 
them, and ſoe upon Tueſday Morninge, we came 
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all to Saut hae ro MountrelPs Lodgeings, where 
ſome of the Srotch Commiſſioners came to the 
Kinge, and defired him to march to Kellom for ſe- 
curity, whither he went after Dinner.“ |
